In fact, they 
were left holding five sacks. They were 
hewspaper sacks, and they are not as useful 
now as they were before, owing to long slits 
cut in them yesterday morning. 

It was partly owing to the slits that the citi- 
gens did not read the Chicago papers. The 
papers disappeared out of the sacks through 
the slits. Am unpleasant feature of the af- 
fair to the Wheeling citizens was that they 
had paid for the papers. They declare with 
considerable earnestness that the fact of 
their paying for the papers should have en- 
titled them to the privilege of reading them. 

The reason why the good citizens of Wheel- 
ing did not get a chance to read the papers 
is given by the telegraph operator and sta- 
tion agent at Wheaton. 

He says when the sacks were tossed off the 
mail train in the morning the bicyclists who 
were there waiting for the start of the great 
road race came running over and wanted to 
buy the papers. The agent explained that, 
according to the laws in such cases made and 
provided, the mail sacks would have to be 
carried to the postoffice, as the Postmaster 
was the only person who had the power to 
open the sacks.

COLLEGE MEN HELD FOR BLACKMAIL.

Students of the Northern tHinois 
School Accused of Trying to Extort 
Money from President Morley. 


Fulton, Ill, May 30.—[{Special.}—United 
States Deputy Marshal H. R. Clark came 
to this city this rhorning and arrested John 
T Watkins and Arthur M. Jones. He took 
the young men to Chicago, where they are 
imprisoned in the Cook County Jail. They 
were arrested on a charge of using the 
United States mail for fraudulent purpose. 

The prisoners are students of the Northern 
Tilinois College, and with O. F. Cady, who 
was teacher of the commercial department, 
are accused of blackmailing R. A. Morley, 
President of the college, by threatening that 
if he did not pay them a certain sum of 
money and make concessions to them they 
would publish certain scandalous reports. 

President Morley put the matter in the 
hands of an attorney, who secured an in- 
dictment by the United States grand jury. 
When Cady heard of the indictment he left 
the city, and is at present at large. 

There are others mixed up in the case, but 
no other arrests have thus far been made. 

It is charged that the two students de- 
manded from Morley free scholarships for 
a complete term of three years each as the 
price of silence concerning some alleged mis- 
doings, and that Cady first demanded a con- 
tract for two years at a salary of $80 a 
month, with the privilege of drawing a full 
year’s salary ine lump if discharged. Later 
he changed his demand to $500 cash, and 
later still said he would accept $420. This 


‘latter demand and others of a like nature 


Cady is said to have.made to Morley un- 
wittingly in the presence of two reputable 
witnesses concealed in Morley’s office in a 
recess behind a bookcase.

TORNADO IN MAD PRANKS, 


SWEEPS OVER SECTIONS OF THE 
CITY WITH FURIOUS EFFECT. 


Division of the Disturbance Saves Chi- 
cago from Greater Disaster than 
That Contained in the Unroofing of 
Houses and the Flooding of Cellars 
—Curious Effects of Wind and Light- 
ning—Stunned Man Revives and De- 
mands Release from an Ambulance. 


A tornado developed west of Brighton 
Park yesterday afternoon and swept 
through the southern part of the city, and 
the Towns of Englewood, Hyde Park, Lake, 
Grand Crossing, and South Chicago. 

Stanch brick buildings shook in the wind 
as though they were going to fall, trees were 
uprooted, and a number of frame buildings 
were partially unroofed. The wind-storm 
was accompanied by a rainfall estimated at 
two inches in some places and by destructive 
electrical effects. Another storm passed 
Over the same area nearly two hours later, 
when hail fell in considerable quantities. 

From the Auditorium tower Prof. Garriott 
observed the clouds forming in the west soon 
after noon. The cloud bank rolled northeast 
until it met the opposing current from the 
lake, which filled the business portion of the 
city with fog at the same time. The storm 
split into two sections, one of which passed 
over Evanston and points tothe south. The 
rainfall at Graceland Cemetery was quite 
heavy for a few moments. The larger part 
of the whirling cloud-mass continued its 
course southeastward, and before Archer 
avenue was reached rain was falling in tor- 
rents. 

Throughout the storm district the rain 
was so heavy the streets were completely 
submerged, and in many instances cellars 
were flooded.

| For Dark- 
Horse Nelson is almost as proud of that 
wheel as he is of winning the race. And all

@uch Fault Found, Yet After the 
Heavy Rains Cyclists Agree That 
It Was in Fair Condition—Generali 
Complaint That It Is Too Narrow 
fer so Large a Field of Staggers, 
Making It Necessary to Go Single 


File in Many Places. 

After a practical test of the Wheeling 
course the riders agree that it has its de- 
fects, the principal one being its narrowness. 
On the whole it was as good as could be 
expected with the heavy rains of the night 

receding, although several riders maintain 
it js not as good as the course of the run of 
jast year. Others say they will never ride 
over thé Wheeling course again, but the re- 
guits of the race and the large field of start- 
ers—in fact the largest field yet started ina 
Chicago road race—which was successfully 
gent away from the Wheeling end of the 
course, speaks a great deal in its favor. 
Many fouls were made, but this was due to 
the narrow course. Following are the 
statements of a number of the riders in re- 


gard to the race: 
Panctures His Tire. 

I have no cause to complain on account of 
the course. It was in much better condition 
than I supposed it could be. I had a bad 
fall and had to be dug out of the mud, My 
tire was punctured and bent, but that was 
not the fault of the road, The affair was 
managed all right.

Procession, Not a Race. 

It is a good course, I don’t think. In some 
it was a little worn, but that is all. 

There was no wind to speak of and I lost no 
time on that account. I fell at the mud road 
and bent my pedals. -When I got them fixed 
and mounted ready to ride I found that 
my handle bars were all out of shape and so 


shape, considering the rain. I had bad luck, 
my pedals came off and my seat was twisted. 
I would not say that I was pocketed, for 
every one that came to the mud had to ride 
in single file and there was no chance to 
pass, even if the rider behind had been able 
to ride twice as fast as the man in front of 
him.

No Chance to Cut. 


I found.-the roads in fair condition, much 
better than I had expected. There is one 
advantage in riding over this course; there 
is no chance to-shorten the distance by “ cut- 
ting,”’ it being a straight-away track. I was 
in no condition to ride, but have no com- 
plaints to make on account of the way the 
run was arranged. It was a fair start. From 
Jefferson to Niles the road was bad and we 
had to ride in single file.

The first rider to cross Lawrence avenue 
in Jefferson Park was F. Decker of the 14- 
minute class, who struck the block pave- 
ment on Milwaukee avenue at the end of 
the electric car line at 11:50:47 and then let 
himself out on the first piece of level road 
the riders had found. 

Ten feet behind him came a rider in black 
without a number and immediately follow- 
ing him was Joe Badenoch of the 15-minute 
class.

LARGE CROWD AT LOGAN SQUARE. 


None of the Many Accidents Expected 
Occurs—Much Excitement. 

So much had been said about the danger- 
ous turn at Logan square that fully 1,000 
people gathered in that vicinity to see the 
riders whirl round the corner from Mil- 
waukee avenue on to Humboldt boulevard. 
But if the throng was looking for accidents 
it was sadly disappointed, for not a racer 
had any trouble negotiating the turn. In- 
stead the crowd was treated to one of the 
best views of the race to be obtained any- 
where along the course. 

Milwaukee avenue and Humboldt boule- 
vard make an acute angle at Logan square,, 
and had the riders been obliged to keep to 
the streets there is no estimating the 
amount of ‘damage which might have oc- 
curred at the point. But a wise provision 
had been made in the shape of a short cut 
across curbs and lawn and between the 
trees, so that the dangerous corner was 
changed to a gradual curve that even the 
most tired racers found easy to make. 


W. Bell of the Irving Parks, who afterwards 
secured third place. A trifle behind these 
two was the winner of the race, No. 565, O. 
P. Nelson of the Monitors. He rode well, 
and \allowed the other two men to set the 
pace for him, evidently reservi his 
Strength for the finish. In the same bunch 
with the winner were also Nos. 617 and 
606, J. J. Duffy of the Lincolns and F. J. 
Ravenscraft of the South Sides. They took 
fifth and sixth places respectively. 

After the first bunch there was a long in- 
terval which seemed several minutes to 
the excited spectators. Then came No. 
636, F. P. Decker of the Lake Cycling club. 
He was followed by a bunch of five, and then 
they came thick and fast. No. 638, Joseph 
Badenoch of the Englewood Wheelmen, 
brought a round of cheers with him. He 
was limit man, and made a good ride, fin- 
ishing in twelfth place. 

After the first few bunches had passed inter- 
est centered on the low numbers as likely time 
winners. F. B. Murphy of the North Shore 
Cycling club, the time winner, escaped 
everybody’s guesses on account of going 
through without a number. But No. 160,

Line Moves Steadily On. 
No sooner had

A number of the 
cycling clubs had- members there with spare 
wheels ready for breakdowns, but their pen- 
nants fluttered in vain, for none of the riders 
who reached the point needed a new mount. 

There were the usual funny incidents and 
the usual trouble for the police in keeping 
the crowd back. Capt. Barcel was there in 
person, however, and the combined efforts 
of park and city police made a clear track 
for the contestants. One man caused trouble 
by climbing up on to the horse attached to 
a grocer’s wagon in order to get a better 
view, so that the vigorous protests of the 
horse owner caused considerable confusion 
and amusement. 

At a quarter to 11 all bicycles and vehicles 
were stopped from going upthe course. The

P. B. Wilson, the scratch man who fin- 
ished and won third time prize, was heartily 
cheered as he flew by. Many thought him 
the winner of .the time, since he was in 
about thirtieth place and going fast. He 
was in a bunch of fliers, including C. A. 
Wescott and M. Nessel. 

After the last bunches had passed the 
crowd swarmed into the track and the great 
bicycle event was over. But impromptu 
coursing and sprinting matches were still 
on the program. A small gray rabbit of the 
cotton-tail variety suddenly appeared on 
Humboldt boulevard, and everybody in 
sight tried to catch it. Boys, men, police- 
men, and bloomer girls joined in the chase 
until the multiplicity of its pursuers so dazed 
the poor creature that it stopped in the mid- 
dle of the road and was gathered in by a 
park policeman. 

Then came the first shower of the day, and 
with it the sprinting match. It was a race 
for cover and had many destinations and 
hnumberless good finishes. On the platform 
of the Metropolitan terminus the crowd be- 
came impatient at the slow movements of 
the regular service and when finally supplied

YACHTS ARE SLOW IN FITTING OUT. 


Bad Weather for the Opening of the 
Columbia Club’s Season. 

Yesterday was announced as the opening 
of the yachting seasan for the Columbia 
Yacht club and a large number of enthu- 
siastic members gathered on the south pier. 
But the boats have been somewhat slow in 
fitting out this season and not many were 
sailing. 

The Genevieve was the first to start out 
and did not come in untilevening. The Hat- 
tie B., Vice-Commodore Baker of the Co- 
lumbia Yacht club, stretched its sails for the 
first time in the morning and anchored in 
the basin. The pending squalls did not scare 
Capt. Middleton of the Charlotte R., for with 
shortened canvas he stood out into the lake 
and was trying to make the anchorage when 
the squall struck. The hig sloop carried sail 
through it all and only wet the crew a little. 

About 4 o’clock the Hattie B. and Pinta in- 
dulged in a little brush, standing out from 
the river close hauled on the north wind, 


and the two yachts had to feel their way 
to the harbor by the sound of the fog horn 
and the bell on the north pier. The little B. 
and the Vixen were also out during the after- 
noon. 

The presence of an imemnse dredger along 
the new retaining wall just south of Ran- 
dolph street has prevented the Columbia 
club from taking the new club-house out 
into the basin, where it will. be anchored 
alongside the retaining wall a short distance 
froin shore... The new house is now fitted up 
completely and the members are proud of 
it. It is built on a scow 40 by 80 feet. In 
the center is the assembly-room, which 
has a cozy appearance. It is a large room 
with the woodwork finished light and hard- 
wood floors with rugs. On the big center 
table is arranged all the latest nautical pub- 
lications, and wicker chairs are distributed 
around the room; Pullman tables are placed 
against the walls. In one end is the ladies’ 
room with toilet-room attached, and the 
cther end is taken up withthe smoking- 
room and lockers. Pretty curtains are on 
the windows, and on hot Summer afternoons 
the club-house will be an ideal place to 
spend a few hours, as it rocks with gentle 
motion in the swell of the harbor, and the 
entire yacht fleet right at hand. A gang- 
plank leads from the dock to the main room, 
and on the opposite side is the landing stage 
for the convenience of members taking par- 
tiles to and from the yachts in the basin. 

C. H. Thorne has brought a new open boat 
down to the harbor. A name has not been 
selected as yet. It is 22 feet over all, 16 feet 
load water line, 7 feet 6 inches beam, and 
will draw 11 inches of, water. It carries at 
present 380 feet of sail. It will be enrolled 
in the Columbia Yacht élub.

CARE FOR CYCLISTS INJURED. 
Surgeon Designs a Special Case of In- 
struments for Emergencies, 

. Accidents to bicycle riders have become so 
numerous of late the attention of the med- 
ical profession has been aroused, and means 


‘* First aid to injured wheelmen” is rapid- 
ly becoming a part of the education of the 
public, and now comes a Chicago surgeon 
with a special case of instruments for doc- 
tors who ride awheel. 

Dr. Martin M. Ritter, a specialist at No. 
100 State street, is the inventor of the new 
* Bicycle Emergency Case.” He ts an en- 
thusiastic wheelman and never misses any- 
thing connected with the sport. In conse- 
quence he has been present at numerous 
accidents to bicycle riders, some of them of 
a serious nature. At many of these oc- 
ecasions the doctor found himself without 
the necessary tools of his profession &and as 
heipless to aid the damaged wheelman as an 
ordinary individual. 

It was on this account Dr. Ritter devised 
the portable emergency case, which straps 
onto his bicycle in place of the usual tool 
bag. It is triangular, made of leather, and 
opens in the middle like an ordinary phy- 
sician’s case, so that it can be placed on 
the ground with all its contents handy. Its 
weight the doctor has succeeded in reducing 
to two pounds, and he hopes to make it half 
a pound lighter yet. In it are: 

Surgical instruments, including hzemo- 
static forceps, straight forceps, scissors, 
needle-holder, needle and thread, scalpel. 

Hypodermic syringe case, including injec- 


cocaine, morphia. 

One bottle distilled water. 

One bottle collodion. 

Aseptic gauze. 

Box absorbent cotton. 

Isinglass plaster. 

Surgeon’s plaster. 

Two rolls bandages. 

One flask boric acid powder. 

Bex carbolized vaseline. 

This case of instruments was designed by 
Dr. Ritter for his own use. He does not ex- 
pect to put it on the market, but is glad to 
have all physicians use the new idea, think- 
ing it will be of considerable service to the 
wheeling public. The doctor has already 
rendered yeoman assistance in aiding the 
injured at the Tattersall meet and is talke 
of by the Associated Cycling.

SMALLEST RIDER IN THE WORLD. 


Bernatd Smith of Washington Is the 
Lightweight Champion. 

Washington, D. C., May 30.—[Special.]—

STATES “CHURCH ARMY.” 


Departure in Evangelization by the 
Protestant Episcopal Denomination. 
New York, May 30.—[Special.|—The hith- 

erto quiet and dignified manner of conduct- 

ing evangelistic work by the Episco- 
pal Church is about to give way in New 

York and other important cities to the blare 

of trumpets, the tooting of fifes, and the 

beating of drums, In other words, the Epis- 
copal Church is about to form, with the 

sanction of the Rt.-Rev. Bishop Potter, a 

“ United States Church Army.’”’ It will be 

patterned after the church army now in 

existence in England, with a _ discipline 
which finds its inspiration in our own Fed- 
eral army. 

Although the advisability of such an aux- 
illiary to the Episcopal CHurch has been 
discussed for a long time, it was not de- 
cided upon until last Wednesday night, at 
a meeting held in St. Bartholomew’s Par- 
ish House. A committee, which had been 
appointed by Bishop Potter, on this occasion 
agreed with him that the time “‘ was ripe for 
such a movement,’’ and signalized the agree- 
ment by appointing Col. Henry H. Hadley 
director of the army, with headquarters in 
this city. 

To some the proposed method of conduct- 
ing the evangelistic work in the different 
Episcopal parishes in this city will smack 
somewhat of the Salvation Army methods. 
The foundation for the movement, how- 
ever, is of the strongest nature. 

The officers of the United States Church 
Army already chosen are: Army Director, 
Col. Henry H. Hadley, Superintendent St. 
Bartholomew’s Rescue Mission, New York; 
Chief of Staff, Maj. Samuel F. Jones, Su- 
perintendent St. Stephen’s Rescue Mission, 
Boston, Mass.; Aide-de-Camp, Maj. Sarah 
Wray, song evangelist, New York; Chief 
Adjutant, Maj. James K. Bakewell, Superin- 
tendent Brotherhood Rescue Mission, also 
Commandant of First Regiment, United 
States C. A., Pittsburg, Pa.; Field Marshal, 
Maj. Alex. H. Leo, Philadelphia. 

The first regiment of the army was or- 
ganized by James K. Bakewell, Superin- 
tendent of the Brotherhood Rescue Mission 
of Pittsburg, and was organized as the 
First Regiment of the United States Church 
Army last week. The second regiment will 
be organized in Philadelphia tomorrow night. 
The third regiment is being organized in 
this city. 

It has been decided that the uniforms worn 
by the officers of the army will be black 
ornamented with gold braid. The coat will 
be of the military cut in use in the regular 
army, with epaulettes in the shape of a 
cross. At the top of the cross.will be, in 
gold, the letters ‘‘C. A.”’ and at the bottom 
some emblem, probably the American eagle. 

Col. Hadley, in his outline of the character 
of the work to be performed by the army and 
the methods to be used in attrecting the 
attention of the *‘ churchless and Christless,”’ 
has this to say: 

* Brass bands; fifes, and drums shall be 
encouraged in the army:; at any rate, martial 
music of some kind, especially at outdoor 
meetings,if nothing more than a fife and 
drum, or bass drum and cornet and bugle. 

‘**Featutes of the training school will be 
practice in the line of outdoor meetings and 
tent work, theater and saloon meetings, 
wagons for outlying and neglected districts, 
and guerrilla warfare, special companies for 
mountain and seashore, and a bicycle 
brigade.”’ 


ACROSS THE OCEAN IN A ROWBOAT. 


Two Harlem River Boatmen Will At- 
tempt the Feat. 

New York, May 30.—([Special.]—George 
Harbo and Frank Samuels, two Harlem 
River boatmen, will, within ten days, start 
on a trip across the Atlantic Ocean in a row 
boat. 

The boat now lies in the house of the Eagle 
Boat club. It is 18 feet 4 inches long and 5 
feet wide, and is fitted out with four oar 
a so that both men may row at the same 
time. F 

At each end of the Craft is an airtight com- 
partment. These are so arranged, it is 
claimed, that it is impossible for the boat to 
go to the bottom. é 

Should the boat be capsized Harbo says 
he has a scheme by which he and his com- 
panion cannot be separated from it. On 
starting out they will fasten about their 
waists two life preservers, to which are at- 
tached ropes. The ends of these ropes will 
be fastened to the sides of the craft. 

The men will carry with them sufficient 
food and water to last them two months. 
They expect to accomplish the voyage in 
fifty days.

JOY ENDS WITH DEATH. 


STEAM LAUNCH IS CRUSHED WITH 
FATAL RESULTS. 


Drunken Engineer. Takes the Pleasure 
Boat ofthe University of Pennsyl- 
vania Crew and Goes Out for a Good 
Time—With His Young Friends He 
Is Spilled in the Harlem River—Two 
Girls Are Drowned—Several Others 
Are Injured. 

New York, May 30.—[{Special.]—Two young 
women were drowned in the Harlem River 
tonight because fhe drunken engineer of a 
steam launch disobeyed orders. Five other 
persons who were with them are in the 
Harlem Hospital, and one of them is be- 
lieved to be dying.

When the Harlem River regatta was on 
today the oarsmen from the University of 
Pennsylvania went to the Nassau Boat club- 
house, Lexington avenue and the Harlem 
River, to spend the evening. They left their 
steam launch, the Ben Franklin, in charge 
of the engineer, Frank McCue, with instruc- 
tions to get coal aboard and be ready to start 
up the Hudson before 8 o’clock tomorrow. 
Instead of obeying orders McCue arranged a 
little jollification of his own, which resulted 
in disaster. 

He took the Ben Franklin to the boat-house 
of the Crescent club, where some of the Har- 
lem River oarsmen and their friends were 
celebrating the events of the day with feast- 
ing, music, and dancing. At 8 o’clock it was 
suggested a spin up the Harlem in the Ben 
Franklin would be a most enjoyable way of 
winding up the night’s fun. McCue prompt- 
ly fell in with the suggestion and took the 
seven guests on board, three men and fouf 
young women. 

One of the men was a member of the Cres- 
cent Boat club. The young women were all 
residents of Harlem, popular, and has been 
ew of the Crescent Boat club during the 

ay. 

When the members of the party started 
off on the Ben Franklin their friends on the 
club-house float were assured that they 
would return in half an hour. The Ben 
Franklin came into collision about 9 o’clock 
with one of the powerful transfer tugs of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad and was sent to the bottom of the 
river. 

At Second avenue the Ben Franklin 
bumped into one of the piers of the bridge 
and was nearly upset. The same stupid 
performance was repeated at the Third 
avenue bridge, and the people on the launch 
begged Mr. McCue to take themashore. He 
laughed and assured them there was no 
danger. 

The Ben Franklin ran straight under the 
broad bows of the barge, and was crushed 
like an egg shell. The party on board 
shrieked for help and struggled for their 
lives. A fisherman rescued two men and 
one woman. McCue was one of the men. 
Another man and woman were pulled out of 
the river by the crew of the barge. Kate 
Niernay and Mabel Walfer were missing, 
and the river was dragged for them till after 
midnight. The others were taken to the Har- 
lem Hospital in an exhausted condition. 
The physicians said that the girl known as 
Lizzie probably was dying. The Walfers 
will recover. 


HIS ONLY SAFETY IS IN A CELL. 


Story of Seven Years of Persecution 
by the Mafia. 


New York, May 30.—{Special.J—In a cell 
in the Tombs Prison, in this city, sits 
Gioacchino Cochiaro, a Sicilian, who is held 
for the killing of Salvator Calcerio in 
Brooklyn last Thursday night. With 
a charge of murder hanging over. his 
head, he is comparatively at ease, as it is the 
first time in seven years that he has felt him- 
self free from danger. He has been marked 
by the Mafia, and has been driven from pil- 
lar to post, dodging his enemies and nar- 
rowly missing death. 

In New York now are four Italians from 
Boston, members of the Mafia, who are 
sworn to kill him. They are harbored by 
the Italians here against the will of the lat- 
ter, who are hindered from complaining on 
pain of death. 

Seven years ago, in Boston, Cochiaro 
killed a dog that had attacked him. and in 
an altercation that followed killed the dog’s 
master. Although acquitted of this crime, 
he was tried by the Mafia and sentenced to 
death. Then began his wanderings. Al- 
ways forced to go heavily armed, he was 
assaulted in Richmond, Va., Philadelphia, 
and other cities. Then he escaped to Brook- 
lyn, where he hoped to live insecret. With- 
in a few days he was inveigled into a restau- 
rant, where he met four Sicilians. They re- 
ceived him kindly at first, and then turned 
suddenly upon him with stilettos and re- 
volvers. Cochiaro backed against the wall 
and shot one of his assailants, Salvator Cal- 
cerio, dead. The rest fled, and Cochiaro was 
only too glad to be locked up in a place of 
safety from his bloodthirsty countrymen. 


PUSHING THE HORSELESS CARRIAGES 


Parade and Race of the New Vehicles 
in New York City. 

New York, May 30.—([Special.}—Printing 
House square was crowded today with per- 
sons interested in the parade and race of 
horseless carriages. 

John Jacob Astor, Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
Brigadier-General William H. Craighill, 
chief of the Engineer Corps of A ce army, 
and Vice-President Webb of the New York 
Central railroad were the judges. 

There were twenty-eight entries, but only 
six machines were started, feur of the 
Duryea company of Springfield, Mass., the T.

Six wheelmen accompanied the carriages, 
among them H. von Rodenbeck, quite a 
noted rider, who was bored by the slow 
time of the motors. Carriage No. 3 broke 
down while attempting to climb up Peabody 
Hil) at Yonkers. None of the carriages 
could make the hills on the roads. The op- 
erators had to get out and push them. 


GIRL MURDERED BY A JANITOR. 


Several Policemen Barely Prevent Ad- 
ministration of Swift Vengeance, 

New York, May 30.—(Special.J—A  par- 
ticularly atrocious tragedy and one that has 
hardly been equaled in the criminal annals 
of New York took place this afternoon in 
a flat building at No. 315 East Thirty-seventh 
street. Mary Cunningham, a handsome, 
sunny tempered little child of 12 years, was 
found by her mother strangled to death and 
terribly beaten. When the mother entered 
the room she discovered the little girl’s life- 
iess body on the floor, her head resting on a 
shrine before which she had been accus- 
tomed to pray. Beside her was a large 
butcher knife, with which she had evidently 
attempted to defend herself. 

The room was in great disorder. The fur- 
niture was overturned and broken, and evi- 
dences were plenty that the little girl had 
led her assailant a long chase and given him 
a hard struggl+ before she had been over- 
come. She had been terribly beaten, al- 
though she had partially succeeded in pro- 
tecting herself. 

Attracted by her mother’s frantic screams, 
a large number of persons who had been wit- 
nessing Pa Memorial day parade rushed 
into the house. 

Immediately afterwards Edward McCor- 
mick, the janitor of the building, was seen 
to leave the place and run away. He was 
pursued with one accord by the crowd, and 
it was only by the efforts of several 
men that he was nots dealt with. 
As he was unabie to give a sa ciory ex- 
planation of his actions he was locked up.

official estimate of 1,000 victims cannot be 
far from right, and they may be said to 
have put an end to all coronation festivities, 


certainly so far as the general public is con- 
cerned. 


Official Report by the Police. 

It was not until nearly 10 o'clock tonight 
that the first official statement of the dis- 
aster was made public, some people claiming 
that this was done in order to avoid putting 
& sudden stop to the festivities, which might 
have resulted in another panic and still 
more serious loss of life. Even now the 
people in this city refuse to believe the dis- 
aster is nearly as great as the officials de- 
clare. 

At 11 o'clock tonight exactly an official 
notice was posted saying that the list of 
dead totaled up to 1,128 persons, including 
those who died from the injuries after hav- 
ing been removed from the plain, 

The Czar has given orders that the sum 
of 1,000 rubles be given to each bereaved 
family, and that the victims be buried at 
his expense. 

So immense was the concourse of people 
that hundreds of thousands were not aware 
for a long time that a disaster had occurred, 
for there was noise caused by the excite- 
ment of the celebrations, by the music in 
the open air theaters, by the bands draw- 
ing crowds to other amusements, all the 
entertainments provided for the people be- 
ing in full swing, and yet the work of gath- 
ering up hundreds of crushed dead was in 
progress in another part of the plain and 
the work of tending many hundreds of in- 
— people was being carried on by a large 

orce. 


What Drew the Crowds. 

At the place where the disaster occurred 
the Czar had planned to give u banquet ona 
mammoth scale to the multitudes of people 
who had come to Moscow to participate in 
the coronation ceremonies. To the people, 
especially those of the peasant class, this 
was one of the most attractive features of 
the week, and the banquet grounds on the 
Hoynsky plain were jammed at early 
dawn. In the open air long lines of rough. 
tables, flanked by rougher benches, had 
been erected. It was at first arranged to 
accommodate 400,000 people, but in view of 
the immense crowds assembled in and about 
this city for the coronation fétes, extra 
tables and. benches were hastily erected. 
Twice 400,000 persons were desirous of tak- 
ing part in the feast, but the authorities de- 
cided that there must be a limit to the num- 
ber to be entertained, and so the figure was 
fixed at 500,000. 

To feed this multitude an army of cooks 
and waiters was gathered, the army bake- 
houses were taxed to their utmost capacity, 
and 500,000 mugs, each bearing portraits of 
the Czar and Czarina, were manufactured 
for presentation to the people taking part 
in the banquet. Thousands of cattle, train- 
loads of provisions, and shiploads of liquid 
refreshments were sent to the Hoynhsky 
plain during the week, and this morning all 
was in readiness for the gigantic meal. 

In anticipation of the assembling of an im- 
mense crowd and possibility of disorder, 
strong forces of police were detailed for duty 
on the plain, which, like the Petrovsky 
Palace it fronts, is some three miles outside 
of the city, and on the road to St. Peters- 
burg. In addition several detachments of 
infantry and cavalry were stationed in the 
vicinity in order to support the police should 
such a step be necessary. 


Mad Rash for Food, 


By dawn the mass of peasants about the 
tables was enormous and they were all 
desperately hungry, some of them having 
fasted, by choice or necessity, for nearly 
twenty-four hours. The guards did every- 
thing possible to keep back the crowd, but 
suddenly the masses, impatient to get at 
the food, pressed forward, swept everything 
before them, and overturned tables and 
benches as if made of grass, trampling 
thousands underfoot and crushing the life 
out of a great number of people. The oldest 
and weak naturally suffered the most. 

The passage between the various booths 
became a scene of the wildest struggles. 
Here it was that most were killed. Despite 
the best efforts of the Cossacks and of the 
police, who unfortunately arrived too late 
to be of much service, the crowd constantly 
increased. It was a long time before the 
place could be @eared enough to allow the 
work of rescue to proceed. Many of the in- 
jured were carried to the various hospitals, 
which were soon filled to overflowing. Hun- 
dreds of persons who were wounded, how- 


| ever, were removed to their own homes or 


taken to private residences. Most of the 
victims were women and children. 
No Break in the Festivities. 

As this is the first disaster which has 
marred the coronation féte, it. has cast the 
city into deep gloom, but there is no sign of 
a change in the official program. Unless 
there is some sudden reversal the foreign 
envoys will be entertained at dinner at the 
Kremlin Palace tomorrow, and in the even- 


ing Prince Lichtenstein, the Ambassador of 


Austria-Hungary, will give a ball intended 
to rival, if not eclipse, that prepared at the 
French Embassy for this evening. 

Monday there will be a solemn service in 
the Chudov (Miracle) Monastery in the 
Kremlin, and Monday evening the Governor 
of Moscow, Grand Duke Sergius, will give 
an elaborate ball. During Tuesday morning 
the Czar and Czarina, accompanied by the 
imperial court, will make a. pilgrimage to 
the Troitcourt Monastery, situated by rail 
about two and a half miles from this city, 
and Tuesday evening the nobility of Moscow 
will give a ball in honor of the Czar and 
Czarina. 

Thursday the Czar and Czarina will givea 
ball.in the Alexandra Hall of the Kremlin, 
and Friday Prince von Radolin, the German 
Ambassador, will give a grand concert at 
the German Embassy. 

Saturday, June 6, is the birthday of the 
Czarina, and she and her husband will pro- 
ceed in state to the Cathedral of the Assump- 
tion, where a special birthday service will be 
held. In the evening their Majesties will 
entertain the diplomat¢e corps at dinner. On 
Sunday, June 7, there will be a grand review 
of the garrison of Moscow and the troops 
in this vicinity. In all about 150,000 men will 
turn out, and during the evening the prin- 
cipal administrative authorities of the city 
will be tendered a dinner at the palace. 
Their Majesties, during the evening of Pune 
7, will start on their return to St. Petersburg. 


REFORM PRISONERS ARE RELEASED. 


Boer Government Dismisses All but the 
Four Principal Men. 

London, May 30.—The Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
has received the following dispatch from 
the British Agent at Pretoria: 

‘“‘All the prisoners have been released ex- 
cept the four leaders. The latter’s cases will 
be considered later. The fines and punish- 
ment in lieu of payment remain, and the ban- 
ishment remains, but is suspended on the 
agreement that the prisoners will not inter- 
fere with the politics of the republic.” 

The address of Col. Cecil Rhodes (he was 
elected a Colonel of Volunteers) to the 
British South Africa’s troops at Pongo on 
Wednesday has served to revive the bitter 
memories of the Transvaal raid. He 
sketched his arrangements for ending the 
rebellion, building forts, and raising the

St. Louis, Mo., May 30.—(Special.J—For 
two hours this afternoon every eye was 
fixed anxiously on thesky across which heavy 
clouds of greenish hue were marshalled by 
a rising wind. Shortly after noon the news 
that Weather Bureau had sent out Give ore 
in which severe thunder storms e pre- 
dicted during the day and night spread with 
lightning rapidity .through the city. The 
bulletin was displayed on the Merchants 
Exchange and from the various newspaper 
offices, and was spread by word of mouth, 
and by intuition born of fearful expe- 

rience, the possibility of another visitation 
became known from one end of the, city to 
the other. The skies bore out the warnings 
of the Weather Bureau, and a storm of ex- 
ceptional severity was awaited in fear. 

People living in the northern part of town, 
who escaped the storm of Wednesday, 
seemed more frightened than their fellow- 
citizens of the devasted district. They had 
everything to lose, the others practically 
nothing. Cellars were hunted, and places 
of retreat planned in case it should become 
necessary to flee for their lives. At 8 o'clock 
semi-darkness came, and added to the fore- 
Dbodings generated by prophecy and climatic 
indications. The wind died away; the 
clammy warmth, which had been a feature 
of the day, became more oppressive. This, 
in itself, added to the excitement for similar 
conditions presaged the coming of last 
Wednesday's cyclone. For nearly an hour 
the city was in suspense. Then suddenly 
the clouds lifted and drifted apart, and the 
blue sky came as a welcome sign and promise 
that the threatened danger was passed. 

Another Day of Funerals. 

Today was another day of funerals, and 
many a procession wended its way through 
cemeteries which in themselves gave evi- 
dence of the fury of the storm, adding to 
their list of silent inhabitants. Bodies were 
given their six feet of earth by the side of 
dismantled and wrecked monuments and in 
the midst of splintered and torn willows 
and elms which for years have stood sen- 
tinel over the dead. By these new-made 
graves the two Grand Army posts who 
commemorated the giving up of life for the 
preservation of the Union paused and 
dropped wreaths. 

The usual festivities which mark this na- 
tional holiday had no place in the calendar

BADENOCH RETURNS FROM ST. LOUIS. 


Town East of the River in Need of Fi- 
nancial Assistance. 

** I went to St. Louis,” said Chief of Police 
Badenoch yesterday, “‘ by the direction of 
Mayor Swift, to offer Mayor Walbridge the 
sympathy and assistance of Chicago in any 
form in which it might be needed. I was 
warmly welcomed by Mayor -Walbridge 
of St. Louis and Mayor Bader of East St. 
Louis, and made known to them my mission. 

** Mayor Walbridge said St. Louis was am- 
ply able to take care of itself, and thankfully 
declined all assistance except the loan of six 
Chicago detectives, who would be useful in 
spotting Chicago thieves Who might go to 
St. Louis to operate while affairs were in 
darkness and confusion. I ordered the men 


at once by telegraph. 
‘*Mayor Bader, on the other hand, said 


‘East St. Louis was badly in need of money, 


food, clothing, and every possible kind of 
assistance. He also asked for and received 
two of our detectives to aid him in watching 
visiting thieves from Chicago. I reported 
his other wants to the Mayor. 

“The horrors of the tornado have not been 
at all exaggerated. Indeed it is difficult to 
convey any adequate idea of its horrors. In 
one way it was worse than a fire, for there is 
no insurance and no salvage. Most of the 
sufferers are poor people, and it is a heart- 
breaking sight to look at them digging in 
the ruins of their dwellings in the hope of 
finding a piece of clothing, or some other 
cherished article, but nof furniture, for it is 
all broken to pieces. Business and traffic 
are going forward as usual already in some 
places, but in the track of the storm it is 
difficult to move about. I rode around in 
the ruined. district for three hours or more 
without seeing all there was to be seen of 
destruction and suffering. I am inclined to 
think the people have not yet realized the 
full extent of the disaster. 

** As to the sanitary condition of the city 
I could not speak positively. In addition to 
human beings a large number of horses and 
other animals were killed, and all of them 
have not yet been dugout. As to the effi- 
ciency of the St. Louis Health Department 
I am not informed. 

“With reference to the violence of the 
storm I cannot assent to the published state- 
ment that all the modern and well-construct- 
ed buildings withstood it. Those that were 
not in the track of the storm naturally 
enough were not affected, but I saw a large 
number of new buildings which were lev- 
eled. My belief is that if such a tornado 
were to go through Chicago everything in 
its way would go down.”

Neosho, Mo., May 30.—{Special.]—The 
storm season seems to be attended with 
many fatalities in Southwest Missouri.

WHAT OUR TORNADOES REALLY ARE 


Weather Observer E. B. Dunn of New | 


York Describes Them at Length. 


Weather Observer Dunn in New York | 
New-Yorkers often confidently | 


Journal: 
Say: ‘* We haven’t any cyclones here.”’ But 
we have cyclones right here, and eight or 
ten of them a year. But while we have cy- 
clones here we are comparatively free from 
tornadoes. There is a very specific differ- 
ence between a cyclone anda tornado. The 


cyclone covers from 500 to 1,500 miles, and, | 


Owing to its diameter, the territory at its 
exact center comparatively calm. The 
currents of the cyclone are comparatively 
uniform. They blow at the rate of from 
forty to ninety miles an hour, but, there is 
a steady rotary motion around the storm 
center, while the progressive motion of the 
wind is from twenty-five to thirty-five miles 
an hour. 

And here arises the distinction between the 
cyclone and tornado. The tornado covers a 
relatively small territory, but it is the most 
terrible of all storms. It may be from twen- 
ty to 200 yards in width and travel a distance 
of from fifty feet to 200 miles. Its great 
power is in its center. 

While cyclones may and do occur here fre- 
quently a tornado may not visit us once in 
ten years. We had a tornado here in July, 
1880, which destroyed the gas tanks in South 
Brooklyn and did other damage. Last year, 
too, on the 13th of July a tornado struck 
Cherry Hill, in New Jersey, doing consider- 
able damage, and at the same time another 
tornado made its appearance at Woodhaven, 
L. Ih 
There may exist at the same time and place 
a number of local tornadoes. Tornadoes 
form and disappear rapidly. Eight or ten 
of them may appear in a bunch, and you 
might pass between two of them and not be 
affected by either. Of course, the tremendous 
force of the tornado can only be estimated 
from ftnference. We know what it can ac- 
complish, but we cannot measure its power. 
No instrument has yet been devised which 
is strong enough to do that. 

A few words as to the cause of cyclones: 
From the Gulf of Mexico to the north pole 
and from the great lakes to the Roeky 
Mountains there is a vast stretch of ter- 
ritory, crossed by no mountainranges. This 
territory, including the Middle or Central 
States (in the United States), is the so-called 
“cyclone belt... No other level plain so 
large exists on earth. Its size offers every 
opportunity for the formation of these 
storms. 

Cold air, being heavier to the square inch 
than warm air, the cold air from the north 
coming in contact with a warm current from 
the south always predominates and forces 
the warm air into the upper currents. The 
real cause of the cyclone, or tornado, is the 
meeting of a head wind from the North with 
a head wind from the South. The warm our- 
rent undermines the colder current, and in 
seeking an outlet causes a poneras upsetting 
and consequent whirling of the atmosphere. 

In the formation of the tornado or cyclone 
there is,not merely the collision of these 
different air currents; there must also be a 
very great difference fm the respective at- 
mospheres. When the atmosphere become 
equalized the storm course disappears; in 
other words the flow of air currents does not 
have a chance to get into formation. 

Fortunately the whole territory east of the 
Alleghany and West of the Rocky Mount- 
ains is singularly free from serious tor- 
nadoes. 

This is because the air currents are forced 
renting the peculiar conditions which rebut

A CROSS SECTION OF A TORNADO. 


A tornado is caused by the presence of a 
layer of warm and therefore light air near 
the surface of the earth under a layer of 
cool, and therefore heavier air. This condi- 
ticn is unnatural and must adjust itself. 
The light air when disturbed will force its 
way up through the heavy air until the light 
air is on top, just as a layer of oil would, if 
disturbed, force its way through an over- 
laying layer of water. As this layer of 
light air rises it must take on a whirling 
motion. This is illustrated by the motion 
of water escaping from a wasn basin or 
bathtub. Neither air nor water, owing to 
the “fluid cohesiveness”’ of its particles, 
can sink or rise in an absolutely straight 
line. The friction of its surrounding parti- 
cles makes it whirl. Hence the tornado.

Seven days 
must elapse before tidings from Honolulu 
can reach this country. The message of ex- 
Minister Thurston was sent from Yoka- 
hama, the news having evidently been sent 
to Mr. Thurston from Honolulu by mail. 

In her last letter to American papers, writ- 
ten at North Kohaia, Island of Hawaii, on 
May 4, Miss Field made no mention of hav- 
ing been ill. In fact, her letter was full of 
her plans for the future, and gave evi- 
dence that she was in perfect health. 

Miss Field was well known in this city, 
where she had many friends. For the last 
ten years she has been a frequent visitor 
to Chicago, where many receptions were 
held in her honor by the most prominent 
women of the city. She was in Chicago for 
the last time a year ago, just after she 
ceased the publicatfon of her Kate Field’s 
Washington at the Nation’s capital. Her 
health was not of the best, and the trip 
abroad was taken partly in the hope that she 
might be benefited thereby. 

As Miss Field's early home was in St. 
Louis, where her relatives are buried, the 
interment will probably take place in that 
city in case the body is brought to this coun- 
try. 

Miss Field’s Career. 

With the death of Miss Field ends the 
career of perhaps the most unique woman 
the present century has produced. She was 
born in St. Louis of well-to-do parents fifty- 
odd years ago, but left home at an early 
age to tit herself for her life work. 

When a child Miss Yield became a protégé 
of Walter Savage Landor, who gave her 
lessons in Latin and at his death left her a 
valuable portfolio of drawings which Miss 
Field had in her possession up to a year ago. 
As she gave promise of a great future Miss 
Field was at an early age sent to Boston to 
complete her education. From there she 
went to Florence, Italy, where she perfected 
herself in music and modern languages and 
became an intimate friend of George Eliot. 
She studied music under Garcia and under 
William Shakespeare, the noted English 
tenor, and at one time decided upon a stage 
career. 

In fact, she was on the stage for a time, 
appearing as an actress at Booth’s Theater 
in New York, where she won praise. After 
a short season on the stage she forsook it 
for the editorial chair and the lecture plat- 
form. 

In Miss Field art had one of its most able 
champions: She was the leading spirit of 
the National Art Association. 

Kate Fieid’s Washington was a paper 
characteristic of its owner, and when it 8us- 
pended publication in 1895 it marked the fail- 
ing health in the woman who dared to brave 
Congress and direct that body’s attention 
to matters which had until then been kept 
in the dark. 

Known by All Writers. 

Miss Field was well known by all writers 
of prominence, and one of them, in writing of 
her some years ago, said: 

‘‘“When one speaks of unique women one 
thinks instinctively of Kate Field, who is 
without doubt one of the most picturesque 


characters of the day. There is scarcely 


anything this-lady has not turned her hand 
to—the stage, the shop, the lecture plat- | 
form, the writing desk, and now the editor’s 
chair. She understands politics much bet- 
ter than most men; she proved more of a 
power against Mormonism than all the laws 
enacted against this hideous stain upon our 
government. She was a splendid drummer 
for the California wine companies, and I 
am sure she could conduct a post-mortem 
or preach from any text quite as well as the 
average doctor of medicine or divinity.” 
Among her published works which have 
attracted the most attention are * Plan- 
chette’s Diary,” ‘‘ Adalaide Ristori,” * Mad 
Purpose, Photographs 
Dickens’ Readings,” “ Ha 
ard, Days in Spain,”’ and “ 
of Bell’s Telephone.”

A slice of the Lake-Front Park opposite 
the Leland Hotel, stretching seventy-five 
feet along the sidewalk and protected by 
ropes and a detachment of police, formed 
the reviewing stand. The protection, need- 
ed at first, when every foot of space along 
the line of march was at a premium, might 
have been withdrawn when the reviewers 
came, for the heels of their spirited chargers 
warned the people from getting too close. 

Shortly before the first column of the long 
procession reached this point Gen. Wesley 
Merritt, in full uniform and handsomely 
mounted, dashed into the inclosure and 
reined in his charger on the parkway. The 
pomp and power of the Wnited States army, 
represented by Gen. Merritt, received its 
meed of applause from the crowd, and later 
some admirer sent the General a bouquet 
of roses. Back of Gen. Merritt, across the 
sidewalk, his aids—Lievt. H. C. Hale, 
Twentieth Infantry; Capt. C. E. Woodruff, 
Fifteenth Infantry; and Lieut. L. H. Stroth- 
er, First Infantry—took up their position. 

Mayor George B. Swift, unattended, joined 
Gen. Merritt, mounted on a steed whose 
quiet disposition befitted the representative 
of civil authority, and a second later, as the 
first division began to pass in review, Chief 
Marshal W. H. Rose wheeled into place on 
the Mayoxis right to see how the parade 
looked which he had led from the starting 
poiat. His numerous honorary and active 
aids joined the other aids in the rear. 

As the second division passed, its chief, 
Gen. Harris A. Wheeler, and staff turned out 
of the line to help in the work of review, and 
later Gen. C. 8S. Bently and staff stopped off 
to review the eighth and last division.

A fat policeman threw his ponderous form 
in the direct course of her flight and waved 
his arms wildly, and shouted for her to 
pause. 

She lowered her head and put on more 
steam. A second later the forward wheel 
had passed betwéen and beyond the sturdy 
iegs of the policeman and the handle-bars 
struck him in the stomach. The bloomer 
girl was taking a ‘** header” ovef his right 
shoulder, when she was arrested in midair.

From noon until after 3 o’clock yesterday 

Michigan avenue and Lake-Front Park were 
practically under martial rule. Both places 
were filled with soldiers, regulars and mili- 
tiamen, waiting for the signal to swing into 
line and march with the parade. 
' The regulars from Fort Sheridan attracted 
the most attention. It was long after noon 
when Battery E of the Fourth Artillery 
reached the city from the fort, and as the 
troop passed up the avenue toward the start- 
ing point of the parade handkerchiefs and 
hats were waved by the spectators. The 
battery camped over night at Buena Park. 
But not a trace of the storm through which 
the battery passed was visible when Michi- 
gan avenue was reached. The big guns 
were polished until they shone and the uni- 
forms of the men looked as though they had 
just come from a tailor shop. Lunch was 
served to the members of the battery soon 
after their arrival. 

The Fifteenth Regiment reached Chicago 
soon after noon over the Northwestern road. 

Militiamen and policemen were every- 
where and had hard work to keep sightseers 
out of the way of the marshals’ horses. 
Wheelmen with flag-bedecked bicycles were 
on hand, and the bloomer girl was not want- 
ing. The spectators were in a solid mass 
around the Art Institute and on the side- 
walks.

Canton, O., May 30.—[Special.]—Maj. Mc-

Speech by Maj. McKinley. 

At the meeting tonight, at which Col. 
Winship of Cleveland delivered the principal 
address, Gov. McKinley occupied a chair on 
the platform. At the close of the meeting 
the audience insisted upon a talk from him, 
He said in part: 

‘** Comrades of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, Ladies and Gentlemen: The service 
we have performed today has done us all 
good, because the service was one of love— 
love for the men who imperiled their lives 
to save the country, and because of the sery- 
ice of loyalty to the country they saved. I 
can imagine no more beautiful tribute to be 
paid to heroism and self-sacrifice to loyalty 
and patriotism than the service which the 
people of this country and every section of 
this country paid to its dead today, not only 
in the North butinthe South. In every part 
of our common country citizens have turned 
aside from their business, their toil, and 
their labors to pay tribute to the men who 
saved the country. The distinguished ora- 
tor who preceded me has traced fully the 
struggles through which we passed and 
which led up to it. Men and women of the 
past did their part in the struggle for free- 
dom and nationality. 


Lesson of the Services of the Day. 

“It is the business of those who come 
after us to see that this liberty of the great- 
est government on the face of the earth 
shall be preserved unimpaired for ever and 
ever more. That is the lesson of the service 
today. That is the lesson taught by the 
splendid address to which we have listened 
tonight. When I saw these little ones march- 
ing and singing the patriotic songs I thought 
that as long as this continued nothing could 
befali the government, and they would live 
to perpetuate it. I did not expect to talk 
when I came here this evening; I came only 
to assist by my presence in paying tribute 
to my comrades. They deserve all honor. 
Stretched across the Capitol at Washington 
in letters that can be read by all are these 
words: ‘ There is one debt this Nation can 
ever pay, that is the debt they owe the 
men who saved the Nation.” That was true 
then and is true now. And as we become 
farther removed om that struggle, now 
thirty-five years from the beginning -and 
thirty-one from the close, it doesn’t seem so 
far away. : 

Will Ever Live in Memory. 

‘“‘As we looked into the faces of those vet- 
erans today as they marched to the ceme- 
tery they were not so sprightly as then. 
When we look into your faces and remember 
you as you were then, mere boys, the old 
soldiers get closer together. Their hearts 
are with each other. Not only do they get 
closer together, but the people begin to ap- 
preciate more thoroughly the sacrifices, the 
valor, the willingness to give up their last 
drop of blood that their country should be 
saved. 

“God bless you tonight. May you ever 
live in all our memories. The victories 
which you achieved are just as much for 
our children as they were for you, and they 
were for the common good of all the United 
States. What we want now is a patriotic 
issue that will not die. They will stand 
faithfully, firmly, unyieldingly for that 
which their fathers hdve established, and 
their children will maintain it, too.’’ 


MANY GATHER AT LOGAN’S GRAVE, 


Illinois Veterans in Washington Lis- 
ten to an Eloquent Address. 

Washington, D.:C,, May 30.—[Special.]— 
Illinois veterans in Washington year after 
year unite in a general celebration at the 
cemetery adjoining the famous Soldiers’ 
Home. The special celebration for the State 
is always held at the tomb of Gen. John A. 
Logan, near the gate of the cemetery. 

The services today were under the dircc- 
tion of the Logan Guard of Honor and a 
committee from the loyal women. The tomb 
of the famous Illinois soldier was as usual 
fairly buried in flowers. Music was fur-

PATRIOTIC EXERCISES IN NEW YORK 


Weather Is Fine and a Million People 
Watch the Parade. 

New York, May 30.—[Special.}—Memorial 
day, 1896, in New York, came nearer being 
a really patriotic observance than it has 
at any time since the Nation set apart the 
day in honor of its dead hegoes. Everything 
combined and blended happily to heighten its 
effect and add impressiveness to the great 
military display. The weather was perfect 
and the day was cool, with only enough 
breeze to keep in motion fhe thousands of 
banners that decorated Federal and mu- 
nicipal offices, business buildings, and pri- 
vate residences alike. 

To say that a million people watched and 
applauded the splendid processions of vet- 
erans, Federal soldiers, and militia, is not 
placing the estimate too’ high, and fully an 
equal number interested themselves in ath- 
letic sports or made the day a holiday by 
excursions into the country. 

One of the most novel features of the mon- 
ster parade was the part taken in it by the 
White Squadron in the harbor. The ships 
left their anchorage and, saluted and hon- 
ored by all the ships in the bay, proceeded 
up East River to Fiftieth street, where the 
marines and sailors landed and joined the 
great procession of veterans above whose 
gray heads fluttered scores of shot-torn bat- 
tle flags. 

Grand Marshal George Van Shack led the 
parade down Fifth avenue past the review- 
ing stand, where stood Gov. Morton and his 
gold-laced staff, Gen. Ruger, commanding 
the Department of the Atlantic; Admirai 
Bunce, Gen. Dan Sickles, Gen. Horace Por- 
ter, Gen. Franz Sigel, Gen. Daniel Butter- 
field, Gen, Anson G. McCook, Mayor Strong, 
Controller Fitch, Postmaster Dayton, and 
Gen. John Palmer, the Secretary of State 
and Past Department Commander of the G.

Cincinnati, O., May ‘°30.—(Special.}—An 
equestrian statue of William Henry Harri- 
son, ninth President of the United States, 
was unveiled today by the sculptor, Louis 
T. Rebisso, who also designed the Grant 
monument in Lincoln Park, Chicago. Benja- 
min Harrison, grandson of the famous Gen- 
eral, was present with his sister, Mrs. Eaton, 
but took no part in the exercises further 
than to bow to the cheering crowd. : 
There was a parade with music to the 
head of Garfield place, where the statue 
stands. Two companies of the Ohio National 
Guard took part. The Rev. David H. Moore 


offered up prayer, and John F. Follett, Chair- | — 


man of the Statue Commission, presented 
the monument to the city. Mayor Caldwell, 
with uncovered head, replied, accepting the 
gift. 

Gen. Samuel F.. Carey, cousin of the Carey 
sisters, stepped to the front of the platform, 
Sculptor Rebisso pulled the silken cord, and 
the covering rolled back from the statue. 
The National Guardsmen fired a salute and 
the Scottish Rite Quartet sang “* Old Tippe- 
canoe.”” Gen. Carey then delivered the ora- 
tion of the day, describing the career of the 
President, whom he knew personally. Sev- 
eral df the log cabin campaign songs were 
sung. 

The statue is of bronze, fourteen feet six 
inches high, and represents the General in 
old-time -military costume. The pedestal is 
of granite eighteen feet high and eight by 
sixteen feet at the base. Completed it cost 
$28,000, part of which was supplied by a tax 
levy.

PLAY FUR THE TROPHY. 


VALUABLE SILVER CUP OFFERED 
FOR CRICKET CHAMPIONSHIP. 


— 


Season of 1896 Will Be the Most Im- 
portant Ever Played in Chicago— 
International Matches and Games 
for the Western Championship Ar- 
ranged—Northwestern Cricket As- 
sociation Games to Be Played in 
August—Clubs That WiH Enter. 

With the opening games of the Chicago 
Cricket Association championship close at 
hand the local players are beginning to get 
into trim and practice is being regularly in- 
dulged in on several of the grounds. The 
recent heavy rains have softened up the 
grounds and the ball is not coming off the 
pitch to the liking of many of the experts. 
An innovation to Chicago has been the in- 
troduction of matting by the Wanderers on 
their grounds at Thirty-ninth street and 

Wentworth avenue, and those who have 

tried the wicket prefer it to the soggy turf 

that usually prevails until June is reached, 
The season of 1896 bids fair to be the 
busiest in the history ot Chicago cricket. 

In 1891 the formation of the Inter-City 

League gave the game a boom. Games 

were played in the East between Boston, 

New York, Baltimore, and Philadelphia, 

the last named winning from Boston in the 

final by thirty-nine runs and thereby be- 
coming champions of the East. In the 

West, Chicago romped away from Detroit, 

winning by an inning and ninety runs. 

Elated with this victory the locals journeyed 

to the Quaker City to meet the Eastern 

champions. The severe drubbing they got 
is still fresh in the minds of many. 


Chicago Easily Beaten. 

The game was played at Elmwood on 
Sept. 11 and 12 and the home team made the 
huge total of 478, against which Chicago 
could only muster 62 and 57, and the cham- 
pionship of the league remained secure in 
the City of Brotherly Love. The following 
year Pittsburg entered the competition and, 
meeting Detroit, in the first game defeated 
it by an inning and 176 runs. Chicago then 
met Pittsburg on July 4 and 5 at Thirty- 
seventh street and Indiana avenue and eas- 
ily captured the Western championship by 
an inning and 28 runs. 

In the East Philadelphia beat Baltimore 
and New York lost to Boston. The Bean- 
eaters, as in the previous year, again suc- 
cumbed to the Philadelphians, and once 
more Chicago was due to face their con- 
querors of the previous year. This time the 
venue was to be in the Windy City and the 
Quakers did not appear to relish the pros- 
pect of a journey West, and after some quib- 
bling as tO dates the game fell through, and 
since then the series dropped, mainly 
through the apathy of the Phiiadeiphia club, 
which was in a position to keep the move- 
ment on its feet. 

Credit Due to Winnipeg. 

Getting no help from the East, the West 
has now taken the initiative, and credit must 
be given the Winnipeg cricketers for making 
the first move in the formation of the North- 
western Cricketing Association. 

After much correspondence between the 
various cities the first tournament has been 
arranged, and in the last week in August 
representative elevens from Winnipeg, St. 
Paul, and Omaha will visit Chicago to play 
a series of games for the championship of 
the Northwest. On the first night of their 
arrival the delegates from each city will 
meet and formulate the necessary rules and 
regulations. Each team will meet all of the 
visiting elevens, and the championship will 
go to the winner of the largest number of 
games. On the two last days of the week the 
Northwestern International will be played, 
when the American players will do battle 
against the Canadians. This will be the most 
attractive week's cricket ever played in Chi- 
cago, and the local association will work 
hard to give the visiting teams a fitting re- 
ception both on and off the field. 

These tournaments will be held annually, 
and next year the meet will be at Winnipeg 
or St. Paul. St. Louis has decided not to 
compete this season, but hopes to enter 
next year. As is their custom, the Mound 
City players will visit Chicago July 3 and 
4, and will extend their journey this year to 
Detroit, who will pay them a return visit in 
September, stopping off here to play: one or 
two of the local teams. 


Elgin Has a Team. 


Elgin will, as usual, run into town on sev- — 


eral occasions and will help to add to the 
excitement of the season. No definite ar- 
rangements have been ma@e by any of tha 
Ontario clubs to cross the border, but it is 
more than probable that either Rosedale 
or the Toronto Cricket club will pay a visit. 
The Wanderers have their usual Canadian 
tour on their program for August and will 
endeavor to go as far as Montreal, and in 


. that case would also play Ottawa. The St. 


George eleven will make several out-of-town 
trips. Local games will be full of interest, 
as in the first eleven championship teams 
have entered from Pullman, Chicagos, St. 
George, St. Lawrence, and Wanderers, the 
last named club having entered two. 

In the second eleven championship the 
Wanderers, St. Lawrance, Chicagos, Pull- 
man, and St. George have entered. 

Among the clubs outside the association 
are the United, Oak Parks, Ciceros, Douglas 
Parks, British Public Schools. The Albion 
club, while still retaining its membership 
in the association, will not compete in the 
championship games. From the foregoing it 
will be gathered that there will be cricket 
in abundance in and around the city, and 
both players and spectators should be able 
to get their fill. 

Among the knowing ones speculation is 
rife as to the result of the premier compe- 
tition, which carries with it possession of the 
handsome trophy known as the Walker 
Challenge Cup. This has been presented to 
the Chicago Association by Hiram Walker & 
Sons and takes the place of the Spalding 
Cup, which was battled for several seasons 
~ae § finally won outright by the Pullman 
club. 


Battle for a Cap. 


The cup, which is of handsome design, 
was in preparation last season, but not being 
finished till early this year it has been placed 
in competition for this season by the donors, 
and under the deed of gift will become the 
property of the club winhing it three times. 

The Pullman club, which has for several 
years captured the championship plum, is 
naturally looked upon as one of the chief 
factors of the race, and as they have most 
of their last year’s team available their 
chances would seem to be good. Ken Aston, 
who acted for several seasons as receiver 
for Cummings’ expresses, has returned, and 
behind the sticks will prove of much assist- 
ance to the club. To him the club is largely 
indebted for its fine record, and never a sca- 
son has gone by but he has been in the front

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OBJECT TO A PAVEMENT. 


RESIDENTS OF FORTY-SEVENTH 
STREET OPPOSE THE COUNCIL, 


Meeting Held to Oppose Work Between 
State and Wallace Streets—Alder- 
men Promise to Be Present, but Are 
Conspicuous by Their Absence—Cit- 
izens Object to Expense Which 
They Say Will Be Saddlied Upon 
Them—For Future Action, 

The city wants to pave Forty-seventh street 
from State to Wallace streets. The prop- 
erty-owners don’t want the work done, and 
they held a mass-meeting last night in Cor- 
coran’s Hall, Princeton avenue and Forty- 
seventh street, to say so. 

It was a Well-attended meeting. The call- 
ers of it had planned that both sides of the 
matter should be heard and had invited two 
of the local Aldermen—Edward Mowerer of 
the Thirtieth Ward and Robert Mulcahy of 
the Twenty-ninth—to attend with that end 
in view. The Aldermen agreed to come and 
address their constituents. But they didn’t 
arrive last night, and therefore some re- 
marks criticising their indifference, which 
might have made their ears tingle ifhey 
had heard them, were indulged in. 

The object of the meeting was not forgot- 
ten. A committee of twelve was appointed 
to see the Councilmen and ask them to pass 
a repealing order at tomorrow’s session. If 
they do not accede to the request the prop- 
erty-owners will go a step further. They 
will hire a lawyer and direct him to appear 
before the County Court and have the as 
sessment, which they say is unbearably 
large, set aside until they themselves. ask 
the improvement, 

A formal petition requesting the interven- 
tion of the Council was drawn up and passed 
around for the signatures of the property- 
owners. A total frontage of 2,000 feet was 
pledged as opposed to the improvement, and 
the men on the committee will skirmish 
about and obtain additional names. They 
say there are but two people in the entire dis- 
tance who want the repaving; and that the 
reason for their stand is that they can well 
afford the additional tax, where it would be 
a heavy burden on the others. 

Chairman Purdy’s Statement. 

Chairman William Purdy said, in opening 
the meeting, the assessment notice asks the 
payment of $72.10 for each twenty-four-foot 
lotandthatthe distance from the curb to the 
edge of the street car tracks is but ten feet. 
The present pavement, he said, was as good

INSPECTS CARRIERS AND COLLECTORS. 


Postmaster Hesing Reviews the Men, 
Who Don Their New Gray Uni- 
forms for the Occasion. 


A gray mirage shut out the view of the 
temporary Postoffice from across Michigan 
avenue yesterday afternoon. It was caused 
by the new uniforms of the letter-carriers 
and collectors, who were gathering there in 
hundreds from all parts of the city for their 
annual inspection. The monotone of gray 
was relieved by the buttonhole bouquets 
worn by most of the men. 

Postmaster Hesing.inspected the men and 
the men inspected ostmaster Hesing— 
which made matters even, although a num- 
ber of the carriers grumbled because the 
Postmaster rode a horse in the parade which 
followed, while they had to walk. 

The men wore their new summer weight 
uniforms and helmets, which were given 
their first outing of the season, and white 
gloves. Postmaster Hesing wore a suit of 
somber black, with frock coat, a silk hat, 
a pair of tan gloves in his left hand, and a 
gorgeous red, white, and blue rosette with 
silk streamers and a centerpiece of dazzling 
South African diamonds on his coat lapel. 

The nearest approach to the magnificence 
of the rosette were the long white gauntlets 
with which Superintendent of City Delivery 
Stoll assisted in the inspection 

The only thing marring in any way the 
good feeling of the day was the way the 
men of Station K got the better of their fel- 
lows. Nearly all the 1,400 carriers wore 
buttonhole bouquets, but the men of Sta- 
tion K, from the Stock-Yards, had adorned 
their coats with white silk badges with pho- 
tographs of Postmaster Hesing, neatly 
printed on imitation postage stamps, on 
pe and small United States flags beneath 
them. 

The carriers, collectors, and other em- 
ployés, after a morning’s work, met at the 
Postoftice at 1 o’clock to put in the rest of 
one of their few ‘holidays showing off their 
new clothes and parading through the 
streets. 

The lined up in the long corridor in divis- 
ions, squads, and platoons as they were to 
march in the parade, and when all were in 
line but the mounted men, who were cam- 
pelled to stay outside, Mr. Hesing and Supt. 
Stoll, assisted by the agent of the govern- 
ment contractors who made the clothes, be- 
gan the inspection, the chief object of which 
was soon seen to be to discover whether the 
clothes were good fits.

WORLD'S FAIR AT CHICAGO TO FIG- 
URE IN A FAMOUS PAINTING. 


Chosen to Round Out the Circle of 
American . History as Represented 
in the Great Friese Encircling the 
Interior of the Dome of the Capitol 
at Washington—Scene at the Open- 
ing of the Columbian Exposition 

~ Selected. 


« Washington, D. C., May 20.—{Special.}— 


fhis week the Senate passed a bill appro- 
priating $6,000 for the completion of the 
frieze which all but encircles the rotunda 
of the Capitol. There is now a space six- 
teen feet wide, which is covered partially 
by an unsightly painters’ platform, and 
this is the only gap in the great historical 
painting which will complete the interior 
of the dome of the Capitol. | 
The frieze was intended to represent the 
chief events in the history of the Nation, be- 
ginning, of course, with the landing of Co- 
lumbus and following with the imaginary 
visit of De Soto to the temple of the sun, 
the discovery of the Mississippi, Pocahontas 
and Capt. Smith, the settlement of New 
England, Penn’s treaty with the Indians, 
the declaration of independence, the battle 
of Lexington, the death of Wecumseh, the 
entry of Gen. Scott into Mexico, and wind- 
ing up with discovery of gold in California. 
The frieze, whatever its artistic merits, 
is a-wonderful imitation of work in high 
relief. It was begun by Constantine Brumi- 
di in 1878, and on his death in 1882 the con- 
tract was turned over to Fillipo Costagganni.

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FISH FLEE FROM POISOKED WATER. 


Bass Weighing Six Pounds Are Caught 
in the Hands of Children at 
White River. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 80.—[Special.}— 
eeseseioniat® at Broad Ripple today noticed 
the fish in White River coming to the sur- 
face and dying by hundreds in the wide 
water of the regatta course. 

Fine bass weighing seven pounds and cat 
fish that weighed twenty-five pounds, to- 
gether with thousands of smaller fish, were 
seen to leap over the dam and dart down the 
stream. Hundreds of bass weighing six 
pounds or more were caught by children 
with their hands, and before night several 
wagon loads had been captured by people 
living along the river. It was found the 
fish were driven down stream by the poison- 
ous refuse emptied in the river from the. 
strawboard works above the city today. It 
is believed tonight that not a living fish re- 
mains in White River at this point, and the 
river will be depopulated as the pollution 
descends the stream. 

Steps have been taken to arrest the straw- 
board manufacturers for violating the State 
law. Physicians are expecting alarming 
results on account of people eating the fish 
caught today: A number of cows died be- 
fore night after drinking the river water, 
and the dairy products along the river are 
thought to be contaminated. 


NEW STYLE OF MOTOR CARRIAGES. 


Pennington’s Autocar Is Attracting 
Attention in London. 

At a recent display of autocars in London 
the Pennington motor tricycle attracted 
much attention. The igventor of this is an 
American, whose patents have been bought 
up by a powerful English syndicate, which 
also controls the Daimler and De Dion pat- 
ents. The Pennington car is for four per- 
sons and weighs only 400 pounds. In the 
Pennington motor tricycle the operation is 
the same as the now universal Otto or four-

cycle, but the cylinder is open ended. There 
is no vaporizing, outside light, or previous 
heating up. 

At the first outstroke a charge of oil and 
sir is drawn in, and on the return stroke of 
the piston this charge is compressed, and 
when nearing the end of the stroke a spark 
mingles with the charge, converting it into 
a perfect gas, which is rapidly ignited by 
the second spark. This takes place when 
the crank has got well over the dead center. 
To illustrate how very different the Penning- 
ton motor is from any other: A four-cylin- 
der engine developing four actual horse- 
power when running at 500 revolutions per 
minute weighs 120 pounds. This is at most 
one-fifteenth of the weight of the ordinary 
type of engine.—New York Herald. 


CUTTING DOWN THE ICE BILL. 


Depends to Some Extent on -the Way 
You Cat Your Ice. 


“ The ice trust has done one good thing for 
our household,” said a bookkeeper who lives 
on the North Side, “*‘ and that is it has taught 
us how to be economical. It is only since 
the ice got higher and the iceman’s measure 
smaller that we-felt compelled to do some- 
thing to economize on our supply. The ice 
we wasted before we knew how to takecare 
of it was simply astounding, but I suppose 
the same thing is true of a large percentage 
of the households in the city. We always 
went on the idea that ice had to melt so fast 
anyhow and accepted big ice bills as inevita- 
ble, like death and taxes. One day I was 
speaking of the matter of big ice bills to a 
friend of mine and he told me how he saved 
his. He called my attention to the fact that 
the ice has a grain, and that if I worked with 
the grain instead of hammering the ice at 
random with the pick I could split off a piece 
almost any size or shape I wanted. By doing 
this I saved the ice which usually is broken 
off in numberless small pieces and melis 
without doing anybody any particular good. 

“ Another thing, my wife says that unless 
one has a large family u refrigerator of the 
size commonly in use is an extravagance. 
She accordingly brought down a small ice 
box which we used to have when we did light 

housekeeping. The larger refrigerator we 
keep as an ice warehouse. Enough ice is 
broken off at one time to fill the small ice 
box, and the rest, carefully wrapped in a 
blanket, is kept in the large box. As theice 
in the small box melts during the day it is 
replenished by drawing on the large box 
In this way it lasts at least half as long 


again as it used to and we get 
satisfaction out of it.”’ ela. wep,

MAINE MAN MAY BECOME MAJ. MC- 
KINLEY’S RUNNING MATE. 


—_ 


Joseph H. Manley Said to Have Com- 
municated to Mark Hanna the Will- 
ingness of the Speaker to Accept a 
Nomination for the Vice-Presidency 
—Mr. Reed Reported to See in the 
Control of the Senate a New Step- 
ping Stone to Political Preferment. 


Augusta, Me., May 30.—[Special.]—Thomas 
Brackett Reed will accept the nomination 
for the Vice-Presidency of the United States 
if it is tendered him by the coming conven- 
tion at St. Louis. This is the only interpre- 
tation to be put upon @ letter recently writ- 
ten from this city to Mark A. Hanna in 
Cleveland by Joseph H. Manley, who has 
had the political aspirations of the big Maine 
Congressman in his keeping for some years, 

While the contents of this letter are not 
known with sufficient accuracy to quote 
verbatim, an admirer of Mr. Reed and an 
intimate friend of Mr. McKinley is the 
authority for saying that it is an indirect 
acceptance of a seat in the bandwagon 
when the McKinley procession begins its 
march toward the White House after the 
nomination is secured at the national con- 
vention. 

Mr. Manley in it takes occasion to inform 
Mr. Hanna that he is going to St. Louis by 
way of Cleveland, and will be in the Ohio 
city on Tuesday morning, June 9. «He gives 
no reason for this detour, and it is certain 
there are several lines of travel which would 
save the Augusta man both time and money 
if he chose to take them. 

The letter is brief, the only other signif- 
icant statement in it being a request from 
Mr. Manley for an hour of Mr. Hanna’s 
time as soon as he arrives in Cleveland. 
What he desires to talk about, or why he 
should be satisfied with an hour, is not set 
forth. But to the minds of Mr. Reed’s and 
Mr. Manley’s friends here it is believed to 
imply but one thing—that the Maine leader 
will not stand in his own way at St. Louis, 
and, since the first place is impossible, will 
content himself with the second. It is under- 
stood here from the newspapers and other 
sources that the McKinley managers are 
entirely favorable to the nomination-‘of Mr, 
Reed for the Vice-Presidency. 


Strong Call for Reed. 

One paper, which is nearer the McKinley 
cause than any other, is quoted as saying 
that ‘‘ the desire to have Thomas B. Reed 
nominated for second place at St. Louis is 
second only to the wish to have William 
McKinley at the head of the ticket.”” Within 
the week many influential journals East and 
West, which have given the campaign of 
the Ohio man their earnest and hearty sup- 
port, have come out with strong editorials 
advocating the selection of Reed as McKin- 
ley’s running mate. This has had its due 
effect on the New England men. The state- 
ment frequently made that no American has 
ever yet ventured to decline the nomination 
to the Vice-Presidency is another factor in 
this recent change of front. 

Word has been conveyed here by men in 
whom Mr. Manley places implicit confidence 
that the St. Louis convention will elect Reed 
to the second place by acclamation, viva 
voce, and unanimously—an honor which un- 
der existing rules is likely to be denied Will- 
jam McKinley himself, just as it was denied 
Benjamin Harrison at Minneapolis in 1892 
in spite of the efforts of the party leaders,» 
with Maj. McKinley at their head, to secure 
this distinction for him. 

It has long been an open secret among 
Mr. Reed’s friends in New England that he 
desired the appointment as Secretary of 
State in the event of McKinley’s nomination. 

His friends, speaking for him, made it 
plain that he regarded the Premiership of 
the Cabinet as a position which would give 
him abundant opportunity to display his 
qualities of courage, shrewdness, wisdom, 
and sterling Americanism ina way calculat- 
ed to keep him before the people and secure 
for him the gratification of his great ambi- 
tion at some future day. 

The publication of the fact that no trades 
or deals had been made by the McKinley 
people from the beginning, and that it was 
impossible to effect any combination with 
them now that they had the nomination of 
their candidate absolutely within their 
grasp, has enabled Mr. Manley to see the 
importance of the position of Vice-President 
in a new light. 


Power for the Vice-President. 


The Speakership of the House of Repre- 
sentatives has had a new meaning, new 
duties, more responsibilties and enhanced 
power since Mr. Reed first assumed it in 
the Fifty-first Congress. He has set upon 
this historic and constitutional effice the 
impress of his own marked individuality 
and given it an importance which Congress 
itself had not believed could be obtained 
for it. By doing this. he has both earned 
and obtained the gratitude of the American 
people by substituting business methods for 
the fictions of 100 years ago, and soc'earing 
a straight and traversable thoroughfare 
through the dark entanglements of parlia- 
mentary precedents and technicalities. 

It has just now been brought home to Mr. 
Reed and his friends that a reputation of 
the same kind, but even greater in degree, 
can be attained through his acceptance of 
the Presidency of the Senate. The Upper 
House of Congress has through antiquated 
rules and the belated tradition of Senatorial 
courtesy gone further toward destroying its 
usefulness as a legislative body than ever 
the Lower House did with its fiction that 
persons present and not voting were not to 
be counted for purposes of a quorum. By 
inspiring some of his spirit into this ponder- 
ous corpus of the Senate Mr. Reed sees an 
opportunity to keep himself in the public 
eye and entitle himself to popular favor as 
a national benefactor not less great than 
was afforded him in the chair of the House. 

And that is the chief reason the friends 
of the great statesman in Maine give for the 
letter from Mr. Manley to Mr. Hanna, and 
the change of heart it indicates.

FREEZE-OUT IS THE GAME. 


SPLIT OF THE LOCAL DEMOCRACY 
HELD TO BE PERMANENT. 


Questions of National Import Disre- 
garded and the Coming Republican 
Walkover Conceded—Local Poli- 
ticians Gratified That the Inevita- 
ble Factional Conflict Comes at the 
Present Time—Honest Honey Men 
Are at Work in Dead Earnest.

TRICKS OF THE PHOTOGRAPH MAN. 


By Tilting the Chin or Shading the 
Face He Makes a Pretty Pict- 
ure of a Piain Woman. 


That the camera cannot lie is true, but 
even more is it true that in the hands ofa 
skillful photographer deft manipulation of 
the lenses or of the instrument itself can 
make or mar the face or the form that is 
posing. . 

Even the photographer has his tricks. 


They are tricks that have an art behind: 


them.and turn the camera from a dumb 
mechanical instrument which ean set down 
on its platé ofily what is actually before it 
into a discriminating mechanism selecting 
at will, changing ugliness almost into beauty. 

Nobody ever saw the picture of an actress 
that was not attractive. Some photographs 
of reigning queens of, the stage are far. more 
beautiful than others, but not one fails to 
catch the eye from the point of ‘view of 
loveliness, facial or of contour. In tens of 
hundreds of photographs taken of women 
in. private life few show any remarkable 
charm. 

And yet the women on the stage, on the 
whole, are not more conspicuously fas- 
cinating than those who have never trodden 
the boards, The reason of the difference in 
their photographe is plain and simple. It 
is the trickery of the photographer, who, 
laughing meanwhile within his. sleeve, so 
cleverly works that he changes—presto!— 
an ordinary woman into a beauty of the 
time. 

It has remained for some French photog- 
raphers to give somewhat in detail the 
actual science of these tricks of photog- 
raphy. he question is one of perspective 
and optical illusion. Ay egg, for instance, 
if the photographer have sufficient skill, 
can be'so photographed that it will appear 
in the shape of a ball. In the same manner 
a nose or a neck may be made to seem 
short or long, a face longer or rounder, a 
figure stout or slender, short or tall. 

In every person’s face certain character- 
istics stand out as absolutely the best in 
their countenance. It may be the chin, the 
eyes, the nose, the mouth, or the forehead. 
Again, in every face there are features that 
are weak and need strengthening, hiding, 
or some sort of “ bolstering up.” With the 
trained eye that is gained through years @ 
experience the photographer sees this at 
once. He may not see it completely; it may 
require posing after posing and trial after 
trial, at certain angles, before he gets the 
proper effect. But he finds—and this fact 
the French photographers have just made 
known—that there are some combinations 
in every face that will give a practically 

erfect otograph. 
mit the ae recedes badly by a dcft tilting 
of the hea@ and a training of his camera to 
the right angle it is a strong, attractive 
chin that appears in the photograph. 

The prominent nose that throws all the 
rest of the face out of countenance he brings 
his machine to bear upon until he gets an 
angle at which it is softened and brought 
into relation picturesquely with the rest of 
the face. 

A sideways turn of the head and a large, 
broad-lipped mouth may be photograpHical- 
ly made into the veriest rosebud or * Cupid's 
bow ” that a woman ever had. 

! ugly forehead may be toned down into 
a Most fetching one <4 catching the light 
upon it, by turning the head @p or down, and 
a whole face bared in every characteristic 
may be metamorphosed by picturing it side- 
ways so that the tip of a rosy ear may be 


seen. 

Sometimes photographers treat paper with 
chemicals so that it can be stretched ever 
so slightly after the picture Is printed on it. 
It is thus possible to stretch an ordinary 
cabinet print an eighth of an inch, thus 
working wonders in the picture. By ita 
round, chubby face has been lengthened into 
a Greek oval of great beauty.

WARSAW MAY NOT GET IT 


ACCOMMODATIONS SAID TO BE INAD. 
EQUATE FOR THE ASSEMBLY. 


The 108th Session at Saratoga Is Con- 
cluded by Affirming the Action Con- 
cerning the Reception of Students 
from Seminaries for Whese Instruc- 
tions There Is a Disaveowed Respon- 
sibility—Moderator Withrew Re- 
eceives a Gift from the Women. 


Saratoga, N. Y., May 30.—[{Special.}—The 
Presbyterian General Assembly concluded 
its 108th session late this afternoon. 

While the Winona assembly grounds, two 
miles from Warsaw, Ind., is the place se- 
lected for the 1897 session, should the as- 
sembly committee of arrangements find the 
place not suitable for the demands of this 
body it is left with the Moderator to select 
some other town. Some of the Commis- 
sioners believe the assembly will return to 
Saratoga next year, as the Winona accom- 
modations are not believed to be adequate. 

The General Assembly today, after a pro- 
tracted discussion and voting down a num- 
ber of substitutes, affirmed the action of the 
General Assembly of 1895 concerning the 
reception by presbyteries of students as 
candidates who are pursuing or intending to 
pursue their theological studies in sem- 
inaries for whose instructions the General 
Assembly disavows responsibility. 

Among the recommendations adopted was 
one that “‘while this committee has no 
doubt as to the powers of the General As- 
sembly and presbytery in the matter of the 
care and licensure of candidates for the 
ministry, being already expressly and clear- 
ly defined in our form of government and 
applicable to all actual cases, nevertheless, 
in view of the confusion said to be existing 
in many minds, causing serious differences 
of opinion, we recommend to the General As- 
sembly if it deems wise to appoint a special 
committee of five to propose a constitutional 
rule, or such other action as may seem best 
to them, regulative of the power of the 
General Assembly and of fhe presbyteries 
to superintend the education and care of 
candidates for the ministry, to be reported 
to the next General Assembly; and in the 
event of the adoption by the next General 
Assembly to be overtured to the -presby- 
teries.”’ 

The assembly did not look with favor upon 
the memorial to change the name of the 
Freedmen’s Board to “ Board for Colored 
Missions.’’ The action of' the ninety-fourth 
and ninety-fifth assemblies commending the 
German Theological Seminary at Dubuque 
for endowment was affirmed. 

Moderator Withrow received as a gift from 
the women a copy of the woman’s edition of 
the Presbyterian Journal printed on silk and 
appropriately framed in double glass. 

The report of the Committee on Narrative 
showed an encouraging condition of religious 
work, notwithstanding the trials of the year. 
Strong resolutions were adopted denouncing 
the outrages upon Armenians. 

Synodical and foreign missionary confer- 
ences were approved, to be held whenever 
practicable. 

The Commissioners tonight joined with 
others in a Memoria! day service in the First 
Presbyterian Church.

Money Offered to Spain. 

The Madrid Government is reported to 
have received offers from several syndicates 
for a new loan. One syndicate insists upon 
the extension of the quicksilver monopoly, 
which is a valuable asset of Spain; another, 
recruited from French and Barcelona bank- 
ers, has secured large concessions for Span- 
ish railways as a condition for undertaking 
to float the loans required to enable the 
government to carry on the war with Cuba. 
This second syndicate apparently is the 
last resource of the Madrid Government, 
whose finances are in a hopeless condition. 
English bankers are not interested in these 
projects for the relief of a. bankrupt treas- 
ury. The opinion is gaining ground rapidly 
in London that Weyler’s campaign is 
doomed to failure and that Spain will not 
be able to suppress the Cuban revolt. 


To Exclude Foreign Racers. 

The Field's surly recommendation that the 
governors of the Henley regatta should take 
action for excluding foreigners from it after 
this season’s races is not receiving support 
from the English press. Journals like the 
Manchester Guardian describe it as pusil- 
lanimous advice, and declare that to ex- 
clude the foreigners, especially the Ameri- 
cans, would be a churlish and contemptible 
proceeding, and would involve the sure 
downfall of Henley in public esteem. The 
patrons of Henley certainly do not favor the 
exclusion of foreign competition, which has 
added enormously to the interest of the 
regatta in recent years. The loss of prestige 
for English athletics from such an action 
would be greater than an occasional defeat 


‘in racing. 


' American Horse Wins. 

The American horse has at last succeeded 
in winning a race in England, but not for an 
important stake. Wishard’s victory at Man- 
chester is admitted by turf writers to have 
been earned fairly, but the riding of Reiff, 
the American jockey, is condemned as worse 
than that of Sims. Reiff is described by En- 
glish critics as sitting on the horse’s shoulders 
with his hands half way up the beast’s neck 
and rolling and bumping in the saddle at the 
finish. St. Frusquin remains a warm favor- 
ite for next week's Derby. The field is not 
strong and it fs difficult to find a promising 
dark horse in it. Loyalty induces some turf- 
men to name the Prince of Wales’ Persim- 
mon as the winner. It is a century since any 
Prince of Wales won a Derby, and if Per- 
simmon beats St. Frusquin the scene at Ep- 
som will be worth witnessing. Teufel is 
thought by good judges to have a better 
chance of leading St. Frusquin than the 
Prince of Wales colt. : 


“Faust” Leads Them All. 

There have been six performances at Cov- 
ent Garden during the week with “ Die 
Meistersinger ’’ as the closing and chief at- 
traction, but perhaps there has been noth- 
ing better than ‘“ Faust,’’ in which the two 
De Reszkes set a high standard of excellence.

Czar’s Political Opinions. 


The young Czar’s political opinions are 
still unknown, .and nothing has happened 
during these weeks ef festivity to throw any 
light on his intentions. It was observed, in- 
deed, that he showed some unexpected and 
unusual civilities to the British Ambassador 
and that the French were less conspicuous 
and less the favored guest8 at Moscow than 
they counted on being. No safe conclusions 
can be drawn froth such incidents. The 
probability is that the external relations of 
Russia, like its domestic political condition, 
remain much what they were before this 
glittering pageant began. 


William and the Socialists, 


The Socialists are once miore assailing 
the German Emperor. There was a time 
when that great potentate was thought to 
be in danger of turning Socialist himself. 
He had, at any rate, many crude theories 
of social reform which he seemed likely to 
reduce to practice in his capacity of—to use 
Carlyle’s phrase—Vice-Regent of the Al- 
mighty. Latterly he has steadied himseif 
a little and the Socialists have helped to keep 
him steady by their continual attacks. 

Their latest outburst is in defense of the 
notorious doctor, Stoecker, once court chap- 
lain and perhaps the bitterest leader of the 
anti-Semite party. It was a reproach to 
the Emperor to keep such a man in such a 
position. He finally perceived his mistake 
and not long since issued a kind of imperial 
edict against him, denouncing him as a 
political monstrosity and gently suggesting 
that Christian pastors should look after the 


évangelical congress at Berlin. The con- 
gress is composed of Jew-haters, and they 
approve the Jew-hating and Jew-baiting of 
which Dr. Stoecker has so long been the 
champion. 


Persecution of the Jews. 

It is a strange spectacle. This persecu- 
tion of the Jew extends all over Russia, 
Germany, and Austria, and has another 
headquarters in the capital which believes 
itself the-most liberal in al! Europe, in Paris 
itself, which Victor Hugo in his grandilo- 
quent way used to call the City of Light. 
It is to the honor of M. Zola that he has 
taken sides against this intolerance and 
that he has raised up an enemy in the per- 
son of M. Drumont, who leads the anti-Sem- 
ites in Paris. 

The German Emperor in his present atti- 
tude offers an honorable contrast to the 
Emperor of Russia, who drove the Jews 
from his dominions. The present Czar 
seems disposed to persevere in that policy 
or to allow it to proceed. 


Revival of the Stern Case. 

The European press shows a singular in-. 
terest in the revival of the Stern case—a re- 
vival due to the publication of the diplo- 
matic correspondence between the Secre- 
tary of State and the German Ambassador 
at Washington, concluding with a sharp dis- 
patch from the German Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. The comments alike in Berlin, Lon- 
don, and Paris are unfavorable to us. Mr. 
Olney is blamed for interfering and for the 
peremptory tone of his note to Baron Thiel- 
mann. That only shows how unlucky it is to 
have acquired a reputation for peremptori- 
ness. If the Venezuela note of last July had 
never been written the present might have 
passed without objection. 


PROMINENT AMERICANS IN LONDON, 


Number of Notables Meet at the En- 
slish Metropolis. . 

London, May 30.—[{Cépyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.]}—The prominent 
Americans in town include Consul-General 
Morss, Henry Watterson of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, Frank Jones of New Hamp- 
shire, and Hannis Taylor, United States 
Minister to Spain. All or nearly all of these 
gentlemen, with Senator Hoar, will be pres- 
ent at a dinner which is to be given tonight 
by all the United States Consuls in the 
United Kingdom to Patrick A, Collins, the 
United States Consul-General here. 

Mr. Taylor is here to see his wife and chil- 
dren sail for home (Mobile, Ala.) by the New 
York on June 6. In an interview Mr. Taylor 
is quoted as saying that he intended to spend 
a few weeks at the University of Oxford and 
then return to Madrid. Mr. Taylor’s object 
in visiting Oxford is to obtain material with 
which to complete his book, “ The Origin 
and Growth of the English Constitution,” 
which he is able to do, as there are no urgent 
diplomatic questions pending which require 
his immediate presence at Madrid, the last 
difficulty, regarding the export of Cuban leaf 
tobacco to the United States, having been 
satisfactorily settled by Spain agreeing not 
to apply the’decree to contracts made prior 
to promulgating the latteragreement. This, 
according to Mr. Taylor, indicates that Spain 
is amicably disposed towards the United 
States.

OBJECT OF THE TRANSVAAL RAID. 


Rhodes Wanted to Disrupt the Boer- 
German Compact. 

London, May 30.—(Copyrighted, 1896, ‘by. 
the Associated Press.]—The most interest- 
ing feature of the week is an article in the 
Nineteenth Century by Seymour Fort, who 
was private secretary to Sir Henry Brough- 
am Loch when the latter was British Com- 
missioner in South Africa. Mr. Fort de- 
clares that Cecil Rhodes was determined to 
push the Transvaal revolution in the Rand 
and authorized the raid on learning that 
President Kruger had entered into a secret 
political entente with Germany, which pre- 
sented such immediate and imminent danger 
to the imperial and Afrikander interests in 
South Africa that Mr. Rhodes resolved “ at 
all hazards ” to upset the Hollander-German 
cabal. But it is claimed he had no intention 
of overthrowing the South African republic. 

Fort further asserts the immediate ob, 
ject of the raid was to secure documentary 
proofs of the alliance between the Transvaal 
and Germany, the necessary documents, it 
was believed, being in the possession of 
President Kruger at Pretoria. 

Rhodes, it is asserted, had abandoned de- 


iringly all attempts to persuade Presi- 
den uger to codperate with the Imperial- 


Afrikander interests after an interview be- 
tween them which took place in 1894 and 
which, it is alleged, convinced him of the 
Transvaal President’s determined hostility 
to Great Britain. The original plan of the 
raid, Fort says, was to capture Pretoria. 
Had that been carried out the forts, ammu- 
nition, and even the town itself would haye 
been in the hands of the reformers in a 
single night. Every detail was determined 
upon in advance, but at the last moment, it 
seems, the nerve of the Johannesburgers 
failed.

[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Times.]—Although there has 
been something like civil war in Crete for 
months back and the garrison of some thou- 
sands of Turkish regular troops has actu- 
ally been besieged inside ‘the fortress of 
Vamos by five or six thousand armed Cretan¢g 
since March, Eugope has allowed itself te 
be thrown quite off its balance by a meré 
street riot in Canea, the political capital of 
the island. It is true, of course, that dis« 
order in Canea menaces the lives of foreign 
Consuls and merchants who were not af- | 
fected by the previous inland troubles, but 
that scarcely accounts for the sensational 
swiftness with which the powers raced their 
available ironclads into Cretan’s waters at 
Thursday’s news. It is apparent that every 
Foreign Office jumped to the corfclusion 
that the bloodshed in Canea had a peculiar 
significance of its own quite apart from the 
chronic turbulence of the island. The suse 
picion that the ground has been mined every~ 
where under the fabric of the Turkish Em« 
pire and that an explosion which will bring 
it crashing into ruins is close at hand has 


-grown so universal that this Cretan oute 


break seemed to every one to be the signal 
for the expected convulsion. Calmer views 
prevail at this moment, but it is likely that 
within a week or two Crete will again be 
the object of general disquiet. The Turkish 
Government is acting with a promptness s« 
unusual as to excite queer suspicions. I 
has heavy reinforcements already under 
way, and apparently intends to crush oug 
resistance at any price. | 
Will Incense Greek Fury. 

This can only have the effect of heating 
Greek fury to the fever point. Even as it is 
the King of Greece is hurrying back to 
Athens from his vacation at Corfu, and 
though backed by the unanimous represen- 
tations of the foreign ministers there he 
finds himself barely able to resist the popu- 
lar clamor for action. This task will be 
perhaps too great for his strength when the . 
Turks begin the work of *‘ restoring order ” 
in their characteristic way. Heretofore in 
these constantly recurring Cretan emergen- 
cies Europe has been able to use concerted 
pressure to make the Greeks keep their 
hands off. The excitement of the present 
situation consists of the universal doubt 
whether that European concert still exists, 
It was to everybody’s interest seven years 
ago to prevent the Cretans and the Greeks 
from tearing the bandages off the sick man, 
This may not be true today. Oddly enough, 
there are widely different notions, or, per- 
haps, preterges, as to who enjoys the upper 
hand just now in Greek counsels. The Ger- 
man, French, and Russian papers all say 
that it was England which incited the Cre- 
tans to mischief and who is arranging with 
Greece for an interested intervention. On 
the other hand, as the English understand 
the situation, it is Russia and France that 
have Greece in tow, and who can count im- 
plicitly on her following their lead. The 
truth appears to be that Greece has been 
in grievous financial straits so long and hag 
been so forced to fawn on all sides for merci 
ful treatment at the hands of her creditors 
that every power is more or less entitled 
to feel that it has a claim on Greek grati- 
tude and loyalty. If ultimately it becomed 
a question of the longest purse, England will 
easily outbid France, but it may turn out to 
be rather a question of force, and there th¢ 
issue is not clear. 

Chamberlain Has a Tramp Caréad. 

The assertion in the Nineteenth Century 
by a former Sécretary of Lord Loch’s that, 
Jameson’s raid.had for its immediate pur- 
pose the seizure at Pretoria of documents 
known to exist proving underhand dealings 
between Germany and the Transvaal brings 
to the front a hew phase of the many-sided 
South African tangle.

INTERESTING ROMANCE OF A DUAL LIFE 


Death Brings to Public Knowledge the 
Deception of a Faithful Wife and 
a Remarkable History. 


Kokomo, Ind., May 30.—[Special.]—The 
death of S. T. Montgomery at Manistique, 
Mich., recently, marked the close of 4 
strange life. He was a pioneer res- 
ident of Kokomo, a veteran of the 
Mexican war, also serving thapugh 
the late civil conflict, enlisting In Com- 
pany I, Twentieth Indiana Volunteer In- 
fantry. At the close of the war Montgomery 
began the publication of the Kokomo Daily 
Herald, and for years was associated with 
the late T. C. Phillips in the conduct of the 
Kokomo Tribune. In 1870 he went to Misha- 
waka, near South Bend, and published the 
Mishawaka Enterprise. 

At the destruction of the Studebaker 
wagon works by fire Montgomery was at 
the scene of the conflagration, and it was 
thought perished in the flames. He was not 
seen afterwards, and the family, thinking 
him dead, returned to Kokomo. 

Six years later Will Montgomery, the old- 
est of the children, a printer by trade, found 
his father at La Grange, O., a village near 
Elyria, where he had married an estimable 
woman and was serving as Mayor of the 
town under the name of “ Maj. Wright 5. 
Clarke,” by which name he was known the 
remainder of his life. Locking the secret in 
his heart young Montgomery, who did not 
make himself known to his father, returned 
to Kokomo. About that time Mrs. Mont- 
gomery died. 

For years she had kept a light in her win- 
dow looking for the return of the wandering 
husband should he be alive. At last linger- 
ing hope was lost, and she died in the firm 
belief that he had preceded her to the life 
beyond the grave. The son km / better, 
but he refused to divulge thesecret. * Maj. 
Clarke’’ was not molested 

Ten years later Will Montgomery saw his 
father, *‘ Maj. Clarke,” again. With a the- 
atrical troupe the young man atopped at 
Manistique, Mich., a lumbering town in the 
Northern Peninsula. Here “ Clarke ’ was 
the editor of the Manistique Pioneer. This 
time Montgomery made himself known, g0- 
ing into the Pioneer office and introducing 
himself te ** Maj. Clarke”’ as his son. 

The olde Montgomery acknowledged his 
identity, but the secret went no farther. 
Young Montgomery remained. at Manis- 
tique and obtained control of the Manis- 
tique Sun, which he conducted for several 
years in opposition to his father. The pa- 
pers were opposed politically and in every 
other way. A more fierce newspaper war 
was never conducted than that of the 
Pioneer and Sun, the fact they were owned 
by father and son being known only to 
themselves. Five years later the son went 
to Republic, a copper mining town, where he 
published a paper. . 

Four years ago young Montgomery was 
burned to death at Republic. His office took 
fire, and in endeavoring to save his family, 
who lived up-stairs in the same building, 
he perished in the flames. His father, 
“Maj. Clarke,’’ continued the publication 
of the Manistiqnue Pioneer until his death 
last week. He was a prominent and highly 
respected citizen, having occupied all the 
public offices of honor in that county, in- 
cluding the Probate Judgeship. 


NO BONDS IN RIVER AND HARBOR BILL

Springfield, Ill., May 30.—[Special.]—When

Continuing Gov. Altgeld said: “ During 
his first administration he did for a time 
play this role successfully. The secret of 
his careef in politics is that while he has al- 
ways, from the time that he was Mayor of 
Buffalo until he became President of the 
United States, been the mere instrument, 
always ready and always servile, of con- 
centrated greed and corporate wealth, on 
the one hand; on the other he was able to 
deliver himself of lofty platitudes, thus mak- 
ing him the idol of these men who grow 
rich and mighty by eating the substance of 
others, while at the same time he held the 
confidence of the victims while they were 
being devoured. But all things come to an 
end, and the American people now fully un- 
derstand Mr. Cleveland.

New York, May 80.—[Special.}—Wall street 
waits. Speculation, so far as the security 
market is concerned,is absolutely at a stand- 
still. 

Transactions on the New York Stock Ex- 
change this week have been unimportant 
wholly. Here and there spurts have been 
attempted, only to fail flatly. The big men 
of the financial world hold altogether aloof, 
and finally the smaller ones have followed 
suit. That there is still the pretense of 
business on the Stock Exchange signifies 
nothing. It is stating it mildly to declare 
that four-fifths of the reported trading—in- 
significant as the total is—can be traced to 
manifest moves on the part of inter- 
ests who never in their lives had anything 
to do with the public except to try to de- 
ceive and trap them, and now they proceed 
with their daily round of fictitious transac- 
tions without a single legitimate customer 
back of their moves. 

Commission brokers are idle and their 
offices empty, while millions of dollars for 
office rent and for clerk hire keep expense 
accounts going. 

So far Wall street is blue, exceedingly 
downcast. Yet a canvass of the Stéck Ex- 
change district will disclose clearly the

Railway earings are the best sign in view.

OPINION OF LEARNED FRENCHWOM- 
EN ON SPORT OF CYCLING, 


sider the Bicycle an Important 

Factor in the Physical Emancipa- 
tion of Women—Develops a Feel- 
ing of Independence — Wheeling 
Should Be Made Obligatory for 
Workingwomen—Commended as a 
Medium of Dress Reform, 

Some views of cycling were expressed by 
members of the late Woman’s Congress in 
Paris, which have been so widely copied 
and have aroused so much interest that one 
of the French papers has sent a reporter 
to ask the women to talk for the press in 
further elaboration of these same views. 
The following are some of the interviews: 

Mme. Poguon, the President, says: “ Cer- 
tainly. I believe the bicycle to be a powerful 
auxiliary in the emancipation of women. 
First, in the physical emancipation, and 
our first efforts ought surely to ‘be 
directed toward this end, to make women 
stronger, less fragile, less exposed through 
lack of strength, to justify that accusation 
of incapacity which our adversaries are dis- 
posed to make. Naturally we do not pre- 
tend to render woman equal to man in vigor 
and energy; the difference of sex is always 
there, and we well know that physically 
woman will always be the weaker, but it 
4s not necessary on that account to create 
limitations which shall fatally increase that 
weakness.” 

“The women of cities, above all, grow 
bloodless for lack of air and exercise. The 
bicycle has come to offer her a suitable 
means of developing her strength, a means 
to go abroad and breathe the fresh air. Ob- 
gerve that it is not her muscles alone which 
she must exercise. Among the dominant 
qualities of the feminine mind are a little 
fear, a little timidity, some indecision, all 
qualities which help to retard her emancipa- 
tion. Now a bicyclist mounted on her 
wheel must keep out of the way of car- 
riages, avoid difficulties, pay attention to 
turning, and other things. It is for her a 
kind of mental gymnastics which quickly 
gives her presence of mind, promptness of 
conclusion, which must be profitable to her 
intellectual independence. After battling 
with and overcoming her fears as a beginner 

e woman sees and realizes that she can 
“gount upon her own forces and she has more 
confidence in herself, more real indepen- 


dence. 

“ Another thing that I see in the bicycle 
is a tie between men and women, in the per- 
formance of an exercise to be made in com- 
mon. The husband has no longer any rea- 
son to take laborious exercise alone; the 
wife is capable of accompanying him, be it 
on the tandem, where forces are united, or 
on a separate machine, which gives birth 
to amiable emulation. Men and women will 
exercise together; that is a good physical 
coeducation. En route, the aspect of the 
country, the incidents of the trip, stir up an 
interesting exchange of ideas by which each 
profits. The healthy increase of strength, 

the purity of the open air, unite in giving 
joy and health, in creating between men and 
women that good companionship of the 
vga which continues in the greater journey 
e.”" 
Contributes to Emancipation. 

Mme. Marya Chéliga Lowy, who claims to 
have originated the idea of emancipation by 
the wheel, s@ys: 

“The bicycle, according to my idea, con- 
tributes to the emancipation of the human 
be That exhilaration and happiness 
that one feels in moving fast and far by 
means of one’s own strength develop the 
feeling and taste for independence, and that 
is why, as a good advocate of freedom for 
women, I was the first, I believe, to laud the 
use of the wheel for women. 

“Puysuing together the same object 
along the same roads people become good 
comrades, cheerful and gay companions, and 
that I consider an ideal daily relationship be- 
tween both menand women. Then, long live 
the bicycle!”’ 

Mme. Marie Martin gives thus her appro- 
bation: “‘ What I see above all in bicycling 
for women is a powerful means of physical 
emancipation. The woman of the people has 
only too many occasions for tiring herself. 
There is plenty of work, and if she has need 
of anything it is rather repose than exercise. 
But the well-to-do woman, the bourgeoise, 
whwisely shuts herself up or leaves her room 
@ parlor only to make visits or to shop in

AVOIDS 


New Pueumatic Cushion Device Which 


Makes Cycling Easy. 

The pneumatic frame bicycle, application 
for patents on which has stirred up so much 
excitement recently in England, is in Chi- 
cago. It was exhibited yesterday in an 
office building on Clark street, and proved 
a center of interest to a considerable number 
of wheelmen. , 

The device has for its central idea the ap- 
plication of pneumatic cushions between 
the wheels and the frame. In order to se- 
cure this end a piece of mechanism called a 
pneumatic hub was invented. It consists 
of a circular inflated rubber ring through 
which the axle passes and on which the 
weight of the frame rests. This air cushion 
is expected to take up the vibration from the 
wheel befdre it strikes the frame, and to 
give all the advantages of a pneumatic tire 
with a solid tired wheel. 

One of these pneumatic hubs is placed at 
the axle of either wheel. The tires them- 
selves are of the large cushion variety said 
to possess 30 per cent of the resiliency of 
the pneumatic tire. Not being inflated they 
are not liable to puncture, and this fact is 
expected to make up for many drawbacks. 
The weight of the pneumatic, hubs is said 
to be but one pound in excess of the usual 
apparatus. 

According to the men exhibiting this new 
type of bicycle it was originally designed 
for official and army service where it is es- 
sential that punctures should not prove a 
disability. The success in trials of the ma- 
chine has led to greater hopes of its use on 
pleasure vehicles. Patents are being taken 
out in England, Germany, France, and 
Australia, and a company is being formed 


to manufacture the device for general use. 


CHECK WHEELS OF THE CYCLISTS. 


Park Commissioners Erect a Rack for 
the Benefit of Riders. 

Few of the hundreds of wheelmen who use 
Washington Park are aware that there is 
a place provided by the Park Commissioners 
for checking and storing wheels free of 
charge. The shaded lawns in the neighbor- 
hood of the refectory are often fairly hidden 
from view by the numbers of bicycles and 
wheelmen lying on the grass, and often a 
rider leaves his wheel for a considerable 
length of time, exposing it to great danger 
from being stolen. This could be avoided 
and the worry of keeping a constant eye 
upon one’s machine done away with by the 
use of the park checking stand. 

Just in the rear of the refectory and not a 
hundred yards distant from it is the place 
for keeping wheels. It consists of a long 
rack made of pickets and provided with 
numerous locks and chains. An attendant 
is always on hand and checks the wheels 
free of charge. Capacity for sixty bicycles 
exists at present at the checking stand, and 
this can be extended to 15@ if demanded. 

At night a large headlight marks the posi- 
tion of the stand under the trees, and it has 
resulted in many wheelmen using the innova- 
tion in the evenings, but in tHe daytime few 
of the many riders in the park appear to

PROPERTY RIGHTS IN LIQUOR PERMITS 


. 
Kankakee Salodnmen Spring a Point 
Which Affects the Trade All 
Over the State, 


Kankakee, Ill., May 30.—[Special.]}—Mayor 
Brayton and the City Council of Kankakee 
are wrestling with a new phase of the 
license question which affects the entire 
saloon interest of Illinois. President Gain- 
ty and Attorney Harris of the lilinois State 
Liquor Dealers’ Protective Association are 
watching the case closely, as upon the out- 
come here depends their line of action in 
the State at large. 

Under the restrictions imposed by the 
Kankakee Council in granting licenses to 
sell liquor at retail the permits are non- 
transferable, and this practice obtains gen- 
erally throughout the State. In addition 


. t9 this the municipal regulation hére de- 


mands that the entire license fee of $500 a 
year be paid in advance in one sum. This 
latter clause is indorsed by the liquor deal- 
ers, as it tends, so they assert, to limit the 
number of saloons and also to keep the busi- 
ness in the hands of those who are finan- 
cially able to conduct it properly.

His widow wanted to continue 
the business on her husband's license, but 
the authorities insisted she must take out 
a new permit and pay another $500. Then 
she tried to sell the saloon and transfer the 
license, but this was also estopped. 

The contention of the authorities is that 
the license is not a property right but merely 
a matter of personal privilege which has to 
be closely guarded in the granting, and 
freedom to transfer permits would open the 
way to their falling into the hands of im- 
proper persons. Mr. Harris, the State Asso- 
ciation’s attorney, holds to this view and 
says it is a protection to the saloonmen as 
well as the community, although it may at 
times work seeming injustice in jndividual 
cases such as the one quoted. 

Despite the advice of their own attorney 
the liquor men maintain that the municipal- 
ity has no right to retain money for which 
it gives no value inreturn. Theirargument, 
in brief, is this: “‘ We pay $500 today fora 
permit to sell liquor for one yeur, and this 
permit at once becomes as much of a proper- 
ty right as a lease on @ building or plot of 
ground. If the right of transfer is denied 
then the municipality is in justice bound to 
return the amount due on the unexpired 
term of the permit.” 

This, in turn, is met with the argument 
that if refund of license fees should be made 
it would open the way for irresponsible men 
to run-saloons during fair weeks and race 
meetings on a nominal license, for they 
would only have to pay $500 for a yearly 
permit, run their saloon a week, and then, 
on surrender of the license, draw down 
$490.38. This would be an unfair competi- 
tion for the regular saloonmen to meet, 
and yet, so the authorities say, there would 
be no practical way of stopping it. Besides, 
it would be unjust to the community, as it 
would leave it without security for such 
damage as might develop after. the license 
fee had been rebated. 

For several weeks the Council has been 
struggling with the question, and now stands 
evenly divided, seven members opposing any 
change in the existing regulations, and seven 
favoring a modification. Mayor Brayton is 
understood to have assured the liquor men 
that if they could get a written opinion 
from an ex-Judge of the State court holding 
that the Council had the power to grant 
the relief asked he would secure the pas- 
sage of a new ordinance and see it was en- 
forced. 

Ex-Judge Pillsbury of Pontiac was applied 
to and is reported to have prepared an opin- 
ion on the lines desired, setting forth the 
right of a municipality to regulate the issu- 
ence of licenses and incidentally corroborat- 
ing the proposition that a property right ex- 
ists in a permit during the time for which 
the tax is paid. 

If the new ordinance which Mayor Bray- 
ton has pledged himself to secure stands the 
test in the courts a similar move will be 
made by liquor men in other cities in the 


State.

“ Liberty,” and bearing the date of 1809, is, 
perhaps, the earliest piece of this character 
at present known. 

Among the first examples with printed en- 
gravings of a patriotic nature were the water 
pitchers of yellow or -colored ware, 
which were made at the old Jersey City Pot- 
tery in the year 1840, in commemoration of 
the Presidential campaign. These Harrison 
pitchers were more pretentious than any- 
thing of the kind that had been made here 
down to that time, and they are believed to 
be the first china in this country decorated 
by the transferring process.

historical plaques. At Corona, L. Ll, a 
Mount Vernon plaque has recently been pro- 
duced for the Society of the Daughters of the’ 
American evolution.. In the center is a 
view of the historic building, in underglazed 
blue on a white ground, while below ts the 
insignia of the society—a splneng wheel and 
distaff—in gold. At the top is the name of 
the design in a laurel wreath. It is said 
that only 125 examples of this plaque have 
been manufactured, so that it is destined to 
be of considerable rarity in the future, un- 
less another lot should be made. 

At the same pottery experiments have 
been carried on for some time in ceramic 

ortraiture. Among other prominent Amer- 
cans whose likenesses have been attempted 
Alexander Hamilton has been painted in 
blue. This style of work was suggested 
by the modern delft portrait plaques which 
have come to us in such large numbers from 
abroad. The Corona work is of a lighter 
color, which produces a softer effect than 
the paintings on the European delft. 

The time seems not far distant when the 
principal events of our country’s history 
will be recorded in pottery and porcelain, 
just as has been done in England. Then we 
may expe@#. to see Franklin jugs, Jefferson 
pitchers, William Penn teapots; memorial 
pieces to Lincoln, Grant, Sherman, Sheri- 
dan, and Farragut; plaques and vases deco-

The distinctive something that makes an 
aggregation of lines a picture of Mr, Healy 
and not one of somebody else is fully brought 
out in the child’s sketch.

The grasp of 
characteristics shows, it is said, that the 
child is not a mere copyist. 

“ For a child of 12," said an artist of years 
of experience, “‘ the pictures are wonderful.

I imagine 
there are few children of the little artist's 
age who could do as well under the same 
circumstances. The child has a gift that 
should be developed.”’

TO MAKE STRAWBERRY CROQUANTE 


Recipe for a Deligtful Product ef the 
Reigning Berry. 

Cover one tablespoonful of granulated 
gelatine with one-quarter Of a cup of cold 
water; when softened set over hot water 
till dissolved. Add two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, and when cool two tablespoonfuls of 
wine and a few drops of vanilla. Hull one 
quart of large, fine strawberries, choosing 
fruit free from sand and dirt so as to obviate 
the necessity of washing. Imbed a one- 
quart charlotte mold in ice, Take the ber- 
ries one at a time, dip them in the jelly, then 
press against the bottom and sides of the 
mold until it islined. Whip one pint of thick 
cream to a solid froth, stir in it carefully 
two tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar. 
Soften one tablespoonful of gelatine in a 
little cold water and dissolve over hot water. 
Strain this over the whipped cream, and as 
it begins to thicken add two tablespoonfuls 
of sherry and one blespoonful of brandy. 
Turn into the center of the mold and place 
in a freezing cave for two hours.

PROGRESS SEEMS TO PROMISE sUC- 
CESS FOR THE DRIVEWAY.

Executive Commission of Those Af- 


fected by the Proposed Improve- 
ment Has Beem Formed and Has 

* Issued a Circular Letter Setting 

Forth Its Plans—Course of Roadway 
as Outlined and Probable Cost of 
Completing the Work. 

It begins to seem probable that the plans 
for a South Shore drive between the center 
of the city and Jackson Park will be carried 
out. The interest shown by those who would 
be most affected by such a roadway is infec- 
tious, and promises that there will be little 
difficulty experienced in securing the signa- 
tures needed to account for the 9v per cent of 
frontage required. 

As was stated at the time, it was decided 
in the latter part of April by the committee, 
which up to that time had had the matter 
in charge, that the best and quickest way of 
securing the necessary signatures would be 
by the appointing of a commission consist- 
ing of a number of those who felt that the 
drive was desirable and would lend their 
efforts to make it a reality. The commis- 
sion has been appointed, and has issued a cir- 
cular letter to those owning property on the 
line of the proposed roadway. The name by 
which the commission is known is the South 
Shore Drive Executive Commission, and it 


“has been organized with the following of- 


ficers: John G. Shortall, President; Almon 
Brooks, M. D., First Vice-President; Edward 
Marrenner, Second Vice-President; J. T. 
Robinson, Treasurer; and George H. Hess, 
Secretary.

The 
need of such a roadway was brought home to 
him by the crowded condition of the roads 
near the city. From the center of the city 
to Jackson rk there is for some distance 
but one really good street, Michigan ave- 
nue, which is wholly inadequate for the 
amount of travel. The computation of the 
probable cost of improving and opening the 
streets mentioned in the petition would at 
present be comparatively light. A number 
of the streets are already provided with 
boulevard lamps and other necessities, and 
the entire cost of the work, it is estimated, 
would not exceed $5 per front foot, which 
would be levied at the rate of $1 per year. 
By making the improvement at the present 
time it is also possible to place the drive 
near to the lake, a thing which in the future 
might not be practicable. 

It is hoped, too, that by bringing the streets 
ramhed into the boulevard system heav 
traffic will be forced into other lines an 
street car lines kept out of the district.

Nature has done much 
for Pelee Island, or, as the French-Cana- 
dians originally called it, Point au Pelee, 
but it is to the careful attention of man that 
it owes most of its present attractiveness. 
The interior was formerly a great swamp, but 
some years ago Dr. Buck of Cincinnati con- 
ceived the idea of draining this mass af 
marshy land and making it arable. To ac- 
complish this purpose deep canals were cut 
and 12,000 acres of excellent farming lands 
were reclaimed, thereby providing homes 
to a thrifty little community of 700 farmers 
and fishermen. There are good schools on 
the island and the inhabitants are exceed- 
ingly industrious, as is evidenced by the 
neat little homes, many of which are mod- 
eled after the old-fashioned English houses, 
with their thick stone walls partly covered 
with creeping vines and roses, 

The Pelee Fishing club has its site on 
Point Sheridan--named in honor of Gen.

‘Started Tomorrow. 
The Immanuel Moving Mission is the latest 
t of religious enterprise projected by the 
wers of souls on the South Side. It will 
» launched tomorrow by the Rev. Johnston 
yers and a company of ten workers from 
s church. Its stock in trade will be an 
o.gan, a table, 100 or more chairs, a band of 
ten workers, and a big sign: 


This new institution is to be run on ‘aie 
principle of a “ sacrifice” or “fire” dry 
goods sale—it will last but thirty days in any 


one spot. No matter how successful the 


work, no matter how many souls are on the 
yerge of conversion in one location, the 
mission will move in thirty days. 

But the souls so near conversion will be 
transferred to the regular meetings at Im- 
manuel Church and placed in special hands. 

The new scheme is simply and purely a 
“moving” mission. The Rev. Johnston My- 
ers looks upon this as the commencement 
of his ministry at Immanuel Church—a pas- 
torate with a salary of $6,000 a year attached 
2609 Object of the Pian, 

Speaking of it last night he said: 

“f think Immanuel Church is doing its 
share of good work, but we want to do more. 
Here we are in the center of a big popula- 
tion, much of which is the non-churchgoing 
class. There is no doubt about the fact that 
the two political parties of the wards in this 
district know the name and residence of 
every voter residing here, and reach every 
one prior to an election. 

“There is no reason why a church should 
not know, on the same principle, the hame 
and residence of the non-churchgoer. If 
political workers can locate the people t y 
want, and hardly overlook a man, why ca 
a church doit? And this is just what I and 

my band are going to try todo. 

“ We will start in at Twenty-sixth and La 
Salle streets next week, in an empty store, 
and for thirty days will preach the gospel 
to the people in that vicinity. As fast asa 
soul is saved it will be turned over to Im- 
manuel Church. If the work looks like suc- 


cess other bands of ten men and women will 


be o ized, and if necessary all the availa~ 
bie halls and empty stores on the Soufh Side 
will be used in the extension of the work. 
But we will never stay in one spot more than 


hirty days.’ 
, 4 ' Not Slum Work. 


Mr. Myers was asked if he did not think 
the Salvation Army covered the field he was 
after in their street meetings, and replied: 

“The army is doing a great work, but is 
laboring among a class of people such as we 
only expect to reach incidentally. We will 
thoroughly advertise our meetings among 
the homes in the immediate neighborhood 
of any mission we establish, and expect to 
get the greatest success among this class of 
people. We will not make it a point to go 
into the slums, but at the same time will not 
avoid slum localities if we can find a place 
with any promise of success. I do not think 
street work and out-door meetings would 
bring exactly the results I am after—it is 
much like ‘ casting bread upon water,’ much 
of which does not return for a long, long 
time. 

“These moving missions will be estab- 
lished irrespective of church precincts— 
wherever we seem to be needed on the South 
Side we will go. We already have one band 
of ten organized and the equipment for the 
first mission. Many members of the Choral 
Society of Immanuel Church have volun- 
teered their services as singers, and of course 
we have accepted. I will lead the first band, 
and we will stir the community. Our motto 
will be: ‘We move in thirty days. Not un- 
der any circumstances will we stay longer.’ ”’

It would seem reasonabie 
to suppose that one would be forced into 
closer proximity to be able to club than to 
shoot. In civilized countries it is now con- 
sidered barbarous in the extreme to torture 
condemned criminals. Why should a dumb 
criminal be beaten and shot past reason? 
If God made men he dlso made beasts—and if 
it is necessary to destroy one or the other 
for the safety of the public, do it in decency 
and humanity. The reactionary effects of 
brutality are horrible and extend even into 
the third and fourth generations. Aye, be- 
yond, for who shall say when the effects of 
any cause shall, indeed—and as to the new 
muzzle ordinance, if the man who has in- 
troduced it could be tightly muzzied for two 
days I am sure he wold be willing to let the 
dogs off at the present term of four months. 
A vicious dog is a v rare exception and 
should be destroyed. But if “men, their 
lords,”” treated these faithful, unselfish 
friends half as well as they treat us this un- 
reasonable, unfounded mad-dog scare would 
soon be buried with “ yesterday's "’ seven 
thousand years. P,

fall in a region of tall buildings and heavy 
traffic. But the center of Chicago is re- 
moved from these things. Carlton street is 
one block east of Ashland avenue, a fact 
which becomes important when one is 
searching for the thoroughfare, for without 
full knowledge of it Carlton street might 
never be found. It is in the region west of 
the South Branch of the river devoted to 
mills and lumber yards. North and west of 
it are saloons, stores, and the one and two 
story houses in which the mill hands and 
laborers live. South and to the east along 
the bank of the river rise the smoking chim- 
neys of the mills. 

The immediate neighborhood of Carlton 
street, however, is guiltless of mills, saloons, 
or cottages. The street lies in a wilderness 
of thistles and weeds, which have choked 
out the strinev grass, and is marked only by 
an uneven plank walk. There are signs 
that it has been graded, but there is no pave- 
ment, and the rise in the center is lost under 
a@ growth of weeds, which are never troubled 


it, and from a position in the neighborhood 
of Harrison street the geographical center 
leaped to its present position some miles 
south. To most people, however, Madison 
street still bisects the city as it does the 
business district. The distance of the cen- 
ter from the lake is not so great as is gen- 
erally supposed. To the north the city 
stretches well to the west, but as it runs 
south it holds pretty closely to the trend of 
the lake shore, and curves to the southeast. 


The great stretch of land along the south, 


shore counterbalances the effect of the dis- 
tricts to the north, and keeps the center 
close to the south branch of the river. 

How closely this position corresponds with 
that of the center of population can only 
be guessed at. There has been no recent 
calculation of the latter point, but a rough 
estimate by precincts shows a _ position 
somewhat to the north and slightly to the 
east of the geographical center.

A FORGOTTEN THORO'PARE § 


EW of the thousands of people who 
- daily and nightly pass the intersection 
of Dearborn and Madison streets—pos- 
sibly not ten of the entire number—know, or, 
knowing, recall the fact that right here is 
‘the obliterated grave of what was once a 
tumultuous byway of Chicago. 
years ago it was one of the most important 
and busiest, as it was, also, one of the shab- 
biest and most disreputable looking spots 
in the little city. The Chicago of 1861 was 
then at the pimply stage of its growth—that 
period of rapid overdevelopment which 
brings impurities to the surface, Its popu- 
lation, estimated at 115,000, was shifting and 
unstable, greedy for quick results, indiffer- 
ent as to the means of achieving them, and 
undergoing a ceaseless process of fermenta- 
tion. This feverish haste and impatience 
explain why business was transacted at that 
time in the current architecture of the 
municipality—rickety frame structures of 
two stories or less in height, “* balloon 
brick *"’ houses that once were dwellings, 
but had been abandoned to trade. So crazy

L. Du Bois, who, as his sign on the corner 
declared, was a ‘‘ sign, banner, and flag ”’ 
painter.

Failing Actual Experience with the 
Regulation White Apparition, They 
study Telepathy, Dreams, and Oth- 
ep Unexplainable Things That Puz- 
gle Mankind—They Are Members cf 
an International Society—Facts, 


Not Theories. 

The idea of a scientific investigation of 
» ghost stories ”’ is evidently one which com- 
mends itself to the practical Chicago mind. 
If there are ghosts and other psychic things 
got regularly listed everybody, disbelievers 
and all, would like to know about them. 
In the search for facts there is no other large 
city in the country in which there are 
go many prominent people enrolled in co- 
operation with the International Psychical 
Society. The list includes people prominent 
in finance, society, medicine, and law. The 
objection is often made that most stories of 
extraordinary happenings of this character 
come from people who at the time of the 
occurrences are moved by great excitement 
and who are naturally of a credulous dis- 
ition. A large proportion of the Chicago 

members of the Psychical Society have just 
the kind of training required for this kind of 
investigation. A number of lawyers are in- 
cluded, and while the opportunity has prob- 
ably never been presented for the cross- 
examination of a ghost or ghostly manifesta- 
tion, the tests to which some of the most 
remarkable cases collected by the society 
have been subjected, seem to leave little 
room for skepticism. 

~ Lyman J. Gage, who has been a member of 

the ‘American branch of the Psychical So- 

elety for a number of years, in speaking of 
its work to a representtive of THE TRIBUNE, 
said that his interest in the subject was pure- 
ly scientific, and that he followed the reports 
of various psychic phenomena collected by 
the schiety in much the same spirit that he 
would read the news in a newspaper. The 
chief value of the investigations of the so- 
ciety, he pointed out, is that all the data 
_ furnished have been subjected to the closest 
scrutiny and that men like B. F. Underwood, 
editor of the Religio-Philosophical Journal 
of this city, who approaches all reported 
phenomena from the standpoint of a doubter, 
were conspicuous initsranks. Like Mr. Un- 
derwood, the majority of the members of the 
society are careful students in the work of 
psychical research, and it is this fact which 
gives the results of their reports their chief 
value.

Saw a Fatal Accident. 


An experience quite as remarkable in its 
character and more weird in its details is 
that furnished by a St. Paul lawyer, who 
relates how, after reading prosy law cases 
all day and pretty well into the night, he 
had gone to bed with fragments of law cases 
floating through his brain and with his 
mind as far removed as pessible from ghosts 
and psychics, in which he had previously 
never felt more than a casual interest, and 
- ine phenomena of which he knew very 
ittle. 

He soon fell into what seemed to be a 
heavy dream, in which he fancied himself 
sitting in a passenger coach on the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Omaha railroad. He 
seemed to be going to Duluth, a journey 
which he had taken on business a great 
many times and with the features of which 
he was very familiar. When the train 
reached a point near Shell Lake, Wis., sev- 
enty-five miles from St. Paul, he heard a 
shriek which seemed to come trom beneath 
the car. Following the shriek there were 
moans for a few moments and then the 
sounds ceased. Then he heard the grinding 
of the brakes against the wheels and the 
train came to a stop. Brakemen were soon 
running here and there with lanterns, which 
they held under the cars and looked about. 
He got out of the train himself and saw 
that the tronwork underneath the cars was 
spattered with blood. On the brakes of the 
forward coach were blood and small frag- 
ments of flesh. He spoke to some members 
of the crew and received surly answers, just 
like those which brakemen give to inquir- 
ing strangersin real life. He seemed to see 
blood along the track for many yards in the 
direction from which the train had come. 

Having collected all these gory details in 
dreamland the lawyer awoke and shortly 
afterward the clock struck 3a.m. The next 
morning he related his dream to the people 


and which has not yet been published, was 
furnished to THe TRIBUNE representative 
by a Chicago lady who has long been inter- 
ested in psychic phenomena. At the time 
the event occurred she had just removed to 
Southport, a suburb of Indianapolis, from the 
northern part of Indiana, and was about 12 
years of age. Her family had moved into 
the house they were occupying that very 
Gay. She had just retired when she became 
conscious that there was some one élse in 
the room, and she saw a man wearing a 
dressing gown. She asked who he was, and 
he replied that he was Dr. ——, and that he 
had died in that house some twenty years 
before. He said that he was buried in an old 
cemetery located on a conspicuous hill a 
quarter of a mile from the house, and which 
was visible from the east window of this 
bedroom. Having disclosed his identity he 
disappeared. The next morning she related 


her dream at the breakfast table, and after-. 


wards visited the graveyard, where she found 
a tombstone in the place described, and bear- 
ing the name of her visitor and the date and 
place of his birth and of his death as he 
had given it. Ny describing the ** conversa- 
tion’’ which passed between herself and 
the doctor she said that no words were 
spoken by either; that her question as to 
who her visitor was was .involuntary and 
was not uttered aloud. On another oceasion 
she was dusting some old medical books which 
had been left in the library when the doctor 
presented himself and asked her what she 
was doing in a tone which implied that he 
felt considerable solicitude about his library 
and did not like to have it disturbed. She 
answered that she was only dusting and 
straightening the books, and would put them 
all back where they were. The rental 
charged for the house, which was a large one 
and well built, was extremely low, and it 
developed that this was due to the fact that 
it had the reputation of being haunted. 

In the majority‘ of instances where these 
mysterious communications take place there 
is some previous tie between the person 
giving and the person receiving the message. 
Although the reports of the appearance of 
spirits which are total strangers to those 
who see them are extremely numerous, most 
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at the breakfast table in the house in which 
he was boarding. That evening the St. Paul 
Dispatch contained in the brief space usual- 
ly given to the death of a tramp who is 
killed while stealing a ride an account prac- 
tically identical with the story told by the 
lawyer at the breakfast table, remarking 
as a curious fact to be noted that not a frag- 
ment of a man’s limbs or any other por- 
tion of the body could be found, although 
the men on the train following tue first one 
searched along the track for a distance of 
many yards leading to the scene where the 
accident occurred. ; 

This account is duly attested by three of 
the people who heard the lawyer relate his 
dream at the breakfast table. 

Two Queer Cases. 

Another narrative indicating that when 
the mind wanders back over familiar ground 
it may see whatever is taking place there at 
the time is that of a retired English profes- 
sor, who, while lying on a sofa in a day 
dream, was thinking of a visit which he had 
made to Southsea a couple of weeks before, 
when suddenly he saw a commotion on the 
pier. People were running about as if in 
a state of great excitement, and presently 
a diver was taken out of the water and his 
helmet raised. He was pronounced dead 
and the professor saw no more. The next 
morning in the London Daily News he saw 
an item to the effect that a diver had lost his 
life at Southsea under the circumstances 
described. 

A case quite as interesting as any of them, 
but one which lacks the usual awesome 
features, is that furnished by a London 
man, J. Hunter Watts, No. 39 Seething Lane. 
Mr. Watts, according to his own account, 
is far from being one who pores over psychic 
lore. He describes himself as a “ bank holi- 
day sort of young man.” He evidently 
thinks more of a good game of cricket than 
of all the ghost stories that were ever spun. 
Although the circumstances are by com- 
parison trivial and almost absurd the under- 
lying principle is the same as in the gory 
story from St. Paul. Mr. Watts relates that 
he was in Paris on a certain occasion and 
that a brother of his took a strange fancy 
to a plaster cast of the Venus de Milo. Mr. 
Watts protested against the inartistic char- 
acter of the statue, the merit of which may 
be judged from the fact that his brother 
purchased it for 10 francs. He had it 
brought over to London, and Mr. Watts, 
the relator of the story, consented to its 
being placed on top of a fern rockery in one 
corner of the garden. There with the ar- 
tistie touch of time and climbing vines the 
statue grew to present quite an unobjec- 
tionable appearance. Mr. Watt, however, 
gave very little thought to it one way or 
the other until one morning in the autumn 
he was, as he says, arranging his ambrosial 
locks Wefore his mirror when he found hirn- 
self reflecting that it was a pity that the 
statue should have been thrown down and 
its head broken off as it really didn't look 

after all.

The widow of a soldier in the rebellion 
furnishes a pathetic story. She says that 
while her husband was in the army she 
dreamed one morning about 5 o’clock that 
she saw a man standing by her bed, gray 
haired and bent with age. She did not rec- 
ognize the man and did not understand the 
meaning of the visitation until she got word 
from Fortress Monroe, Va., where her hus- 
band was held a prisoner by the Confed- 
erates, that he had died on the morning she 
seemed to have seen him by her bedside. 
When he left home he was in good health, 
but at the time of his death he was gray and 
emaciated, and had died repeating the 
words: ‘‘ Write home, write home.”’ 

A Chicago printer tells how when he was 
working at the case a'printer at the next 
case suddenly dropped his stick filled with 
type, and being asked what was the matter 
said: *‘ My brother has just died in Syra- 
cuse.” He was asked how he knew and he 
said: “I sawit.”’ Withina few hoursa tel- 
egram was received stating that his broth- 
er’s death had taken place as he described it. 


No Explanations Offered. 


Notwithstanding the accumulation of data 
which they have been able to authenticate, 
the society has steadily refrained from 
formulating theories, although there are 
many cases which seem to point in one di- 
rection and vaguely hint at laws. 

The society as its name implies, is first of 
all a society for research and not for the- 
orizing. No ordinary man or woman real- 
izes as do the trained scientific men who 
have gone into this subject the difficulties in 
the way. In an address upon taking the 
chair as President of the society Arthur 
James Balfour said: ‘* The facts which we 
come across are very odd facts, and by that 
I do not mean merely queer and unexpected. 
I mean ‘ odd’ in the sense that they are out 
of harmony with the accepted theories of 
the material world. They are not merely 
strange, they are not merely extraordinary, 
but they afte ‘odd’ in the sense that they 
will not easily fit in with the views which 
physicists and men of science generally hold 


of them fade away when subjected to the 
searching investigation of the experts of the 
Psychical Society. The lady above quoted, 
however, tells a story of the appearance of 
a ghost near Lafayette, Ind., which was seen 
by several old settlers who are living in and 
near that town. This case is very interest- 
ing from the fact that authenticated in- 
stances of the recognition of psychic mani- 
festations by animals are rare. At apointa 
few miles from Lafayette there was a stretch 
of roadway running through the woods 
which horses always shied at after dark 
and could seldom be induced to pass. This 
happened quite as often in the case of 
strangers who were traveling through as in 
that of residents of the neighborhood. Final- 
ly a party of young men agreed to investi- 
gate the thing, and waited one night at the 
spot where the horses usually became 
frightened. Presently a woman appeared, 
and to a young man who made bold to ad- 
vance and question her said that she had 
been the wife of an emigrant who had passed 
through there some twenty years before, 
and that she had died of starvation and ex- 
posures Her husband was arrested, charged 
with her murder, and hanged, because he was 
too proud to confess the real circumstances. 
For twenty years she had been trying to tell 
the secret and do justice to his memory, but 
every one she had previously approached 
had fled. Investigation in the county records 
at the date she gave showed that the man 
whom she said was her husband had been 
tried and executed for her murder. The 
roadway was never troubled again, and 
horses passed it with perfect composure. 


Story of a Collie. 

The Psychical Society has been furnished 
a number of instances in which animals who 
were present at the time their owners saw 
strange things exhibited much agitation, 
and were by the owners supposed to be 
undergoing the same experience, but the 
peychic researchers with the true spirit of 
scientific skepticism prefer to explain this 
by saying the animals were moved, not by 
seeing any strange visions but by the un- 
usual agitation of their owners. There is 
in the annals of the society, however, 
a story of a lost collie, the movements 
of which were witnessed by a young lady 
with psychic powers, and which may have 
possessed that peculiar mentality upon 
which psychic impressions are made and 
which communicates them to others. 

The young lady, who was a resident of Lon- 
don, was stopping with a friend in the coun- 
try who had ordered her collie sent to her 
from London. After the dog had been start- 
ed on his journey his owner received a teie- 
gram stating that he had slipped his collar 
at York and disappeared. There was great 
anxiety on this account, and the lady, to- 
gether with her London friend, visited the 
station every day for a week in hope of get- 
ting some word of the missing dog. At length 
he was given up for good and all. One day 
when-a party, which included the young 
lady and her friend, were returning from a 
visit to Cambridge, she fell into what she de- 
scribes as a dreamy state, in which she 
seemed to be walking downaroad. She saw 
the missing collie being led along by a 
man with a rope; she recognized the road as 
the one which led to her friend’s house. She 
saw the man take the dog to the door, which 
was opened by a servant, who, however, re- 
fused to receive the dog, and the man took 
him away again. The young lady told her 
friend about her dream, and added in a posi- 
tive tone that when they returned to the sta- 
tion the porter would say the dog had been 
found. Her companions expressed polite in- 
credulity, and one of them, a doctor, bet her 
a pair of gloves that this would riot be the 
case. When they reached the station they 
porter appeared, according to program, and 
the details of her dream were fulfilled as 
accurately as those of the butcher and baker 
in the time of Pharaoh, as interpreted by 
Joseph. 

Announcements of Death. 

Announcements by a telegraphy not un- 
derstood, conveyed from a dying person to 
a distant friend or relative, figure very 
prominently in the history of ghost lore, 
and the Psychical Society hopper has been 
filled with them. The larger proportion of 
them give way under investigation or suffi- 
cient evidence is not obtainable to entitle

Among those which have obtained “ offi-

world, but still with regard to which some 
experimental information may be labori- 
ously gleaned; and even if we cannot enter- 
tain any confident hope of discovering what 
laws these half-seen phenomena obey, at all 
events it will be some gain to have shown, 
not as a matter of speculation and conject- 
ure, but as a matter of ascertained fact. 
that ‘there are things in heaven and earth 
not dreamed of in our standard philosophy.”

TORNADO AND BLIZZARD FORECASTS. 

The meteorological investigations made 
during the last quarter of a century have 
not removed the blizzard in the winter or 
the tornado in the summer half of the year 
from the list of scientific mysteries.

diction would be of far greater interest to 


human beings than is that of “ light rains” 
and “slight changes in temperature,” for . 


which the officials claim a high percentage 
of accuracy. It, however, has recently 
been noted that both the blizzard and the 
tornado are immediately preceded by a 
wave of hot air which contains great quan- 
tities of moisture in suspension, and that 
the condensation of this moisture is accom- 
plished by contact with a cold wave from the 
north. It has also been noticed that the 
tornado occurs in the southeastern edge of a 
more general storm area. and the cause for 
this is attributed to the fact that at that 
point the moisture-bearing current of air 
from the south has the greater quantity of 
vapor to part with on being chilled down by 
meeting with air from regions further north. 
The action is easily understood by those 
who remember that in this hemisphere the 
movement of air toward the storm center 
area of lowest barometric pressure results 
in the wind blowing around that area in the 
contrary direction to that in which the 
hands of a watch move when the face of 
the timepiece is upward. 

It has long been known that the dropping 
of the moisture thus condensed by chilling 
causes a partial vacuum, and is followed by 
a rush of air from all around it to restore 
partially the equilibrium of air pressure, 
and the process of condensation causes the 
exhibition of electrical energy by concen- 
trating around the rain drops the force that 
previously was latent on the vapor particles. 
But to a yery recent date the upward move- 
ments of the air masses have been regarded 
as due to warming at the surface and de- 
flection by passing over mountain ranges, 
and horizontally to fill the partial void thus 
induced. It appears probable that these are 
chiefly if not altogether concerned in pro- 
ducing the minor weather changes which 


are successfully predicted, and that the 


greater changes are in large part caused by 
downward currents which only in the last 
few years have been noticed and studied. 


| In the ‘Monthly Weather Review for last 


December Prof. Cleveland Abbe says it is 
easily shown that the strong winds and with 
them the temperature and dryness that we 
feel during midday represent currents of 
air that are descending to the ground from 
regions far above us, which currents may 
be caused by radiation from the surfaces of 
the clouds or even from the dust contained 
in what is called ordinary clear air. 

The conclusion can hardly be resisted 
that it is by watching and taking note of 
the effects of these downward currents 
the meteorologist of the future will be able 
to predict the occurrences of blizzards and 
tornadoes, if at all. Of course this will 
involve a new line of investigation, differing 
radically from that carried on solely with 
instruments placed very near the earth’s 
surface. It may render it necessary to take 
observations among and even above the 
clouds, such as it has beén proposed to 
make by the aid of balloons, though one can 
think it possible to utilize some *“* X,”’ Y, or 
Z ray for obtaining the desired information 
without the flying of balloons or kites. But 
this or something else will have to be done 
in order to rescue the official weather serv- 
ice from the ridiculous position it now 
occupies, by predicting the minor weather 
changes that are of comparatively little in- 
terest, while it is totally unable to give warn- 
ing of the terrible visitations which bleck- 
ade whole States with snow or sweep 


through cities, towns, and open country as 


if the destroying #agel were carrying his 
dread torch across the continent. It would 
be disingenuous and unfair to claim that 
official forecasts of such calamities have 
been given to the people of the United 
States by their costly ‘Weather Bureau. 
The tornado which devastated St. Louis 
and Hast St. Louis and carried destruc- 
tion on a smaller scale for hundreds of 
miles further east, was a vastly different 
thing from “ severe -local storms,” and 
even they were not predicted. The officia] 
forecast simply stated that the conditions 
were favorable for such “local” storms, 
and it is open to question if that molehbill-tu- 
a-mountain prediction would have been 
made but for the wakening up of the bureau 
officials by the minor tornado sweep which 
narrowly missed Chicago last Monday. 


HIGH HAT STILL WAVES. 

A mere suggestion caused every high hat 
to come off at the session of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs in Louisville. 
The unique spectacle was presented of a 
large assemblage of women holding out of 
sight a choice collection of marvels of the 
milliner’s art. The action at first glance 
appears to have been taken in response to 
a general sentiment that the “ high theater 
hat must go,” but a closer study of the pro- 
ceedings still leaves a doubt whether they 
are to go on or off. Unqyalified approval, 
of course, niust be given t6 the considerate 
action of the fair delegates, but the fact 
remains that women only were concerned. 
What would have happened if a man had 
been seated somewhere in the audience 
whose view could have been obstructed, 
and what will happen when many men are 
thus situated in theaters can only be con- 
jectured., aCe 

There appears little reason for hope of 
any general reform in the statement made 
by Mrs. Fanny B. Helmuth, President of 
the Sorosis of New York. She was one of 
those who removed their hats, but on the 
general question involving man she says she 
is inclined to regard the crusade gs a man’s 
movement, and she thinks he ought first 
to reform his habit of going out between 
the acts. It is pretty safe to reason that 
Mrs. Helmuth would not remove her hat in 
a theater, or if she did the disappearance 
of a man between the acts would be the 


for hope when she prophesies the unfriendly 
p wince climate and the high priced Amer- 
ican cab will prove a bar to the anti-high hat 
crusade, There is little compensation in the 
added information that she is against the 
high hat on principle when it is remembered 
that there is no known way of suppressing 
either the American climate or the cab. A 
certain contingent is against the hat unre- 
servedly, Mrs. Urquhart Lee of Chicago 
speaking for those who think “ opera views 
too high priced to be squelched by a pile of 
straw and cloth flowers,” and Mrs, J. C. 
Burrows graphically and amply describing 
them as “unmitigated nuisances.” There is 
such a wide divergence of views among 
these representative leaders, shared un- 
doubtedly by their respective followers, that 
man has little reason for expecting they can 
unite on any common platform. Statutory 
action has proved unavailing as an official 
“hat snatcher ” runs up against a stone wall 
when a woman says “ I won't,” and that is 
what she generally says. When woman in 
her might deigns to grant the boon the high 
hat will come off, but it is safe to say the 
problem will not be solved by persuasion or 


force. eal 
COOLEY’S EXPENSIVE ADVICE. 

Mr. Cooley has been giving the public 
some more of his unasked-for opinions as 
to how to waste taxes for his fads, Hesays 
in an interview the drainage channel will 
be a failure—as a canal—unless a cut Is 
made from its eastern terminus to the lake 
G00 feet wide and 30 feet deep! He an- 
nounces that the expenditure of taxes for 
this purpose, though it should be 50 mill- 
ions, is a mere bagatelle compared with the 
interests at stake. Millions and tens of 
millions of taxes this visionary erank re- 
gards as “ mere bagatelle.” Other people's 
money is of no consequence to him. 

It may grieve Mr. Cooley to know that 
his advice will be treated with contempt. 
The taxpayers of the drainage district 
think he has cost them too much already. 
It was owing to his exertions that the 
drainage law was so worded as to require 
much too wide and too deep a channel 
through 20 miles of rock. But for him 
there would have been millions saved in 
useless, unnecessary rock-cutting this side 
of the “Sag.” But for him the drainage 
channel would have cost millions less than 
it is going to cost, and yet the protection of 
the purity of the water supply would have 
been complete for generations, 

Another reason why Mr. Cooley’s advice 
will not be taken is that money spent to 
condemn right of way and cut a new nav- 
igable channel across the city to the drain- 
age ditch, costing many millions, would be 
money thrown away. There is never going 
to be in the Illinois River or in the Missis- 
sippi above Cairo enough water to permit 
of navigation during the summer season by 
vessels drawing even the fourteen feet of 
water provided for at the northern end of 
the drainage channel. It will be expensive 
work for the Federal Government to main- 
tain a depth of even seven feet in that river 
above Cairo. 

The General Government has not, nor 
will it have, the money with which to make 
and keep the Illinois navigable on the wild 
and visionary Cooley plan, and pay the an- 
nual bill of damages done by floods over 
the Illinois Valley corn bottoms. It will 
not have the money with witch to make 
the Mississippi, from the mouth of the IIli- 
nois to Cairo, the waterway the extrav- 
agant and impracticable Cooley proposes. 

The drainage ditch was designed pri- 
marily for the protection of Chicago's 
drinking water, so the people of Chicago 
might have pure water for their culinary 
and potable use. It will answer that par- 
pose perfectly. The Chicago River will sup- 
ply all the water required to dilute the 
sewage of the city, on its way down stream. 
It will also supply means of access to the 
drainage channel for purposes of navigation 
when desirable. 

Therefore, Mr. Cooley might as well hold 
his peace. His assertions that the drainage 
channel will be a failure unless fifty millions 
more are spent on account of it, and that 
it must be thirty feet deep, will merely make 
the taxpayers give renewed thanks that 
they are rid of him as engineer and as trus- 
tee. His new scheme is undiluted idiocy.

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ART VERSUS PURPOSE NOVELS. 

Which is the better, the maker of idyls 
or the breaker of idols? Can a novelist 
be both at once? Is the moral-purpose nov- 
elist a literary confidence man? Is the ideal 
novelist an artist or a teacher? Or, if 
both, which first? 

These questions are suggested by the 
sight of a literary artist like James Lane 
Allen turning aside to write a purpose 
novel to combat the “ black, chaotic books 
of the new fiction,” as exemplified in the 
recent works of men like the Allen on the 
other side of the Atlantic—“ The Woman 
Who Did,” and “The British Barbari- 
uns.” The American deals with the same 
dubious material—the sex and marriage 
questions—but his treatment is as praise- 
worthy in motive as the other's is ignoble 
in tendency. The result is that we have 
the good purpose novel and the bad al- 
leged-art novel both crying to the umpire, 
public opinion, for judgment. 

The question involved is complex. Bach 
side has its advocates, those on one side 
shouting for liberty and the sacred name 
of art, those on the other invoking morality 
and the sacred name of right. On the one 
hand we have Anthony Comstock and his 
like, trying to paste their impertinent fig 
leaves on everything insight. Onthe other 
are Grant Allen, George Moore, Mrs. Ber- 
inger, and their ilk, perpetrating all sorts of 
literary excesses under the hypocritical ery, 
“ Art for art’s sake.” 

And now comes James Lane Allen with 
his “ Sumimer in Arcady,” scorning the An- 
thony Comstocks and the Hdward Boks 
as thoroughly as he antagonizes the Grant 
Allens and the George Moores. He denies 
that ignorance is innocence, thus mortally 
offending the purists, Yet he boldly stands 


upon the theory of art for morality’s sake, | 


thus drawing: down the anathema of the 
art idolaters. ‘“‘ Summer in Arcady” is a 
sort of Ishmael among novels, bound to 
catch blows both coming and going. Which 
is right in this three-cornered contention? 
Let us come to thing positive on this 
moot question of moPal-purpose novels. The 
author of “The British Barbarians” is 
wrong in injecting immorality into his art 
for sensational purposes. ‘The author of 
“ Summer in Aready ” is wrong in injecting 
morality into his art for didactic purposes. 
As to which is the greater and which the 


flower is created /merely to contain the 
scent. ‘A flower Avith a bad odor is stilla 
flower, and be beautiful; but a recep- 
tacle for a sweet perfume is only a bottle. 
A good cologne bottle is indeed a more ¢s- 
timable thing than a carrion flower, and a 
“ Summer in Arcady ” is a thousand times 
to be preferred to a book like “ The New 
Virtue.” But “A Kentucky Cardinal” is 
better than either. In other words, a work 
of fiction evolved out of a naturally pure 
mind under the impulse of mere love of 
beauty will involuntarily be endowed with 
all the moral perfume it can safely hold. 

There is no such thing as a perfect novel 
without a sweet moral aroma. But this 
must grow in it naturally and unseen as 
the scent the rose. As soon as it be- 
comes visible enough to call it a purpose it 
is a blemish and will defeat its own end. 
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WHY THEY HOWL FOR FREE SILVER. 

In 1861 the value of the silver mined in 
the United States was two million dollars. 
The production increased rapidly, so that 
in 1874 the silver output of the Rocky 
Mountains was valued at 37 millions. 

During this fourteen-year period nothing 
was heard of free silver. No miner took 
his bullion to the United States mints to 
have it coined. Most of the present free 
coinage leaders were alive and active then, 
but they were taking no interest in the wel- 
fare of silver. One of them—Stewart of 
Nevada—actually yoted to stop the coinage 
of silver dollars in 1873. He regarded it 
as.@ useless coinage. 

When did the Blands, the Warners, the 
Vests, the Crisps, the Joneses, the Altgelds, 
the Buck Hinrichsens, and the rest of the 
free silverites begin to take a fervid interest 
in the metal which is now the sole object 
of their worship? 

Not until after it began to depreciate, and 
their affection for it has grown as it slumped 
lower and lower—that is, as it became more 
ee in their eyes for cheating creditors 
the mo ‘e Worthless it became, That is the 
* milk in their cocoanuts.” 

The agitation for free coinage at 16 to 1 
began in 1876, when the silver dollar was 
worth a little over ninety cents in gold, 
and the greenback paper dollar had risen to 
be worth from 90 to 93 cents in gold. As 
silver has shrunk in price that agitation his 
become more vehement and noisy, their 
howling for the white metal in proportion to 
loss of purchasing power. 

That has been the case with the silver 
mine-owners, because they believe free 
coinage will give them as much for their 
product as they got when Senator Stewart 
voted to “‘demonetize”’ it, or at least will 
give them, they think, more than they get 
now. But the fervor for free silver else- 
where is due to the hope that it will become 
still more debased. 

Gov. Stone (Deim.) of Missouri stated in 
his recent speeches in Kentucky that free 
coinage meant a partial repudiation of ex- 
isting debts, and he justified that rascality. 
He let the “cat out of the bag.” It is be- 
cause the free coinage silver doHar is a 
cheating doilar, both in paying the wages 
of hired men and debts due on notes, that 
it is wanted by such Christians and moral- 
ists as Gov. Stone of Missouri, and the 
greater the amount of the depreciation the 
more cheating can be done with that “ white 
metal” dollar, and the more desirable it 
becomes in their eyes for that purpose. 

When the intrinsic value of it was 
70 cents the free silverites thought much 
more highly of it than when it was SO 
or 90. When the intrinsic Value fell to 60 
they had still more admiwvation for it “as 
a money metal of ultimate redemption.” 
When it dropped down to 50 cents in in- 
trinsic value their love grew still stronger. 
They fairly howled with delight. The worse 
it is, the nearest to nothing it is in value, the 
more they dote on it; and were it to fall to 25 
cents, as it may in the future, thus making 
a three-quarter repudiation of their debts 
and similar defrauding of their workmen 
possible, they would become dancing der- 
vishes with delight. 

If silver were to rise in value their ardent 
devotion would slacken and begin to cool off, 
and their spirits fall toward zero. Were the 
silver dollar worth intrinsically 100 cents 
in gold they would not have a word to say in 
favor of the white metal. If it were again 
to be worth 102 cents, and thus refuse to 
circulate, they would say it was “ the rich 
man’s money,” and sing the praises of gold 
as being the cheaper metal. And the Stew- 
arts, and Joneses, and Altgelds, and Boieses 
would demand its demonetization. They 
would denounce it as too clumsy to carry 
about and expensive to send anywhere by 
express; and that it was a flat failure asa 
bimetallic .coin, and they would praise En- 
gland for her sensible course in dispensing 
with it eighty years ago. They would com- 
mend the action of Germany and France in 
dropping it twenty or more years ago. 


DOOM OF THE BLOOMERS. 
The man who first saw a woman in bloom- 


ers on the streets of Chicago and said “ she 


looked like Anson on first base’”’ may not 
have couched his impression in the most 
elegant phraseology, and may have been 
somewhat unhappy in his choice of compari- 
sons, but the spirit of his criticism appears 
to have become the decisive and overwhelm- 
ing opinion of the polite community. The 
unlovely garment, which seldom fails to of- 
fend good tasté, broke out on the publicasa 
really possible adjunct of a modest woman's 
wardrobe with something like the sudden- 
ness of a spinnaker on a yacht, deforming 
the fair pioneer quite as much as the great 
balloon sail envelopes the graceful outlines 
of the belle of water craft. Tothe average 
gentleman, who had seen yague references 
to such a costume, but who had only asso- 
ciated it with professional reformers of 
newspaper notoriety, the realization that it 
might come nearer home, and eyen into his 
own household, acted likea shock. But the 
proverbial lamblike humility. of the lords of 
creation when confronted by an established 
fashion in women’s attire was exhibited as 
usual, and the fair sex—many of its fairest 
in wonder, it is true, and in some amaze- 
ment at their own audacity—followed blind- 
ly the dictate of the mysterious autocrat 
“ fashion,” who rules from some mystic 
throne which no pilgrim has ever located. 
It is possible the “ fad ’—for that is all 
the dignity it deserves—could not have ob- 
tained a foothold if it had not been sup- 


yported early and persistently by the spe- 


cious reasoning that the bloomer gave an 
essential freedom to the limbs in riding the 
bicycle, and was, in fact, a necessary factor 
to a woman’s comfort if she was to enjoy 
the admitted delights of the wheel. It sel- 
dom occurred te people to wonder why the 
necessity had not been discovered in con- 


} nection with other outdoor sports to which 


women were addicted—tennis, for instance, 
where freedom of action was.even more 
essential—and now it has been discovered 
that that necessity in fact does not exist. A

garment has been rapid, and it is freely 
predicted that it will be as unusual and 
conspicuous next year as it was three years 
ago, before it began its meteoric race for 
recognition. How much the revulsion of 
feeling among the women of refinement has 
had to do with this changed sentiment, and 
how great a part abstract “ fashion” has 
played, it would be difficult to estimate. A 
significant statement made by the famous 
costumer Manby in Paris may throw some 
light on that phase of the question, He 
says:

This costumer’s opinion seems to be 
shared by lesser lights on both sides of the 
water. It agrees with the opinion of less 
expert observers that all women look ridic- 
ulous in bloomers, and now even the women 
themselves are sharing the conviction. A 
costume that permitted a man of even the 
most limited vocabulary to liken the wearer 
to Anson on first base should never have 


had even a passing vogue. 


TENTH ANNUAL ROAD RACE. 
The thousands of spectators who wit- 
nessed the exciting finish of the tenth an- 


nual bicycle road race again had a chance | 


to moralize upon the fact that the race is not 
always to the swift—when the handicapper 
is around, 

As usual, the scratch men were not in 
sight when the first half dozen scorchers 
crossed the wire at the finish. The winner, 
O. Nelson of the Monitor Cycling club, made 
an entirely creditable record—one worthy 
the greatest bicycle event in the country— 
by covering the country road from Wheeling 
to the finish at Jackson boulevard in 1 hour 
19. minutes and 56 seconds. Nelson was not 
a scratch man, nor a l-minute man, nor a 
5-minute man, nor even an 8-minute man. 
He had a start of nine minutes, Nor was 
any one of the first five arrivals started 
nearer the scratch than eight and a half 
minutes. They ranged from that to eleven 
minutes. The handicapper is always fated 
to discover that there are better fish in the 
sea than ever were caught. 

The ideal arrangement, no doubt, would 
have been one under which the handicapper 
should guess accurately the powers of every 
man, so as to bring the whole 506 starters 
in a bunch to the finish. But the fact that 
the first five men were so uniformly from 
the middle of the schedule—half way be- 
tween the scratch men and the 15-minute 
men—indicates that the handicappers in 
this case did their work as well as mortal 
man, other than a prophet and a mind- 
reader, could be expected to do it. 

The annual Chicago road race has fora 
decade held a place as the most important 
cycling event in the country, and the tenth 
race has not belied that fact. Though no 
records have apparently been broken, the 
honors have been respectable, and they 
have been generously divided among the 
riders of all portions of the city. The 
speedy young Chicagoan awheel is “all 
right, all right.” 


NO MIDDLE COURSE FOR SPAIN. 

One scarcely needs to read between the 
lines of yesterday’s Madrid interview with 
ex-Governor-General Campos to realize 
that he not only looks for the early resigna- 
tion of Gen. Weyler, but regards the Span- 
ish cause in Cuba as hopeless, 

Gen. Campos frankly admits that he 
failed, and resigned because his policy of 
conciliation was useless. It was then al- 
ready too late for any reforms short of 
autonomy. Yet Weyler is still dickering 
over diplomatic half-way measures that are 
laughed to scorn by the autonomist papers 
of Cuba. Gen. Campos makes a  half- 
hearted attempt to pase as believing in 
Spain’s ultimate triumph. Yet there are 
only two roads to that consunimation, and 
he admits that both are blocked by insur- 
mountable obstacles. 

One road—that of conciliation—he fol- 
lowed until he collided with the stone wall 
of stern and scornful refusal. The only 
other road is that of wartothe death. This 
the ex-General admits will require at the 
very least 175,000 men, at a yearly cost of 
$100,000,000, without including crops and 
property destroyed. This way is also 
marked “ No thoroughfare” by the pov- 
erty of the Spanish Government and by the 
growing dissatisfaction of the Spanish peo- 
ple with the Cuban war. 

Here, then, is Butcher Weyler’s dilemma. 
He has come to a standstill, with the fact 
staring him in the face, as a friend of his 
says, that “ his military prestige depends on 
expelling Maceo at an early date from 
Pinar del Rio without more troops, and on 
the execution of the sentences on the Com- 
petitor prisoners. The one condition he 
cannot fill, and the other hedares not. The 
result may be expected to be his early 
resignation and recall. 

In the meantime the Cuban autonomist 
papers are mockingly quoting the Madrid 
Herald to the effect that “ Spain should 
abandon half measures and either grant 
autonomy to Cuba, with an understanding 
with the United States, or abandon diplom- 
acy and depend wholly upon Spain’s mili- 
tary power to end the war.” Already 
Weyler is afraid to ask the Cortes for 
wider measures of reform than those al- 
ready tendered, because he knows they 
would be taken by the insurgents as a con- 
fession of the weakness every one knows to 
exist. 

There is no longer any middle course pos- 
sible. It is liberty or nothing. Fight it 
out or get out—that is the Cuban attitude, 
and men like Campos realize what this 
means. The Spanish Cortes and the Span- 
ish people are fast coming to realize it, too. 
President’ Cleveland appears to be the only 
prominent man in possession of the truth 
who is still blind or heedless of the fact that 
the Cuban insurgents are a belligerent 
power. 

One of these days the whipped Spanish 
forces will be withdrawn forever from the 
Pearl of the Antilles. Then the Washington 
Govetnment will be on hand with a revog- 
nition on a silver salver. —

If ever lynch- 
ing could be excusable it would be for such 
a crime as this, and if the survivors should 
rise in their wrath and string these ghouls 
to lamp posts and telegraph poles no one 
would blame them. As it is, it is to be hoped 
in the case of every one caught in this in- 
famous’ business that the extreme penalties 
of the law will, bé enforced, though even 
this would fall short of absolute and com- 
pensating justice.

This is the character of 
the sympathy which has been spontaneous 
wherever the news of the calamity pene- 
trated.

poES COEDUCATION TEND TO CAUSE 
’ CLANDESTINE MARRIAGES? | 


— 


Secret Marriages at University of Mich-~- 
igan Revive Keen Interest in Old 
Question—Investigation at Princt- 
pal Coeducation Institutions of the 
Country Shows That While the God 
of Love Is Busy He Works Openly— 
Scandals and Elopements Rare. 

Since it came to light at the Universtty of 
Michigan not long ago that three secret 
.marriages had taken place this year there 
has been a keen revival of interest in the 
old question: 7 

“Does coeducation tend to clandestine 
marriages and elopements?” 

Tue TRIBUNE has endeavored to settle 
the question and herewith presents the re- 
guits of investigations made at a number of 
the most prominent coeducational institu- 
tions in the country. It will be seen that 
while the situation varies slightly in differ- 
ent institutions the negative has the best 
of the proposition. Cupid seems to be busy 
at almost all the institutions, attacking both 
faculty and students. The coeducational 
institutions are undoubtedly valuable as 
matrimonial agencies, but scandals, secret 
marriages, and elopements are compara- 
tively unknown. 
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‘Perry, the Married Student, Censured, 
but Still Attending the University, 
Ann Arbor, Mich., May 30.—(Special.J— 

Clandestine marriages are not in favor with 
the faculty of the University of Michigan, 
at least not with the law professors on that 
faculty. These law professors have had 
Stuart H. Perry, '96 law, before them and 
have censured him for his clandestine mar- 
riage with Miss Maude Elaine Caldwell, a 
literary student, last October. 

On the surface this seems to be rubbing it 
fnto Perry, but when the real facts of the 
ease are known it is seen to be really a tri- 
ymph for him. Just after the spring vaca- 
tion President Angell, after consultation 
with some. of the more straitlaced profes- 

- gors, called Mr. and Mrs. Perry before him, 

their marriage just having been made public, 

and informed them that they would better 
withdraw from the university quietly and 
not wait for the faculty to dismiss them. 
They learned, however, that not all the’facul- 
ty believed that students had committed a 
ishable offense by getting married, so 
they determined to stand by the ship and 
try to get Perry his aiploma as bachelor of 
laws. Mrs. Perry withdrew from the literary 
department voluntarily, but remained here 
with her husband, and both of them had 
their parents here to testify to the faculty 
shat the marriage met with their approval.

ALL PLEASANT AT NORTHWESTERN. 


There Has Never Been Trouble—W hat 
the Officials Say. 

At Northwestern University the Question 
of the relationship of coeducation to elope- 
ments, clandestine marriages, and the like 
has never come up for discussion on the 
part of the faculty. And if the present ad- 
mirable condition of college life, so far as 
the relationship between the sexes is con- 
cerned, continues the question will hardly 
be raised for some time to come. The rules 
which have to do with the coeducational 
feature of the university are considered as 
being temperate and mild, even by the stu- 
dents themselves. 

Women have been admitted to the College 
of Liberal Arts of the university since 1809 
on the same conditions as men. They at- 
tend the same classes and receive the same 
degrees as.the men. Women students, how- 
ever, are required to live either in Woman's 
Hiall or in the College Cottage, unless spe- 
cial permission is obtained from the faculty 
to live elsewhere. For the purpose of giv- 
ing Woman’s Hall the safeguards of a well- 
ordered home and of bringing those resid- 
ing in it as far as possible under home in- 
fluences the immediate oversight is given to 
a principal, Mrs. Emily Huntington Miller. 
The rules allow the young women to attend 
meetings or social functions away from the 
hall twice a week. Calls from the young 
men of the institution may be.received by 
the young women on four evenings during 
the week, thus allowing abundant scope for 
all-social privileges. The same regulations 
hold at the College Cottage. 

Under such management the coeducation- 
al feature of the institution has been pro- 
ductive of very little that could be even ob- 
jectionable, while such as elopements and 
the like are entirely unknown.” The life and 
relations of the men and women largely 
regulate themselves. No attempt is made 
to shut off any proper expression of the 
social instinct of the students. Many match- 
es have been made in the university, but the 
students have in nearly every case either 
graduated or left college before the mar- 
riage. Probably 30 per cent of the alumni 
who are married found their fate while in 
college walls. 

Mrs. Emily Huntington Miller, dean of 
Woman's Hall, said this week: ‘I thor- 
cughly believe in coeducation, although its 
relation to elopements never entered my 
mind. I think the free contact of the sexes 
in a coeducational institution tends to 
brush away that glamour of sentimentality 
with which young people of either sex are 
apt to élothe their ideas of the opposite sex. 
In several years’ experience at Oberlin Col- 
lege and then at Northwestern University, I 
have never heard of a single case of secret 
marriage. In cases I have heard of at other 
institutions I have always been inclined to 
believe that the trouble has either origin- 
ated from too close confinement of the 
girls and refusing to give them privileges 
they may with all propriety enjoy. We 
have never had the question under discus- 
sion here, so far as I know, ad I hardly ex- 
pect it to arise.”’ 

President Henry Wade Rogers gave the 
following expression.of opinion: “I have 
never heard of any secret marriages having 
been contracted between students at this 
university. There have been. no elopements 
and no scandals. During the period that 
has elapsed since women were admitted to 
the university, in 1869, nothing has trans- 
pired to make the university authorities 
doubt the wisdom of their action in opening 
the doors to women. We do not regard the 
subject of coeducation as an experiment 
and our faculty does not consider the matter 
as an open question.”’

CORNELL COEDS SOBER, STUDIOUS. 


No letepensesitn or Clandestine Mar- 
riages Have Taken Place in Years. 
Ithaca, N. Y., May %80.—{Special.}—Co- 

education has been established at Cornell 
since 1872, and during that time very little 
has occurred to cause anxiety on the part of 
the faculty regarding the relations of the 
sexes. Until within the last few years the 
women were obliged to reside in the dormi- 
tory built for their use—Sage College—but 
now they reside wherever they choose, and 
several of the sororities have chapter houses 
where they live with no restraint other than 
that of a matron of their own choosing. 
Numerous regular marriages have occurred 
and a half dozen or so of the wives of mem- 
bers of the faculty have in the past been 
* coeds,” as the women students of the 
university are familiarly called. Occasional 
scandals have, to be sure, occurred, as well 
as more harmless indiscretions of conduct, 
but the number has been, on the whole, very 
small, and has decreased rather than in- 
credsed as the result of the greater liberty 
of recent years. The ladies are for the most 
part a sober, industrious lot, not over-at- 
tractive, and more intent on obtaining high 
marks than social success. A small minority 
is inclined to affect mannishness and uncon- 
ventionality, and some few have been 
known to call on male acquaintances in 
their respective rooms unchaperoned, but 
an elopement or a clandestine marriage has 
not been heard of here for a long time.

ALL QUIET AT KNOX AND LOMBARD. 


Neither Elopements Nor Secret Mar- 
riages in Their History. 
Galesburg, Ill., May 30.—[Special.]—There 
have been no elopements or clandestine mar- 
riages at Knox College, nor has the subject, 
in recent years at least, been discussed by 
the faculty. Since its founding Knox Col- 
lege has been a coeducational institution. 
It was one of the first colleges in the country 
to admit both sexes. Hundreds of young 
men and women have gone forth from its 
halls and no scandal has resulted from their 
life there. The same is true of Lombard 
University, which from the start has also 

advocated and practiced coeducation. 


HER NAME LINKED WITH THE CURFEW 


Writer of a Famous Poem Is with Her 
Husband the Gueat of a Chi- 
cago Hotel. 

Mrs. Rose H. Thorp, who wrote the poem 
“Curfew Shall Not Ring Tonight,” is, with 
her husband, E. C. Thorp, registered at the 
Briggs House. Mr. Thorp is an author, as 
well as humorist, and the two are giving a 
series of recitals. Their home is near Pas- 
adena, where they havealemonranch. Mrs. 
Thorp is a tall, slender woman, and her 
general appearance does not bespeak rugged 
health. She has dark, expressive eyes, and 
they lighted up as she recalled the time, 
nearly thirty years ago, when a girl 16 years 
of age she composed the poem which made 
her famous. 

‘“*T have written many things since then,’’ 
she said yesterday, *“* but nothing which has 
begun to give me the reputation that my 
first poem has. I got the idea of the poem 
from a story in the September, 1865, number 
of Peterson’s Magazine. It told the story 
of Bessie and her lover, and gave it as a 
historical fact. The idea took root in my 
mind, and I could not get rid of it. The day 
that I wrote it I was in disgrace at school, for 
{ could get no lessons. The words, ‘ Curfew 
must not ring tonight,’ were continually in 
my mina. 

‘When I came home from school I shut 
myself up in my room to study, as my 
mother supposed, for she did not approve of 
my writing poetry, but in reality to work 
out the idea which I had been struggling 
with. I wrote the poem in about an hour 
and a half, and when I read it to my mother 
she was so pleased with it that she told me 
to continue writing poetry. 

**I notice,” she replied, laughingly, in re- 
sponse to a question, “that curfew is now 
beginning to ring a good deal of nights. The 
custom of ringing the curfew bell seems to 
be growing quite rapidly in favor, especially 
in the West, where a number of towns en- 
force the law. I am free to say that I be- 
lieve it a wholesome regulation. The orig- 
inal curfew bell, rung in William the Con- 
queror’s time, was an order to cover the 
fires, and put out lights. It was a precau- 
tion against danger. The new law has for 
its purpose the protection of young boys 
against the dangers which surround them 
when on the streets at night, and I believe 
its enforcement will result in good.’’ 

Mrs. Thorp was greatly amused when 
she heard of the results of curfew’s ringing 
at Napierville, and how the firemen mistook 
the sound for a fire alarm and rushed forth 
to do battle with the flames.

Much may be learned about national char- 
acter by finding out what amuses the people. 
“In vino veritas’ may contain an element 
of truth, but in unrestrained mirth there is 
@ more certain revelation. Therefore to 
know a people well you must go with them 
to their music halls, where they find a gen- 
pine relaxation, and not to the first-class 
playhouses, where they are upon their good 
behavior, Not that the music hall is a pop- 
vlar educator; that is merely a fond belief 
of those who would make even our laughter 
didactic: it is, however, a mirror which re- 
flects with more or less truth the popular in- 
telligence. 

The first thought that occurs to anyone 
who has taken the trouble to visit the variety 
entertainments of Chicago is not very cheer- 
ful. If the music hall is really a mirror, 
the reflected intelligence must be a very poor 
fhing. But that is only a superficial view of 
the case. In the first place the great masses 
of the people have not yet begun to look 
upon the music hall as their legitimate place 
of amusement. Secondly, demand does not 
always create supply, at least not imme- 
diately. There may be a wide field for good 
vaudeville performances in this city, and 
yet the material or the enterprise may be 
lacking. So that we must not take it for 
granted that the variety shows which are 
running at present are the best that a Chi- 
cago audience can stand. 

The great fault in them all, as faras I have 
been able to judge, is that where they are 
possibie at ali they are terribly dull. ‘There 
is a popular idea that the music hall is im- 
moral, and there are many who will sit con- 
tentedly through Camille or Mrs. Tanqueray, 
whille the mention of Yvette Guilbert is 
enough to shock their ears. Let them go 
the round of the Chicago vaudevilles, those 
at least that are respectable, and they will 
begin to long for a little immorality just to 
enliven the dead level of dull propriety. 

At the “Roof Garden,’ for instance, the 
main attraction last weck was the singing 
of quartets by four men out of the cast of 
“A County Fair.’’ Now it is bad enough to 
hear any one under the rank of Patti or 
Meiba sing “‘Annie Laurie’’ and ‘** Home, 
Sweet Home,” but the performance becomes 
particularly offensive when these immortal 
airs are put into part song form and vul- 
garized by the gratuitous insertion of runs 
and turns to suit the taste of the singers. 

To Hopkins’ South Side Theater it is un- 
fair to apply a general standard. The house 
has its regular week-day and Sunday audi- 
ences, composed of that section of the peo- 
ple which.is to be found in all eountries and 
which finds endless amusemeni in acrobatic 
clowning. Even a time-honored play like 
“The Private Secretary” is nade more ac- 
ceptable by the rough ard tumble romping 
of all the characters. This is what may be 
termed the cockney element in great cities. 
Max O'’Rell once remarked that the well- 
known want of humor pertaining to the 
Scotchman is simply an inability to laugh 
when an actor tumbles down tor no reason 
upon the stage, or when another actor keeps 
knocking his hat off. This makes the cock- 
ney roar with laughter, and it does one good 
to hear him laugh, but the balance of intel- 
ligence seems to lie on the side of the 
Beotchman. 

So when you get thoroughly tired of a 
air of acrobats who Knock each other 
own for at least half an hour on the stage 
at Hopkins’ Theater, you can nevertheless 
tnjoy the rapture of the old lady in the seat 
and even sympatnize with the 
young man in the box who ingenuouslyem- 
braces the young woman at his side in pref- 
erence to watching the performance.

formance at Sam Jack’s were it not that 
after spending forty-five minutes there my- 
self | feel bound to warn others from a like 
fate. This is one of the shows that is im- 

ssible. Kt is not only hopelessly dull,

The cutting of 
the long speeches is a more doubtful remedy, 
yet a manager must come down to the level 
of his audience, and apparently the modern 
public can only accept blank verse in small 
doses. 

On the whole it is a great thing that we 
have an actor who is able and willing to give 
us an impersonation of the most humorous 
of all Shakspeare’s characters. A genera- 
tion ago it was considered the sine qua non 
of a great actor to play Falstaff, just as it 
now is to play Hamlet; it is to be hoped that 
Mr. Tree will revive the fashion.

When a mere lad he went to Boston. There 
he met Martin Milmore, who perceived in 
him no common promise, and encouraged 
him at once by accepting him as a pupil. 
Young Peterson studied with that sculptor 
and afterward at the Boston Museum of Fine 
Afts, remaining in Boston until ISSS. 

Then he went to Europe, entering in the 
winter the Julian Academy in Pariss The 
following year he entered the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts, where he studied under Chapu 
and Falguiere. After leaving the Beaux 
Arts he studied further with Bartholdi. It 
was while under the tutilage of that master 
he modeled his ‘‘ Tiger at Bay,’’ which was 
pronounced one of the best pieces of sculpt- 
ure in the Salon of 1892. In the autumn of 
1891 Mr. Peterson returned to America and 
tcok a studio in New York City. In 1882 he 
came to Chicago in the company of artists 
attracted here by the great work to be done 
at Jackson Park. He worked with sculpt- 
ors French and Potter on the bulls and 
horses around the lagoon, on the group 
which surrounded the Peristyle, and on Mr. 
French's Statue of the Republic. He has 
remained in Chicago since the World’s Fair, 
and for the last year has occupied one of the 
“League Studios” at No. 302 Wabash 
avenue. 

Some of the important works Mr. Peter- 
son has executed have been portrait busts 
of Henry P. Kidder, one of Boston’s great- 
est bankers; the Rev. Emory J. Haynes of 
Boston, and the Hon. Thomas F. ‘Bayard,

“ PRLLOW-SERVANT” LAW EXTENDED 


Decision of the United States Supreme 
Court Reversing Decisions of 
Courts Below. 


The United States Supreme Court has 
handed down a decision which extends the 
scope of the ‘ fellow-servant ”’ law. 

The case decided was that of a railroad 
section hand named Peterson against the 
Northern Pacific railway company. Peter- 
son sued for damages for injurtes sustained 
while in the employ of the company, and 
claimed that his injuries were due to the 
negligence of a section foreman. A verdict 
was given for the plaintiff in a number of 
lower courts, including the United States 
Circuit Court of Minnesota, and the Eighth 
Circuit Court of Appeals, but the question 
was carried by the railroad company to the 
Supreme Court for final decision. That body 
—Justice Beckham speaking—reversed the 
decisions of the lower courts, giving an 
opinion in favor of the railroad company. 

The court in its decision says: 

“The plaintWf claims his injuries resulted 
from the negligent act of Halverson, the de- 
fendant’s foreman. The defendant claims 
they resulted from the negligence of plain- 
tiff’s fellow-servant, and claims that Halver- 
son was a fellow-servant of the plaintiff. 
Whether he was so or not depends on the 
relation he sustained to the.defendant’s com- 
pany.’ 

The court below held if Halverson was a 
foreman on ‘“‘ extra gang ’”’ for the defend- 
ant company, and had the exclusive charge 
and direction and management of said gang, 
and was invested with authority to hire and 
discharge the hands to do said work at his 
discretion, and plaintiff was one of the gang 
of hands so hired by Halverson, and the 
plaintiff was subject to the authority of 
Halverson inall matters relating to his duties 
us a laborer, then the plaintiff and Halver- 
son were not fellow-servants, in the sense 
that will preclude the plaintiff from recov- 
ering from the railroad company damages 
for any injury he may have sustained 
through the negligence of Halverson. 

The Supreme Court holds this charge to 
be erroneous, the majority of that body 
deciding that mere superiority of position, 
with the right to direct and control fellow- 
workmen, does not prevent the operation of 
the *“‘fellow-servant ”’ rule, and that the boss 
of a gang engaged in necessary repair work 
on the road is not a “ superintendent of a 
separate department,”’ or in control of a 
distinct branch of the master’s work, so as 
to make the master liable for an injury to 
a gangman, although the boss has power 
to employ and discharge the men, but direct 
them in their work. 
In making the decision the court admits 
the difficulty in drawing the line of dis- 
tinction between a fellow-servant and a 
superintendent. 
The Chief Justice and Associates Field 
and Harlan dissented from the general 
opinion of the Supreme body, favored the 
opinion of the lower courts, and filed pro- 
tests against the reversion of their verdicts. 


Cold Baths Not Beneficial. 
Most medical men consider that a cold 
bath every morning is apt to do more harm 
than good to any but persons of a very vig- 
orous constitution. The sensible thing todo 
is to see that the temperature of the water 
in cold weather is not lower than that of the 
air.- A daily bath is most healthful, but it 
should not be so cold as to give a shock to the 
system.

ENGLISHMEN SHOCKED BY YVETTE. 


Select Audience Pretends to Be Star- 
tled by Her Wickedness. 

According to the London Sketch Mlle. 
Yvette Guilbert ie runrored to have sung 
one of La Fontaine’s fables to a select com- 
pany of English people, who professed to be 
deligntfully shocked and horrified with its 
wickedness. In facts and impressions of 
Mile. Guilbert the same writer says: 

** Perhaps I am justified in noting a change 
during -the last two -years..To-me Yvette 
is not as she was. There is some apparent 
reliance upon the personality rather than 
the art, and a departure from the grim real- 
ism of her most effective songs to the ut- 
ter banality of such ditties as Linger Lon- 
ger, Loo. Those who understand Mlle. 
Guilbert must resent such an innovation, 
while those who do not understand are quite 
ready to see and applaud without the night- 
ly dose of broken English. Yvette owes 
much: of her success to originality and dar- 
ing. In hef fase conventionality is more 
than unnecessary, it is positively dangerous. 

‘““Of courte, Yvette’s weird and original 
personality has always had a great fascina- 
tion for painters. Long befere she became 
famous she was constantly asked to sit by 
well-known artists. At the Vernissage, or 
private view of the Salon, M. Henri Alberti’s 
somewhat idealized portrait of la Diva, as 
she appears surrounded by a group of noted 
boulevardiers, created a certain sensation, 
and gave the Parisians a chance of gazing 
at four of their favorites, Jacques Redels- 
perger, poet, dramatist, and wit, boasting 
of some Irish blood in his veins; Ferdinand 
Bac, the caricaturist of smart French so- 
ciety; Rieard,; who represents an older gen- 
eration of men of letters; and De Robert, 
whose psychological study, *‘ Un Tendre,”’ 
won him cordial commendation from Zola, 
and placed him among the most prominent 
group of les jeunes who reign in Paris. 

“Few of the actresses now belonging to 
the Comédié Francaise betray a keener in- 
terest in what is being accomplished in the 
way of ancieft literature and art than does 
Yvette Guilbert, and it would not surprise 
any of those who see her more intimate side 
to find her later become the center and rai- 
son d’étre of a Parisian salon where every 
woman, save the hostess herself, would be 


beautiful, and where every man would be 


clever.”’ 

' M. Alberti’s picture, of which mention is 
made, and which is now on exhibition at the 
Paris Salon, represents the singer standing 
and the center of a group in her dressing- 
room at the theater. She is attired in a 
simple white gown, and fastening a long 
black glove of the kind that her audiences 
associate with the words of her songs almost 
as closely ‘ag the music. The men are 
grouped about examining a sketch, and the 
central idea,of the picture appears likely to 
have been inspired by one of those portraits 
which. Mile. Guflbert makes of herself and 
inscribes underneath, “‘ This is Yvette Guil- 
bert when she is pretty, which is seldom.”

Mr. Depew on the Japanese. 

In his recent speech at the electrical exhi- 
bition in New York, at the time his message 
was telegraphed around the world, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew reviewed modern progress 
and referred especially to the amazing 
strides made during late years by the Japa- 
nese. Mr. Depew said: ‘‘ Thirty years ago 
Il was appointed United States Minister to 
Japan. That country had just been opened 
to the commerce of the world. Its govern- 
ment was a pure feudalism and of the type 
of the period of Louis XI. The feudal Lords 
had their armies and their castles, and the 
tillers of the soil were little better than 
slaves. Today Japan is governed by a con- 
stitutional monarchy and @ Congress of the 
representatives of the people. It has an en- 
lightened press, railroads, trolley cars, and 
electric lights. Then its army fought with 
spears and bows and arrows, and its soldiers 
were clad in armor. Today it has the most 
efficient navies and best trained and most 
effective armies in the world. It has utilized 
every advantage in modern warfare, and in 
its attack upon China demonstrated that 
upon land and sea the army and navy of 
Japan are equal to. those of the most ad- 
vanced of the warlike nations of Europe. 
Japan is a superb illustration of this age of 
electricity. It took 600 years for Europe to 
progress from feudalism to constitutional 
liberties and parliamentary government, and 
from armor and lance to the torpedo and the 
machine gun.

ONE NOW IN COURSE OF CONSTRUC- 
TION AT GARFIELD PARK. 


Much Interest Being Taken in It by 
West-Siders and It Promises to Be 
Even More Popular than the Speed 
Course in South Park—Work on the 
Track Is Being Pushed—Many En- 
gagements for Saturday Meets Al- 
ready Made. 

Judging from the popularity of the new 
South Park speeding track, the coming half- 
mile race course for wheelmen at Garfield 
Park will ultimately prove the bicycling cen- 
ter of Chicago. By the middle of next July, 
if present indications may be believed, there 
will be more bicycle riders in a small area 
at that point than in any other place in the 
world. 

This astonishing prediction is justified by 
two considerations. One is the enormous 
demand among the West Side wheelmen 
for a chance to ride and practicg on a speed- 
ing track like their brethren of the South 
Side. Since there are probably as many 
wheel riders on the West Side as there are in 
all the other parts of the city put together,

Use OF BICYCLES IN WARFARE, 
French and Prussians Utilize Various 

Devices in Military Movements. 

There are at present few military author- 
ities who question the value of the bicycle 
in war, though in the beginning the adver- 
saries of the idea were numerous. Now, 
however, the subject is studied or results 
accepted in all countries requiring large 
armies. 

The foreign press is filled with articles on 
the subject, and numerous cuts of useful 
inventions connected therewith are shown. 

Some of these inventions are American, 
like the accompanying cut of u military bi- 
cycle furnished with a rapid automatic Colt 
gun. The gun, weighing about thirty-five 
pounds, fires automatically 250. shots, being 
recharged from a supply underneath. 
Though solidly fixed upon the machine, it 
can be pointed in any direction without in- 
conveniencing the rider, and is said to be of 
remarkable precision

Hamphrey, an Englishman, Brings & 
Bicycle to the Old Exposition—Nov- 
elty Tested by the Youthfal Rider 
—New Makes Come to Chicago and 
Take the Piace of the Old—Party of 
English Tourists Brings the First 


High Grade Wheels. 
Edwin F. Brown of Evanston is _the 
pioneer wheelman of Chicago. In 1877 he 
rode a wheel brought to the United States 
by an Englishman, and since that time he 
has seen the sport of which he was the first 
devotee grow to gigantic proportions. The 
early history of cycling in Chicago as veri- 
fied by Mr. Brown is here given: 

The first bicycle which came to Chicago 
was brought here by an Englishman named 
Humphrey. He arrived in Chicago in 
March, 1877, the year after the Centennial, 
he and his wheel coming direct from En- 
gland. He was not a rider, himself, only a 
beginner, and he kept his machine for the 
most part on exhibition in the old Chicago 
Exposition on the Lake-Front. It was an 


old-time Ariel ordinary, with a 46-inch front 


hold of, ordinaries of various kinds, some 
imported and a few ‘American made, It 
was not until the latter part of the year 
that chance threw them in the way of a 
superb outfit of the latest adopted foreign 
made wheels. A number of foreign pro- 
fessional riders were then touring the coun- 
try, among them, Terront, the famous 
Frenchman, and Etherington and, Keene, 
the two crack Englishmen. 
came to Chicago they held a bicycle tour- 
nament in the old Exposition Building. The 
city was not enthusiastic then over cycling, 
and the attendance at the tournament was 
not large. The result was that the com- 
pany was stranded and to get back home 
again they gave up their wheels. This little 
episode gave to Chicago its first superior 
set of wheels and also gave to the commu- 
nity its first substantial impetus in the bi- 
eycling direction. 
Number Steadily Increases. 

From this time on, until the advent of the 
safety in 1889, the following of the sport in 
Chicago steadily increased. 

The obstacles to the movement in the 
early days, however, were numerous and 
were overcome only with difficulty.. The re- 
strictions impased on wheelmen by the mu- 
nicipal authorities “-were many. W heelmen 
were forbidden the boulevards and the parks 
on the plea that they frightened horses. It 
was only after much delay and the most 
energetic effort, and, too, the employment 
of legal talent, that the wheelman secured 


anything like his proper. status amiong tho

A writer in Le 
Telo proposes that the ability to ride a wheel 
be added to the requirements of military 
service. That to the time-honored ‘ To 
know how to read, write, and count” shall 
now be added “‘ and mount a wheel.” It is 
evident that the man adding that knowledge 
to the others is supericr to him that does not 
possess it. 

The cyclist is a.topographist. However

When Humphrey, the Englishman, brought 
his bicycle into the building for display pur- 
poses young Brown was the first to discover 
it, and, being a wheeling enthusiast, was not 
long in finding an opportunity to try to ride 
it. Finding himself successful, the young 
wheelman insisted on his father’s buying the 
wheel for him, after which he speedily trans- 
ferred it from the floor of the Exposition to 
the avenues of the city—and bicycling proper 
in Chicago was introduced. 

For almost two years Mr. Brown occupied 
the field alone, changing his old Ariel, pur- 
chased from the Englishman, for a new 
duplex Excelsior, also an English machine, 
which he secured in the summer of 1877 in 
Boston, it being one of the original first 
group of wheels imported by an American 
concern for sale in this country. It was 
after this wheel—the duplex Excelsior— 
that the first wheel made in this country 
was fashioned, it therefore being virtually 
the father of all American wheels. 

Tries Other Mdkes. 

After riding his Duplex for a while, Mr. 
Brown set it aside for a new fifty-eight-inch 
double hollow fork Premier, another En- 
glish machine, and one which created quite

Spring Seat Post Which Makes 
Wheeling Easy. 

Inventors engaged in perfecting the bicycle 

seem to be devoting the greater part of their

energy to appliances for preventing the jar 
of the road from reaching the rider. Cushion 
frames, pneumatic hubs, new tires, and 
spring frames have all appeared recently, 


and now comes the latest novelty in the |. 


shape of a spring seat post for which all the 
benefits of the other ideas are claimed. It 
may be put on any wheel or made in any pat- 
tern and is said to takea large per cent of 
the jar away from the rider. ; 

In looks the new seat post is exactly like 
the ordinary article, but consists of a solid 
rod playing inside of an outside cylinder. 
At the end of the rod is a tempered steel 
spring which supports the weight of the 
rider. The tension on this spring may be 
regulated by an ingenious screw nut so as to 
fit the weight of the rider. All dgnger of the 
saddle turning to one side is prevented by 
two longitudinal grooves in the post into 
which tongues in the outside cylinder fit. 

Extravagant claims are made-by the users 
of these new posts. The lessening of jar to

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GENESIS OF TRICK RIDING AND ITS 
LEADING EXPONENTS. 


Dp. J. Canary Originator of Fancy Rid- 
ing in Chicago—First Rides the Or- 
dinary with the Rear Wheel Raised 
~A. J. Nicolet and His Success in 
DiMicult Performances—Makes a 
Tour of Mexico with Other Riders— 
Expert Lee Richardson. 

Trick riding in its highest form {fs prac- 
ficed by a class of young men possessing a 
rare combination of mental and physical 
qualities. The union of strength and agility 
with perseverance and self-confidence is not 

n enough among men =.to make the 
class of trick bicycle riders numerically 
strong. Like the art of the contortionist, 
trick riding requires an extraordinary sup- 
pleness of body and limb. United with this 
gust be the patience and perseverance for 
jong and unremitting practice. 

At the top of the list of fancy riders in Chi- 
cago, or of the whole country, for that mat- 
ter, is D. J. Canary, who became a citizen of 
Chicago in 1894. For many years he held the 
championship of the United States for fancy 
riding and might still be holding it had he 
not allowed it to lapse by regaining his 
amateur status in the L. A. W. The com- 
mencement of Mr. Canary’s cycling is al- 
most contemporaneous with the beginning 
of cycling in the United States. In 1879 he 
was employed as a messenger ina telegraph 
office in Meriden, Conn., and was at the same 
time learning telegraphy. When the first 
bicycles appeared he was seized with the de- 
sire to own and ride one of the novel 
vehicles. His first ready money went into a 
picycle, which he easily learned to ride. 

Tries the Pedal Mount. 

Becoming impressed with the awkward- 
ness and difficulty of the mount from the 
step of the ordinary, he conceived the idea 
of the pedal mount, and was soon able to 
mount in that manner. He was, in fact, the 
originator of that style of mounting. Soon 
after he learned that another variation in 
mounting could be accomplished by vault- 
ing into the saddle. The skill in the use 
of the wheel he had acquired soon led him 
into racing, and he took part in the early 
races in Connecticut in 1880, 1881, and 1882. 
By this time his familiarity with the wheel 
convinced him that fancy and trick riding 
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was possible. He began to practice. Trick 
after trick was soon acquired, one seeming 
to suggest another, till he became the master 
of a répertoire. He was first to ride the 
ordinary with the rear wheel raised from the 
ground, a trick considered at that time akin 
to the marvelous. It was a natural step to 
dropping the backbone and saddle and rid- 
ing with the front forks and front wheel, 
_ the once-noted “* unicycle ride.” ; 

Mr. Canary then began to give exhibitions 
of his riding in skating rinks. His success 
stimulated imitation. Other such riders ap- 
peared. Finally challenges were exchanged. 
After the usual preliminaries of newspaper 
controversy, a match with Harry Tufts of 
North Attleboro, Mass., was arranged be- 
fore the Springfield, Mass., Bicycle club, 
for the championship of America. The club 
offered a medal, which Mr. Canary easily 
won. He received a challenge in 1884 from 
Warren Wood of Chicago to compete for 
$250, the gate receipts, and the champion- 
ship. The challenge was accepted. The 
meeting took place in the old Casino skat- 
ing rink at State and Twenty-fourth streets. 
Mr. Canary was again the winner. These 
two matches are said to have been the only 
contests for championship honors ever held 
in the country.

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LATEST ENGLISH BARD. 


THE POEMS OF FRANCIS THOMPSON 
AND HIS RANK AS A POET. 


Is He a Representative of the Nine- 
teenth Century Minor Poets, or Has 
He a Future Before Him ?—His “ Sis- 
ter Songs ” Do Not Settle the Ques- 
tion—His Use of Language—Is He 
Deficient in That Fine Sense of 
Humor That Marks the Great Poet? 


The latter end of the nineteenth century 
will probably be called in future generations 
the age of the minor poets. They have grown 
up in hundreds around us, each one holding 
forth promise of great things to come and 
each in turn falsifying the promise with 
tiring regularity. And the mark of the minor 
peet is this, that he generally has something 
to say, and he often can say it well; but he 
invariably says it all at once, and thereafter 
has no further message for the world. If 
only he would recognize his limitations he 
would fill his niche adequately in the building 
of literature; unfortunately he is apt to out- 
live and outwrite his usefulness. The ques- 
tion then before us is whether or not Mr. 
Francis Thompson is a represeitative of this 
class; whether he has said his last word, or 
has yet a future before him, Unfortunately 
it is a question that for the present we can- 
not answer, for his latest volume of verse, 
entitled “‘ Sister Songs,’’ was written, ac- 
cording to himself, just about the same time 
as the poems by which he first acquired a 
measure of fame, and therefore we must 
wait for the next installment before we can 
judge of his lasting powers. 

Suggestions of Other Poets. 

Mr. Thompson is one who has culled blos- 
soms from many gardens, and yet in his 
bouquet of poesy there is an aroma that 
is all his own. There is a daring in his 
language and an originality in his thought 
that betoken at least a modicum of talent. 
He jas not yet given us a finished work of 
art and therefore we cannot pass judgment 
upon his claims to genius. Probably he 
owes more to Miss Alice Meynell (now Mrs. 
Thompson) than to any other poet who has 
precéded him; and this serves to show how 
a writer who never produced any great body 
of work herself may yet influence her own 
generation. 

Mrs. Thompson has a mind of wonderful 
virility, and she has given us one or two 

gonnets which are hardly surpassed in the 
whole English language, also a book of short 
essays which are models of clearness in 
thought and conciseness in style. She is, in 
fact, a perfect minor poet; she has said her 
say without using a word too much or too 
little. Now she is opposed tooth and nail 
to the Anglo-Saxon revivalists, of whom 
Mr. Morris is the great exemplar. It is 
here that she has been of service to our poet 
by teaching him that the true use of the 
English language is in displaying all its 
manifold power, and not in limiting it, as 
some dull reformers would, to words of an 
Anglo-Saxon origin. | 

Purity in Language. 

Not long ago a writer in the Forum advo- 
eated strongly the elimination of nearly 
every tin or Greek word from the lan- 
guage, and the employment of the Teutonic, 
‘that is, the German structure of speech. 

‘To such a length will faddists go! Heaven 
forbid that we should ever deface the lim- 

d language of Shakspeare and Milton by 

troducing the uncouth machinery of a 
German sentence. These so-called purists 
would have us give up our own simple 

ck into that very form of 
speech that made German literature for a 
long time im ible, and even now only 
barely readable. And, again, to please the 
pedants who must always talk. of a “fore 
word,” instead of a “ preface,” we are asked 
to «give up those words which made our 
greatest poets rich, give up such lines as 
iv titudinous seas incardanine,”’ 
or *‘ eé unexpressive nuptial song ’’ of Mil- 
ton, or ** The immemorial elms ” of Tenny- 
son, simply to suit the notions of what is 
right and fitting in language.- Moreover, it 
is not merely the variety and the contrast 
afforded by the many elements in English 
which make words of all derivations so use- 
ful. It is the power of a Latin word, es- 
gd one which has come to us through 
_the French, to suggest so much more than 
4s actually said. And suggestion and allu- 

' gion are the most pleasurable thingsin art. 
_ Half the success that has attended Wag- 
_ wer’s use of the “ motif ’’ comes from the 
pleasure of allusion. Hach time the motif 


a _- recurs it reminds us of certain feelings or 


certain characters. So it is in poetry. A 
single word may bring with it a whole throng 
of ideas, some clear, some shadowy; reminis- 
ences of\former cadences; pictures of by- 
gone times. | 
When Tennyson describes Sir Bedivere, 
“This way and that dividing the swift 
mind,” there is nothing striking in the lan- 
@uage except the fact that it takes us back 
at once to an identical line in Virgil describ- 
ing\a different scene. So it is with all poet!- 
cal allusion. We like to be reminded of 
ngs we have heard before, and nothing 
so effectual to that énd as the occasional

The coining, of words is 
also of dangerous import. “ Supersubtile “ 
is a contradiction in terms. “ Resupine 
is tautological. ‘‘ Uprist” for ‘uprose is 
simply bad grammar; that it is meant to 
rhyme with “ mist” is a reason but not an 
excuse for the license. On the other hand, 
this is pretty: 
Then Spring’s little children your lauds do ye

To Sylvia, O, Sylvia. her sweet, feat ways, 
Your lovesome labors lay ajay,

“Feat” is not an adjective, yet its use 
here in that capacity is effective.

show again the value of classical words. 

But if our poet shows talent in his choice 
of words he can hardly be commended for 
the metres he employs. They are terribly 
rough and irregular. The music of Lycidas

‘pears to have taken Wordsworth’'s “* Ode to 
Immortality ” as his metrical model, and 
the effect when spread over sixty pages may 
be imagined.

and they remind one intensely of Hindoo 
architecture, The decoration is so elaborate 
that it puts the main idea into the back- 
ground, and though it is often beautiful it 
is full, as all Hindoo architecture is, of seri- 
ous flaws. Here are a few lines which could 
only have been written by a genuine poet: 
The lily stirs her snowy limbs, 
Ere she swims 
Naked up through her cloven green, 
Like the wave-born Lady of Love Hellene: 
And the scattered snow drop exquisite 
Twinkles and gleams, 

As if the showers of the sunny beams 
Were splashed from the earth in drops of light. 

On the other hand, I cannot appreciate 
the beauty of the simile that compares dew- 
drops on the grass to the warts upon a toad’s 
back, A toad is a slimy creature at the 
best of times, and the warts on his back are 
not his best points. 

Mr. Thompson, however, has a weakness 
for reptiles. Further on he likens the dawn 
breaking through the gray sky to a saurian 
It is neces- 
sary to point out that alligators are not gold- 
en, but very muddy-looking, which makes 
the simile pas laggy eee as well as being 
ludicrous. Kipling has told us about the 
dawn coming out like thunder, but that is

Finally, it may be said with certainty that 
there are signs of poetic power in Mr. 
Thompson's work, but with equal certainty 
that the power has not yet been given proper 
scope. @ must clarify his ideas, brush 
away the mass of decorative detail, above 
all beware of the absurd, before he can 
produce a real work of art. This he may 
do in time, but I am inclined to think that 
he is deficient in that fine sense of humor 
which is indispensable to the great poet. If 
that is the case, his many panegyrists will 
be disappointed and he will remain forever 
a minor poet.

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TENNESSEE CENTENNIAL. 


CELEBRATION OF THE HUNDREDTH 
ANNIVERSARY OF ITS BIRTH. 


Festivities Monday and Tuesday at 
Nashville in Commemoration of the 
State’s Admission to the Union in 
1796—Real Opening of the Exposi- 
tion to Take Place Next Year—Con- 
straction of Buildings and Prep- 
aration of Grounds Well Advanced. 

Nashville, Tenn., May 27.—[Special.]—The 
celebration of the 100th anniversary of Ten- 
nessee’s admission to the United States as 
a State next Monday and Tuesday will be on 
a most elaborate scale. Thousands of visit- 
ors from all the cities and towns in the 
State will be in attendance, besides hun- 
dreds from various other States, including 
the Governors and State officials. It is es- 
timated that 25,000 visitors will be present, 
and extensive arrangements are being made 
for their pleasure and comfort. 

Already many public and private buildings 
have been, handsomely decorated and the 
city will present a mosf beautiful appear- 
ance when the work is completed. Special 
trains will be run on the main lines and 
branches of the different railroads and every 


will ambdunt to $1,000,000,to which the salary 
list and other necessary expenses will ad 


some ap gree more. 

Many of the buildings are already nearing 
completion,and the beautifyingof the grounds 
is well under way. The macadamizing of 
the walks has been finished, as has most of 
the grading and a good share of the planting 
of shrubbery and trees, and the lakes are 
completed and filled with water. It is but 
ten months since the first work upon the 
grounds was begun and the amount accom- 
plished is fully up to expectations and very 
satisfactory. 

Buildings Already Arranged For. 

There are a dozen or more large buildings 
planned, for most of which the contracts 
have already been let, and upon several of 
which the work has been well advanced. 
The most nearly completed of these are the 
Parthenon, Administration, Machinery, 
Transportation, Commerce, and Woman 8 
Buildings. The main buildings, as designat- 
ed, are as follows: Commerce Building, 
256x591; Machinery Building, 124x526; Ma- 
chinery Annex, 100x162; Transportation 
Building, 1252400: Agriculture Building, 152 
x320; Minerals and Forestry Building, 154x 
840; Auditorium, 110x290; Woman’s Build- 
ing, 100x200; Fine Arts, or Parthenon, Build- 
ing, 101x236; Negro Building, 100x304; Horti- 
cultur Building, 100x250; and History Build- 
ing, 125x125. It is expected that the govern- 
ment will erect a large building for the pui- 
pose of making a national exhibit. There 
are, besides these, many small build- 
ings.. There will be @ powdering 
of State and county buildings all 
over the grounds, and scattered through 
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convenience in the way of transportation 
has been arranged. The department of 
public comfort has completed arrangements 
for the entertainment of several thousand 
people in addition to those who will be cared 
for at the hotels and boarding-houses, and 
although there will be a great demand for 
accommodations, it is believed all can be 
well taken care of. It is estimated that from 
10,000 to 15,000 people will take part in the 
great parade on Monday, exclusive of many 
bodies and organizations that will be in it. 
There will be scores of carriages with nation- 
al, State, and municipal dignitaries, attend- 
ed at the front and rear by bands of music; 
3,000 State and Federal soldiers, including 
four companies of cavalry, each 100 strong; 
the officers and assistants of the centennial, 
the entire Woman’s Board, the Ladies’ Her- 
mitage Association, the Tennessee Historical 
Society, scores of secret orders, traveling 
men’s associations, postoffice employés, 
trades and labor societies, Confederate vet- 
erans, 1,000 wheelmen, 2,500 citizens on 
horseback, scores of organizations, 2,500 col- 
ored people representing the societies of that 
race. 
Ceremonies at the Grounds. 


At the grounds 10,000 children will parade 
and welcome the vast procession while can- 
nons roar. The first division of the great 
parade will be composed of the Chief Mar- 
shal and his staff, the military, the Gov- 
ernor of Tennessee and his staff, the Su- 
preme Court, the Congressional committees, 
the visiting Governors and their staffs, and 
Federal officials accompanied by the Execu- 
tive committee, the officers of the Woman’s 
Board, the Tennessee Historical Society, 
the Mayor of Nashville, the Judge of the 
Davidson County Court, members of the 
City Council and the Board of Public 
Works.and Affairs and members-of the 
Davidson County Court. Bands will ap- 
pear wherever they can be placed. The 
famous Marine Band from Washington and 
many foreign bands will assist the local 
bands in furnishing inspiring and patriotic 
music. Eight companies of the National 
Guard, State of Georgia, are coming on a 
special train of twelve cars from Atlanta 
and will take part in the parade. The 
companies are: Company A, Capt. Randall; 
Company .B, Capt. Carter; Company ak 
Capt. Forbes; Company D, First Lieutenant 
Liggett and Second Lieutenant Heavy, 
Capt. Woodruff being absent; Company E, 
Lieut. Partillo, officer in command; Com- 
pany F, Capt. Border; Company G, Lieut. 
Martin in command; Company H, Capt. 
Bailey. All the troops will be encamped in 
East Nashville, most of them arriving on 
Saturday next. 

Four troops of cavalry under command of 
Lieut.-Col. Guy Henry of the Third United 
States Regiment will depart from St. Louis 
on Friday night and afrive in Nashville on 
Saturday. They will bring their own horses 
and equipments and a brass band. The 
regimental band of the Third Cavalry, 
mounted, and the regimental band of the 
Fifth Infantry of the United States troops 
will be in camp. In addition to these two 
bands there will be three military bands of 
the National Guard State troops. Brig.- 
Gen. A. R. Taylor of Memphis will be in com- 
mand of the First Brigade §$tate troops. 
Brevet Brig.-Gen. Guy V. Henry, Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Third Cavalry, will be in com- 
mand of the United States troops. 

At sunrise on Monday sixteen guns will be 
fired from Capitol Hill, Tennessee being the 
sixteenth State admitted tothe Union. Then 
will follow during the day the grand street 
parade, the children’s parade at the centen- 
nial grounds, the firing of a centennial salute 
of 100 guns, proclamation and flag raising, 
hallelujah chorus, prayer by Dr. D. C. Kel- 
ley, address by the Hon. J. M. Dickinson, 
reading of the prize centennial poem by Mrs. 
Virginia Frazer Boyle of Memphis, chil- 
dren’s chorus, reception at the Woman's 
Building, concerts, and fireworks. 

The program for Tuesday includes a mili- 
tary parade, address by the Hon. A. A. Tay- 
lor, address by the Hon. E. W. Carmack, ex- 
ercises under the auspices of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution and Colonial 
Dames, address by Dr. E. E. Hoss, exercises 
under the auspices of the Ladies’ Hermitage 
Association, reception at the Woman’s Build- 
ing, and sham battle. 

Among the visitors in attendance at the 
inaugural ceremonies will be a large num- 
ber of Washington correspondents repre- 
senting leading newspapers. The party will 
leave Washington at 10 o’clock next Friday 
night and arrive here Sunday night. They 
te be handsomely entertained while in the 


Exposition to Be Held in 1897. 


The celebration of Monday and Tuesday 
commemorates the centennial of Tennes- 
see’s appearance among the States of the 
Union, but the exposition in memory of the 
event will not really open until May 1, 1897. 
It will be the first industrial exposition ever 
held by any State in commemora- 
tion of its birth, and, judging by 
the work already done and the plans 
for the future, will enough 
and beautiful enough to

them will be found structures erected by 
various organizations and companies for pri- 
vate exhibits. There will be a Children’s 
Building, one for a live stock exhibit, others 
for the Nashville and Chattanooga railway, 
Southern railway, Knights of Phythias, and 
the Concatenated Order of Hoo Hoo, the last 
of which will be in the shape of a huge black 
cat. The Order of Red Men and many sec- 
tarian orders will also put up separate 
structures. 

In the grouping and general arrange- 
ment of the buildings great taste and judg- 
ment have been shown. The mass of the 
Exposition is to be gathered about a central 
building, which is an exact reproduction of 
the Parthenon at Athens, and for the erec- 
tion of which the skill of a dozen well-known 
architects has been called into requisition. 
The building is to be fireproof, and ornament- 
ed with staff in imitation of the original. 
Between it and the lake will stand a statue 
of Pallas Athena, over forty feet high. 

In the matter of arrangements for the spe- 
cial exhibits much has already been done. 
Perhaps the farthest advanced of all is the 
horticultural display. This is not to be con- 
fined to the building provided for it, but is 
to be spread over the whole Exposition, and 
will convert the grounds into a floral show. 
The park consists of 200 acres of blue grass 
lawn, and no part of it is to be. neglected. 
Thousands of rose bushes have been set 
out, and many other flowers are now being 
planted. . 


Negro Department an Important One. 


The negro department is also receiving a 
great deal of attention, and promises to be 
by no means the least interesting portion of 
the display. It has been organized with J. 
C. Napier, a prominent colored lawyer, atits 
head, and with an Executive committee of 
sixteen of Nashville’s leading colored-eiti- 
zens. The idea of a negro exhibit was taken 
up with even greater enthusiasm than had 
been expected, and the work of securing ex- 
hibits, which has been divided into eighteen 
departments, is progressing rapidly. The 
exhibits will of necessity be of a very general 
character, and will include specimens of all 
things produced by negro skill, labor, and in- 
tellect. It has been assigned one of the 
finest buildings on the grounds. 

The building for the woman’s department 
has been designed on colonial tines, in imi- 
tation of the Hermitage, the home of An- 
drew Jackson when he was President of the 
United States, which is situated within a 
dozen miles of Nashville. It is the work 
of Mrs. Sarah Ward Conley, a Nashville 
architect. 

The amusement end of the fair, the Ten- 
nessee Midway, has a singularly beautiful 
situation. 
running about a hill in the farther part of 
the grounds, from which side paths. lined 
with buildings, ascend to the summit. The 
buildings are to be of unusual design, and are 
to be painted in bright colors. 

It is felt by those connected with the ex- 
position that there could be no better way 
of marking the recent advance of the South 
in all lines of industrial progress than the 
presentation of a fair which will be in the 
nature of what is commonly called an “‘ eye- 
opener.””’ The advance has been rapid and 
steady, and has been attended by a flood of 
immigration from the Northern States and 
a rapid decadence of sectional feelings and 
prejudice. How greatt has been the prep- 
aration for the exhibition already shows.

WILL ENLARGE THEIR STORE. 


Schlesinger & Mayer Have Leased 
Wabash Avenue Property. 


Schiesinger & Mayer have 
ground at Nos. 141 to 143 Wabash avenue 
for ninety-nine years at an anuual rental of 
$12,000. The lessees will enlarge their mer- 
cantile establishment, which now occupies 
the southeast corner of State and Madison 
streets. The property just leased has a 
frontage of 40 feet and a depth of 171 feet to 
an alley. The lessors are J. H. Baker and 
N. P. Rogers, trustees under the will of Cor- 
delia E. Barker. On a 5 per cent basis the 
ground rental of $12,000 a year places a value 
of $240,000 on the property, at the rate of 
$6,000 a front foot and $35 a square foot. The 
improvément on the ground consists of a 
four-story building erected after the fire and 
occupied at present by a large number of 
tenants. As soon as the necessary arrange- 
ments can be made Schlesinger & Mayer. will 
add two stories to the building, making it 
conform to the structure on the corner, and 
will occupy it as a part of their establish- 
ment. The opening through to Wabash ave- 
nue will give the house an opportunity to 
make an entrance directly from the elevated 
loop, a plan which will be adopted by all the 
retail houses which can secure the necessary 
outlet to the loop. 


RECENT REALTY SALES AND LEASES. 


Various Deals in Down-Town and Out- 
lying Property. 

Sales of real estate recorded last week 
aggregated $2,631,007, as compared with 

2,177,793 for the previous week and $2,223,- 
793 for the corresponding week of 1895. As 
has been the case for the entire month of 
May, the transfers were for outside property 
in most instances. 

W. H. Tinsler has leased from Warren 
Springer for ninety-nine years 202 feet of 
ground sixty feet west of Desplaines street 
on Polk street. The land fronts south and 
has a depth of 120 feet. The rental is fixed 


for the succeeding five years, and $10,000 
a year for the rest of the term. 

H. H. Kohlsaat he sgold his ninety-nine 
year lease of the prop ‘rty at the northeast 
corner of Market and Van Buren streets, 
owned by the James F. Lord estate, to the 
Metropolitan Elevated railroad company. 
The lot is 50x79 feet and the rental is $4,800 
a year. The building on the premises will 
be torn down to allow the elevated road to 
make the proposed turn from Market to 
Van Buren street. The vacant building ad- 
joining the road's right of way on the south 
at Market street, and owned by the com- 
pany, will probably be torn down to make 
room for the curve. 

The Tivoli Amusement company, through 
Newton Morganroth and W. A. Edwards, 
has leased Havlin’s Theater for ten years 
at a term rental of $175,000 from the Wa- 
bash Apartment Building company. Alter- 
ations and repairs to cost $40,000 will be 
made on the property thissummer. The ho- 
tel part of the building will be converted into 
a promenade concert hall, with large café, 
and a summer garden is included as one of 
the features. . The renovated theater will be 
opened to the public in August. 

O. O. Hall has sold the apartrhent house at 
the southwest corner of Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Forty-first street to A. G. Spaulding 
for $75,000. The building is four stories and 
basement high, 101x100 feet, and consists of 
five stores and eighteen flats of seven rooms 
cach, The ground is owned by Bronson B.

GOTHAM AND ITS SNAKES. 


FOURTEEN KINDS FOUND IN OR NEAR 
THE GREATER NEW YORK. 


‘Of These the Rattler and the Copper- 
head Alone Are Poisonous—How to 
Tell a Poisonous Snake from the 
Bite—Peculiarities of the Rattie- 
snake—How the Blacksnake Hunts 
for Food—Facts for Picnic Maidens 
and Barefooted Boys. 

New York Sun: Now that the season of 
picnics and other outings is at hand it is cer- 
tain that many readers of the Sun will make 
more or less extended observations, not to 
say studies, in herpetology. These observa- 
tions will be in almost all cases involun- 
tary, wholly unexpected, and exceedingly 
brief; but, paradoxical as it may seem, the 
impressions made are in all cases at once 
deeper and more lasting than any other ob- 
servations made in natural history, unless, 
indeed, the observer be a specialist out for 
study rather than for recreation. It is there- 
fore not unlikely that the following facts, 
gathered from the city’s herpetologist at 
the Museum of Natural History in Central 
Park, and from other sources, may prove of 
special interest at this time. 

Perhaps it will add to the interest of the 
small proportion of the Sun’s readers who 
are not well versed in natural history to ex- 
plain first of all that the writers who make a 
specialty of herpetology (especially those 
who write for provincial newspapers) are 
commonly known as snake editors. 

If there is any reader who would Ifke to 
make something more than the usual brief 
and fearful observations of reptiles tks will 
tell briefly something of the more intcrest- 
ing characteristics of the wild snakes to be 
found in and near the Greater New York. 

At the Museum of Natural History it was 
said that only fourteen kinds of snakes can 
be found at large in the vicinity of this town, 
of which two are poisonous. They are: 
Banded rattlesnake, Copperhead, 
Blacksnake, Water snake, 

Worm snake, Brow \snake, 
Ring-necked snake, Red-t silied snake, 
Pilot snake, Hog-nosed snake, 


Greensnake, Milk snake, 
Garter snake, Ribbon snake, 


Only Two Poisonous. 


The two that are paisonous are the banded 
rattlesnake (crotalus horridus) and the cop- 
perhead (Ancistrodon contortrix). Both are 
somewhat rare, but not a few rattlers have 
been found tn Western Connecticut from 
year to year, while two were killed at Fort 
Lee Heights last summer. The copperheads 
are more numerous than the rattlers, prob- 
ably because they are less readily distin- 
guished from harmless varieties and are 
therefore pursued with less vigor when seen 
than the rattlesnake. 

Not very many people have a nervous 
temperament that will permit them to handle 
reptiles of any kind, but fortunately there 
are a few who find real pleasure in a study 
of even the most deadly varieties. These 
naturalists have learned a good many things 
about the rattlers and copperheads that are 
of interest to naturalists anly, and some 
things that ought to interest everybody. 

For instance, every one who goes where 
snakes are to be found ought to be able to 
tell readily a poisonous snake from a harm- 
less one. In the case of a person bitten bya 
snake this knowledge is of such great im- 
portance that life is likely to depend upon it. 
Moreover, the slaughter of at least two kinds 
of harmless snakes found near New York is 
not only a needless destruction of innocent 
life, but it actually gives the poisonous 
snakes a better chance to multiply. The 
eommon blacksnake of forest and field and 
the milk snake so often seen about houses 
and dairies are the most destructive natural 
enemies of both rattlers and copperheads 
known to this region. 


How to Distinguish Poi-onous Snakes. 


The amateur herpetologist when beginning 
his studies ought to be able to recognize the 
only rattlesnake found in this region by its 
color, for it is of a sulphur yellow with dark 
brown bands that zigzag across its back. 
However, the ground color of its back is 
sometimes of a reddish gray and sometimes 
such a dark brown that at first glance the 
whole reptile seems to be black. In all cases 
of mature snakes the tail is black, while in 
the Alleghany Mountains the tail is so glossy 
and velvety as to be really beautiful to an 
eye that is not repelled by the fact of its 
being a reptile. he gigzag dark bands 
across the lighter colored ground color be- 
neath are, however, sufficiently distinctive to 
put any amateur on his guard. 

There is one feature of both rattlers and 
copperheads that will readily serve to iden- 
tify both of them as poisonous snakes, and 
that is a small round hole found on each 
side of the head between the eye and the 
nostril. If the one who kills a snake can 
restrain his detestation sufficiently to pre- 
serve the head uncrushed this hole will al- 
ways be found in both of the poisonous 
snakes living near New York, and will not be 
found in any harmless snake. ‘ 

It is this hole or pit that has led the snake 
sharps to class a lot of poisonous snakes 
under the title of pit vipers, and when these 
sharps are willing to talk about their snakes 
in plain language they tell of a remarkably 
interesting surmise regarding this peculiar 
feature of the pit vipers. They think that it 
may be the organ of a sixth sense—the means 
of conveying impressions to the brain of 
this reptile which are not within the compre- 
hension of man, who has but five senses. 

Of course, the most marked characteristic 
of both the rattler and the copperhead is in 
the fangs, the original pattern of the hypo- 
dermic syringe which nature furnished. But 
these are not so readily found in the head of 
a dead snake as is the pit referred to, and 
moreover, a slip of the hand when prying 
open the mouth might lead to a wound from 
the fang—a wound that, though not so dan- 
gerous as one where the snake set home its 
own fangs, might still prove mortal. 

An examination of the wound where a 
person has been bitten by a snake will 
usually show whether the snake was poison- 
ous or not. If only a single puncture ortwo 
punctures side by side be found, with per- 
haps some slight scratches below, there is 
need of haste in efforts to save the life of 
thejunfortunate. If there be a row of three 
eee wounds, it was the bite of a harmless 

e. 


Peculiarities of the Rattler. 


One of the interesting peculiarities of the 
rattler which the amateur herpetologist may 
look for is its ability to climb trees, The old 
farmers may tell him it cannot climb a tree, 
but this depends on.the tree. The smooth 
stem of an apple tree standing erect in place 
he cannot climb, but if the amateur will se- 
cure a live mouse as a bait a short way up an 
old rough-barked veteran of an orchard near 
where a rattler is known to live, or en any 
rough-barked tree near a ratties’s haunt, he 
can tell for himself what the snake can do. 
It is as easy to capture a hungry rattler with 
& mouse on a fishhook as it is to capture a 
hungry trout with the same bait. 

Probably the first peculiarity of char- 
acter of the banded rattler that the amateur 
will be likely to notice fs its patiente and 
kindliness of disposition. Mr. Leonard 
Stejneger of the United States National 
Museum tells a story of the lat@ Gen. Kirby 
Smith that .well illustrates this peculiarity 
of the banded rattler..Gen. Smith’s home in 
Tennessee stood on a high platéau and from 
it @ narrow path led-down to a railway eta- 
tion in the vaHey- below. .One day. while the 
General and a number of ladies were going 
down this path in Indian filé, followed by 
a barefooted boy, the boy suddenly gave a 
wild. yell. They all.turned back and found 
a banded rattlesnake lying coi ym Teed

Mr. Stejneger adds that these rattlers when 
in captivity may be handled with impunity 
by a. self-possessed man who will move 
quietly and deliberately, and the stories of 
children playing with rattlers are no doubt 
in some cases founded on facts. In other 
words, this is the most friendly of the 
poisonous snakes. It is obvious, of course, 
that this very friendliness makes it all the 
more. dangerous under some circumstances. 


Will Net Chase Victims. 

It is not a snake to chase a victim. Ithas 
a striking range on a level of about half its 
length, and if it miss on the first stroke it 
ap — es pn blow.

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| Smithsonian Institution and the New York 


Xfuseum of Natural History have definitely 
determined that there is no connection what- 
ever between the number of buttons on a 
rattler’s tall and the number of years of his 
life. A new button is developed each time 
the snake sheds its skin, and sometimes 
when the skin is not shed. One snake sharp 
who kept rattlers for study found one of his 
pets had developed seven buttons in sixteen 
months, and in early youth they add new 
buttons at the rate of one every two months. 
But the enake with more than fifteen or 
eighteen buttons to his rattle is a rarity fer 
the reason that the buttons are very easily 
broken off. The snake commonly runs along 
“‘ ike a steer in the corn—with head and tai} 
up,’’ but occasionally the rattle gets caught 
and is pulled off, or it fs pounded loose in a 
fight. The greatest number of buttons of 
which there is an authentic record is twenty- 
five. 

The sharps have even counted the vibra- 
tions of the reptile’s tail when it has sprung 
its warning and found them to vary from 
sixty to eighty per second. 


The Copperhead and His Bite. 


The copperhead is hazel brown on the hack 
and pinkish on the belly. On each side there 
are from fifteen to twenty-six chestnut 
blotches or bands that somewhat resemble 
an inverted Y. His head is brighter and a}- 
miost copper colored 6n top, and everywhere 
over his back are found very fine dark points. 
The sides of his head are cream colored. 
The dividing line between the cream of the 
side and the copper of the top passes threugh 
the upper edge of the head, in front of the 
eye, and involves the lower three-fourths of 
the orbit. The lineis very distinct. ‘ 

He is commonly found wherever t rat- 
tler is, but he does not live quite so far North. 
He has a variety of names—upland moccasin, 
chunkhead, deaf adder, and pilot snake 
among the rest. It is agreed that he is a 
much more vicious brute than the rattle- 
snake. He is more easily irritated and is 
quicker in oo Nat eleenggegent It is said that he 
will even follow up a victim for a second 
blow. On the other hand, his bite is very 
much less dangerous for a variety of rea- 
sons. In the first place, he is no more than 
three feet long, and his fangs are considera- 
bly shorter than those of a rattler of the 
same size, while his strength is less, and the 
blow therefore less effective. So he cannot 
inflict as deep a wound nor inject so much 
venom. The chances of his getting the 
venom directly into a large vein are pro- 
pertionately less. Dr. H. C. Yarrow said in 
the American Journal of Science that out 
of many cases reported to the medical jour- 
nals but one had proved fatal. However, 
that was probably because the doctors were 
not so eager to report their failures as their 
successes for the benefit of science. 

The favorite food of both the rattler and 
the copperhead is the mouse. Both capture 
their prey by striking with the fangs—they 
poison their food to death before eating it. 

The common. notion that these snakes com- 
mit suicide by biting themselves when cor- 
nered and tortured is declared to be nonsense 
by the scientists who have experimented by 
injecting prodigious doses of venom into the 
bodies of caged reptiles. Moreover, there 
are other snakes—harmless ones—who are 
not injured by the bite of either rattler or 
copperhead, the black snake and the milk 
snake being among the number. The ama- 
teur herpetologist may easily experiment 
with the suicide theory if he find one of the 
poisonous enakes by securing it with a forked 
stick first and then with a lasso or snare 
that will leave it some freedom of movement. 


To Become Snake Bite Proof. 


The most interesting. fact’ learned in recent 
times about poisonous snakes has been men- 
tioned recently in the Sun, and that is the 
fact that by repeatedly inoculating rabbits, 
horses, etc., with the venom of poisonous 
snakes, the animal will eventually become 
snake-bite proof. In turn, the serum from 
the blood of the inoculated beast is found to 
be an antidote for the venom, More inter- 
esting still is the fact that the venom, which 
may be swallowed by a healthy man with 
impunity, renders the swallower proof 
against the injected venom. This fact hav- 
ing been demonstrated by experiments on 
animals, the scientists then recalled the 
fact that travelers had told of some African 
aborigines who were not hurt by tle bite of 
deadly serpents, and that the aborigines 
were in the habit of drinking the venom of 
the snakes they killed. 

It is a matter well worth the considera- 
tion of all practical herpetologists, for in 
spite of care there is always danger ofa bite 
from even their most docile pets. The late 
Prof. Baird tells in one of his interesting 
works that he once swallowed nearly a tea- 
spoonful of rattlesnake venom. He said that 
it was a foolhardy thing to do in the cir- 
cumstances, but he had no idea that he just 
missed making a great discovery—the dis- 
covery that he had made himself proof fora 
considerable time against injected venom. 

Of the other snakes to be found in and 
around New York undoubtedly the milk 
snake and the blacksnake are at once the 
most useful and interesting. People are 
often heard to say piously that without doubt 
everything was created for some good and 
wise purpose, but—but they can’t see for the 
life of them what good there is ina snake. 
As a matter of fact both milk snakes and 
black snakes are more efficient destroyers of 
mice and insects that injure the farmer’s 
crops than any cats, terriers, traps, or pois- 
ons known to the agriculturists. The lovers 
of birds have good cause for objecting to the 
blacksnake, because he is a nest robber, but 
he really makes amends by killing the 
equally (if not more) destructive chipmunk 
and red squirrel. The farmer who finds the 
milk snake around the house or dairy 
viciously clubs the thing to death and spends 
a dollar and a half for traps and voluntarily 
feeds a quart of a milk a day to a brood of 
cats when the cats and traps together cannot 
help him so much as the ashen gray serpent 
would have done. And the story that he 
milks the cows is a slanderous lie, of course. 

In fact, all the fourteen serpents found in 
this vicinity are efficient destroyers of in- 
sects, though this is not to say the poisonous 
snakes should not be exterminated. 


Other Interesting Snakes. 


Of the other non-poisonous varieties, per- 
haps the most interesting just now is the lit- 
tle green tree snake that is seen by amateurs 
only at this time of the year because he now 
comes to the ground to feed on insects and 
spends most of the summer in the trees. 

The worm snake is rarely seen because he 
bores his way through the earth for most of 
his life, feeding on angle worms. 

The common garter snake. with its three 
dull yellow stripes, will interest the amateur 
because it is a most prolific breeder, bringing 
forth as many as sixty young in a season. 


The ribbon snake, with its three bright yel- 


low stripes, would be a pet with people 

it not for the instinctive fear of all serpents 
which human beings have inherited from 
remote ancestors living in prehistoric epochs 
when the human struggle for life was 
fiercest because of the more powerful reptile 
enemy. 

The amateur will certainly fail to distin- 
guish between the blacksnake properly so 
called, the pilot snake, and the water snake, 
because all are black. But the real black- 
snake has smooth scales, while the pilot 
snake has keels on his, and the water snake 
will be found hanging in the brush over a 
pool or stream waiting for frog and fish, 
where the others will stick to the land and 
live on warm-blooded animals instead of 
cold-blooded. : 

The light gray snake with a yellow ring 
around his neck is the ring-necked snake 
and not at all a bad fellow. His food is 
chiefly worms, and he ought to be encour- 
aged where worms are destructive. The 
red-bellied snake, with his vermilion under 
parts, is another fellow of the same sort, 
but he is usually mistaken for the pink- 
bellied copperhead, and so is hunted fero- 
ciously. 

Very. likely the brown sriake should be 
killed by those who cannot distinguish him 
from the copperhead. His belly is also pink, 
but he has none of the dark side markings 
nor the cream colored cheeks of the poison- 
ous variety. 

Last of all is the hog-nosed snake, a 
brownish gray fellow with dark bands. He 


is the most villainous fraud in snakedom 


He puffs and blows and flattens his head 
and strives to make the beholder suppose he 
is a copperhead and the wickedest of the 
tribe. But when it comes to real fight he is 
like the human beings who by brag and self- 
glorification try to impress their fellow- 
beings with their greatness. They show 
themselves only ridiculous.

ODD WORK OF THE WIND. 


STRANGE FREAKS FP! .AYED BY CY- 
CLONES HERE AND ELSEWHERE, 


Fierce Blasts That Undo the Most Sub- 
stantial Work of Man in the Twink- 
ling of an Eye and Treat Something 
Fragile with a Tenderness That 
Would Not Break an Eggshell— 
Stories of Incidents That Have 
Actually Happened. 

The ways of a cyclone are past finding out. 
Probably né calamity of this kind every 
passed over a country that it did not cut 
pranks a’.d capers so strange and odd thata 
true recital of them would be received with 
more or less incredulity. At the moment 
of course these things are unnoticed, for the 
Strange impression is made by the occur- 
rences of a more important nature. But 
after the storm is over they come to mind, 
and when the main facts hive been realized 
and the effects of the disaster realized as a 
whole, the .unique details come in and fill 
in the interstices in a way to make a cyclone 
stand without a parallel us a medium in the 
performance of tricks that amaze, astonish, 
and astound. ‘ 

Such a gulf of difference exists between a 
tornado and a cyclone as to make it impos- 
sible for them to be confounded by one at 
all familiar with the phenomena of wind. .A 
gale may graduate into a tornado and Ne 
utterly lacking in the characteristics of a 
cyclone, for a tornado, while its generat 
course may be zigzag, is straight so far as 
the direction of the wind is concerned along 


‘the different tacks. 


How Tornadoes and Cyclones Differ. 

In the case of a cyclone the conditions are 
vastly different. This latter institution for 
the demolition of man and nature’s handi- 
work in different paths of the country—‘or 
no other use has even been found for it— 
has a rotary motion of incredible velocity 
and strength.’ And not only one but dozens, 
for a cyclone is composed of a countless 
number of wheels within wheels, all travel- 
ing in the same direction. There are a 
periphery and a vortex, one as fatal as the 
other, ordinarily, to anything in the track 
of the devastating monster. And yet the 
most delicate and fragile things, directly 
in the path of the storm, sometimes escape 
theslightestinjury, while, on the other hand, 
the most massive works of man or nature 
are utterly demolished, and even-the frag- 
ments Scattered to the four winds of heaven. 

The storm which did such great damage 
in the suburbs northwest of this city a week 
ago tonight was not a full-fledged cyclone, 
but was unquestionably cyclonic in charac- 
ter. It had all the ear marks of a cyclone 
without being as severe in character or 
finishing. up its work in the. skilled and 
thorough manner which marks the opera- 
tions ofa regular, full-fledged cyclone. After 
the lapse of a week people have had time to 
recover from the first effects of the visita- 
tion and give attention to many of the de- 
tails which escaped notice when interest 
was claimed by mightier affairs. Thus it 
is that at Edison Park a number of interest- 
ing stories are told about the storm which 
had no place in the newspaper accounts of 
the calamity itself. 


One Side Taken, the Other Left. 


One peculiar phase of the Edison Park cy- 
clone—for, having so many of the character- 
istics, it might as well be called so—was its 
clearly-defined line in certain localities. On 
a country road running east and west, a lit- 
tle beyond Canfield-on-the-Hill, every house 
situated on the north side of the road was 
either swept from its foundations or so 
twisted as to be valueless for residence pur- 
poses, while not a building on the south side 
of the road, in the same locality, was injured 
in the slightest degree. Along this road 
many of the houses are on the south side of 
the road and the barns and other outbuild- 
ings are on the north. The latter were 
wrecked in almost every instance. 

A strange thing occurred at the residence 
of James Reynolds, who moved into the sub- 
urbs from Chicago only three days before 
the blow came. He rented a neat story-and-a 
half cottage, and Mrs. Reynolds had but 
just finished arranging the furniture to suit 
her. The family was practically settled in 
its new home, and looked forward to a 
comfortable summer amid peaceful and 
beautiful surroundings. It was to attain 
these objects the move to Edison Park was 
made; but the family was destined for an- 
other change long before it had counted 
on making one. Mr. Reynolds’ house faces 
the east, and the wind struck his residence 
on the north side and in the rear. There 
were few external evidences of damage ex- 
cept the windows, which were blown in on 
the rear and out on the front. This seemed 
to create a draught which carried every 
piece of furniture in the rooms toward the 
front of the house, piling them up in inex- 
tricable confusion and creating a mass of 
rubbish that a junk dealer would not have 
looked at a second time. There: was not a 


‘ shingle blown off Mr. Reynolds’ house, and 


yet behind a folding bed in the back parlor 
half a bunch of them were packed in as 
compactly as the job could have been done 
by hand. 

As a Taker-Up of Carpets. 

At the residence of John Stricker in Wave- 
land avenue carpets securely tacked to the 
floor were ripped up as completely as a fire- 
man could have done the work. A row of 
tacks with shreds of carpet still under them 
was left all around the outer edges of the 
room. 

At Norwood Park the wreckage of Mr. 
George H. Evans’ house made a pile of 
broken timbers fully fifteen feet high, and 
in the pile there was not a piece so large or 
heavy that three or four men could not have 
picked it up and walked off with it, and yet 
in the mass of this awful wreckage Mr. 
Evans’ watch, with an open face and thin 
dial, was later discovered running as usual— 
and showing the exact houroftheday. Mr. 
Evans’ residence stood within fifteen feet of 
another house, which was practically unin- 
jured by the wind. A difference in construc- 
tion may account for this. Mr. Evans occu- 
pied what is known as one of the “* Harvey ”’ 
houses. These were constructed at Harvey, 
Ill., in sections, and in like manner put to- 
gether at the place where they were sold. 

On Mr. Hackman’s property on the hilla 
fence inclosing a garden patch was literally 
pulled up by the roots. Nota trace of either 
fence or posts remained, and yet in one of 
the postholes a young tree, denuded of its 
branches, stood inverted, its roots with soil 
still clinging to them pointing skyward. 


Something Saved the Sparrows. 


There was an immense elm tree on the 
Murphy stock farm. One of its branches, 
eight or ten inches in diameter, had been 
twisted off instead of being broken. In gq 
crotch formed by a small branch shooting 
off from this limb there was a bird’s nest 
made from straw, twigs, and pieces of 
string. It was uninjured by a wind which 
must have exerted a tremendous force to 
twist off the large branch less than a foot 
from the little nest, which could not have 
weighed more than a few ounces, 

The wind, too, played another odd trick 
on the Murphy farm. A cottage rested on a 
brick foundation about fifty feet from the 
main house, eccupied by Mr. Dorr, the ten- 
ant of the farm. This cottage was pushed 
to one stde in such a manner as to carry the 
brick foundation with it. In toppling over 
the bricks were laid on their edges instead 
of sides, all ranged along as neatly as a 
mason could have arranged them. In many 
places the mortar was not disturbed. But 
near the front end of the building and be- 
tween the sill of the house and the inverted 
foundation a wire window screen was firmly 
imbedded. This screen, Mr, Dorr says, was 
originally on the further side of his resi- 
dence. The sill had crushed the slim pine 
frame of the screen, which fact was evi- 
dence that the screen was in iis ition 
between the foundation and the s Feedorn 
the latter settled down. It must, therefore, 
have been landed there by the wind in the 
instant of time the foundation and the build- 
ing over it were separated in the act of 
toppling over. 

Shingled a Roof with Feathers. 

Cyclones in other places have done even 
more remarkable things, for those at other 
points have been genuine cyclones, while 
the Edison Park affair, severe though it was, 
was at best only a weak sort of an imitation. 
St. Peter. Minn., suffered from a cyclone in 
1885. A strange thing done here was the. 
emptying of a feather bed and the driving 
of the feathers under and between the shin- 
gies on the roof of a house some distan

could have done it. It also impaled a pig on | 
a feace rail, driving the other end of the rail 
firmly in the ground, leaving the pig some 
eight feet in the air. 

A remarkable thing happened at Welling- 
ton, Kas., during a cyclone which swept 
through that place in 1891, An elderly lady 
had for some time been confined to her bed 
by sickness. Her room was on the ground 
floor of the house. In the cyclone the house 
was not only utterly destroyed, but was 
swept away. The bed on which the old lady 
slept was the only piece af furniture in the 
house which escaped being wrecked, and the 
lady herself received not so much as a 
scratch. After the passage of the cyclone 
the bed occupied the same relative position 
in which it had previously stood and the old 
lady rested as comfortably as before. 


.Preached a Sermon from the Bible. 


A particularly violent cyclone passed 
over St. Charles and Warren Counties, Mo., 
in May, 1887. Ona fruit farm near Foristell, 
owned by N. P. Parsons, the house was ut- 
terly destroyed. The family had finished 
supper, and two servants, one of them a 
colored boy, were about sitting down. On 
the dining table there was a student’s lamp. 
When the colored boy “ came to’”’ he wasin 
the vegetable garden, 200 feet from the 
house, holding the lamp in his hand. 

An icehouse on this farm was completely 
stripped of its covering and every ounce of 
sawdust in which the ice had been packed 
—— out, leaving simply a square tower 
of ice. 

One of the strangest freaks took place in 
a peach orchard a-few rods from the house, 
directly in the path of the storm. Every 
tree was completely stripped of leaves and 
twigs, and plastered with a fine mud not 
unlike paint. On the day following the cy- 
clone the orchard appeared to have been 
dead for years. There was not a sign of life 
in any tree. In a crotch on one of the trees, 
tightly plastered, was a fragment of a leaf 
of a Bible which had been in the house. The 
portion of a verse not so badly covered with 
mud as to be illegible read: 

‘‘And the rain descended and the floods 
came and the winds blew and beat upon the 
house; and it fell——"’ This was a portion 
of the twenty-fifth verse of the seventh 
chapter of St. Matthew. The crotch with 
the Bible leaf attached was cut off and 
brought to this city, where it has been seen 
by many people. 

On this same farm an ordinary nail keg 
was kept near a barn door, and into it were 
thrown such small pieces of wrought iron— 
bolts, nuts, horseshoes, etc.—as might be 
picked up around the place. After the cy- 
clone the keg was found in a pasture a 
quarter of a mile from where it had origin- 
ally stood. There was not an ounce of iron 
in it, but it was packed solid with scraps of 
cloth, pieces of dress goods, etc., which had 
been kept in a trunk in éne of the rooms on 
the secohd floor of the house. 

Nearly everybody is familiar with the 
story of feathers being blown off chickens. 
The tales are oftener founded on fact than 
fable, as any one who has had a personal 
acquaintance with a cyclone can vouch, 
The air pressure during a cyclone is simply 
tremendous. The very life seems being 
crushed out of one—although he is not in 
contact with anything »*but the atmosphere. 
The philosophy of this chieken-picking 
process is that the quill of every feather is’ 
filled with air, which the outer pressure 
tends to liberate. Thus the feather pops 
or is blown out by internal pressure as much 
as it is sucked out by the external effect of 
air pressure. The result is the samme. Every 
cyclone plucks chickens if thére are any 
within reach. ¢ |

The-home is situated at the corner of 
Lineoln street and Prairie avenue in North 
Evanston, and its maintenance is the chief 
care of the Evanston circle of the King’s 
Daughters. In it the greater part of the in- 
terest felt ih’ charity work by the society 
women of Evanston is centered. | 
The house is a large one, with a wide ve- 
randa running about three sides of it. Tpe 
grounds in which it stands co rise a full 
acre of land, and are set with shade trees and 
shrubbery. Close. by it runs the ¢dge of the 
green woods. On the smooth Jawn croquet 
and tennis grounds are laid gut, and there. 
are hammocks in plenty on the veranda and

stretched between the trees. Inside 
house is well and substantially furnished, 
with parlors and living rooms on the first 
floor,-and bedrooms, each with two or three 
single iron bedsteads, above. 

The home was established a year ago this 
June. From the time when the Evanston 
circle of the King’s Daughters was first 
organized, some two years before that date, 
the founding of such a charity had been its 
chief alm. While carrying on othér 


work as cathe to hand the circle kept/laying 


by money for the great object. To-raise 
inds th rst of the Evanston charity 
lis, now a fixture, was given. Two years 
were needed to put by money enough to 
make the venture seem practicabie, but at 
the end of that time it was decided that 
enough had been raised to carry the home 
through one summer at least. The house 
at Lincoln street and Prairie avenue was 
rented, and a matron, Mrs. Mary Quimby, 
“who still holds the position, was found. The 
home was furnished almost entirely by gifts. 
The iron bedsteads it was necessary to buy, 
but all the chairs, tables, and other furniture 
were donated by friends of the enterprise. 
. Accommodations were arranged for six 
girls and the first year’s work was begun. 
Pirst Opened One Year Ago. 

The home was first opened on June 3, 1895, 
and was kept open for fifteen weeks, closing 
on Sept. 16. 
working girls were given vacations, the av- 
erage time allowed each being two weeks. 


the | 


During that time seventy-eight } 


ter a few weeks the number entertained at 
abe was raised from six to eight. They were 
all girls who would have had no chance to 
get away from the city and from hari work 
even for a day without help of some such 
sort. Many of them were ill and tinable to 
earn their support when they first came. 
The best of them showed grievously the ef- 
fect of poor food, hard work, and neglect. 
The maximum of the wages they had been 
earning was $5 per week, the average, upon 
which many of them were attempting to sup- 
port two or three besides themselves, was 
$2.50. For two weeks each of these girls was 
given a taste of outdoor life and of freedom 
from hard work to which she was a stranger. 
During the summer there. were a. great 
many amusements, all of an open-air sort,. 
planned and carried out by the jladies of the 
King’s Daughters. There were picnics, and 
tennis tournaments, and croquet matches, 
and all sorts of sports calculated to counter- 
act the effect of the close confinement and 
bad air in which the girls had been living. At 
the end of the season the home had cost a 
little over $600, of which $460 was for current 
expenses during the fifteen weeks. Out of 
the money raised before and during that time 
by the King’s Daughters there was nearly 
$150 remaining to be applied on the work of 
the next year. Besides the entertainment at 
the house a great deal had been done in pro- 
viding clothes for the girls, for the circle re- 
ceived very considerable donations in that 
line. 
This Year Work Is Extended, 
For .the present year the work laid out 
is greater. The accommodations have been 
increased so that it it now possible to take

care of ten girls at the same time, and it is 


expected that later further enlargement 
will be de and Yhe number put up to four- 
teen. The rhich the house will remain 


open is not determined“ After the opening 
on June 1 it will not be closed until the end of 
the warm weather, in September, probably 
well toward the latter part of the month. 

*‘ Last year,”’ said Mrs. Taylor, the Presi- 
dent of the Evanston circle, *‘ we received 
several offers of money from the wealthy 
men in town, but they were all put in the 
form of ‘If you need funds come to me,’ and 
we did not really heed funds. The home was 
an experiment then, and we had money 
enough for what we needed, so we refused 
their help. We could make good use of it 
this year, however, in increasing the accom- 
modations for girls, so as to take in a larger 
number.’”’ 

The girls selected to receive the benefits of 
the home are chosen from among those 
known to be deserving. They are all recom- 
mended by some one of the charitable organ- 
izations of the city, so situated as to be able 
to investigate the facts of each case, Hull 
House, the Visiting Nurses’ Association, the 
Girls’ Friendly club, the Girls’ Mutual 


' Benefit club, and one or two other societies. 


The applications for the present year are 
already greater than can well be care4 for.

A number of the girls given Vacations this 
year will be the Same as those taken in last 
season. The King’s Daughters have kept 
them in sight during the winter and helped 
them over the hard plates more or less, and 
now that summer is again at hand will give

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them another two weeks’ freedom. Some 
of them need it pretty badly, too.

MR. JUSTICE FIELD’S GREAT OAK. 


Said to Be the Largest in California 
“and to Cover Several Acres. 

San Francisco Chronicle: Long before Cal- 
ifornia became a part of American territory 
there existed in the vicinity of Monterey, 
and there still stands there after a half 
century of occupation, a wonderful specimen 
of the live oak indigenous to this State. It 
was a marvel to the Mexicans of those days, 
and was pointed out as one of the curiosities 
of the land to the few visitors to the coast. 

Among those to whom the natural wonder 

had been shown in the days of Mexican dom- 
ination was a young passed midshipman of 
the United States navy, whose ship had 
anchored in Monterey Bay. His hRame was 
Timothy Beals Field, and he is now long 
since dead. The midshipman belonged toa 
amily whose members have been dis- 
tinguished in science and business, in the 
pulpit and in literature, at the bar and on 
the bench of the Supreme Court. He was so 
amazed by the sight of the marvelous tree 
that he sketched it and wrote an account of 
it to his father, a clergyman residing among 
the Berkshire hills of Massachusetts. This 
incident was long forgotten. It was only 
last year, on the occasion of his visit to 
California, that the recollection came to the 
mind of Justice Stephen J. Field, A party 
was made up. The tree was found. It 
proved to be even more extraordinary than 
as described by the young midshipman to 
his father. 

After exploring its labyrinths the party 
returned to San Francisco. Soon after Jus- 
tice Field went East on his official duties, 
end while there Mrs. Field wrote an account 
of their visit to the tree which reads: 

** Rounding the lagoon we saw ahead of us 
a large sand hill with a crown of green, and 
as we passed the hamlet of Seaside we 
learned that we were approaching our 
Mecca. A climb in the sand and upa few 
rickety steps brought us under the shelter- 
ing branches of the largest tree so far 
known to Californians—not in height 
(though its height is great), but tn its capac- 
ity to shelter. I remarked I thought 999 per- 
sons could stand comfortably beside me, but 
a learned man in our party said rather 5,000. 
Since the midshipman wrote of it the tree 
must have expanded vastly, for it now cov- 
ers more acres than one. Its trunk is not 
to be seen; the fine light sand has drifted in 
to the depth of thirty or forty feet and cov- 
ered and protected this relic. Its branches 
remind one of the Loacodn; it seemed almost 
as if they not only could shelter, but would 
embrace us, too. Each branch is the size 
of an ordinary tree, and there are numbers 
of them spreading out latitudinously, with 
other branches on these shooting un to the 
sun, the foliage being all on top and very 
dense. 

“The tree is of the variety known as the 
California live oak, quercus viren;:; its leaves 
are small, fresh, and crisp, and of a vitality 
unimpaired by years, and they do not fall 
with the seasons. 

“It is said that no one has ever yet seen 
a leaf of the live oak unfold or fall. 

“The outside form of the tree is beautiful, 
being entirely, circular, and as you sit under 
its shelter and admire you cannot but specu- 
late as to its age: its gnarled and crooked 
branches proclaim great antiquity, its lovely 
green perpetual youth. 

** It may be added that ever since the redis- 
covery of the tree it is popularly known as 
* Justice Field’s oak.’ ”’

saM’S CLERKS BY ABBREVIATION, 


Hieroglyphics Are Taking the Place 
of the Usaal Addresses on Mail Mat- 
ter—Words Are Condensed by the 
Omission of Vowels and Sometimes 
of Whole Syllables—Others Are 
suguested by Capitals and Signs of 
Varying Degrees of Intelligibility. 


The men employed by Uncle Sam to look 
‘after his mails run across some strange 
things in the way of handwriting and spell- 
ing, but they find nothing much stranger 
than many of the abbreviations and short 
cuts usted, not through ignorance, but delib- 
erately, in writing the names of.,towns. Asa 
general thing there is no recognized abbre- 
viation. of a city’s name unless, as in the 
New York, it is the same as that of 


case with 
the State, or, like Philadelphia and Washing- 


ton, has been shortened by common con- 
t, But this does not deter persons from 
gbbreviating in any way or manner which 
seems to them fit, if by so doing they can 
save time and trouble to themselves. The- 


lly, no such letter would be delivered, 
ren there would be no puch office as was 
named. Chicago spelt with two g's would 
not be Chicago. Still the mail clerks would 
wink at the extra adornment and send the 
jetter on. By the same method letters ad- 
dressed to no_pjace in the United States, but

By this is not meantt ections founded 
on a misconception of the name. There are 


plenty of instances of this, and the clerks can 
see familiar names in many a mystic scrawl. 
They know that McNoelly means Magnolia; 
to them Tu Lookey reads Tolucca; and Saint 
Traley, Whiteink, and Marry MePoint are 
nly Centralia, Whiting, and Merrimac 
t. If the clerks cannot decipher these 
things they go to the “ blind reader,” who 
can read anything, even directions for cro- 
cheting, and he straightens it out. The ab- 
previations are the work of men who know 
the spelling thoroughly, but take a short 
way to get around it. They are similar to 
the method of writing, much more common 
before the introduction of the typewriter 
than now, which partakes of the natures of 
both short and long hand, and by which the 
writer writes carefully all the important 
words and fills in the spaces between with 
things like sandpiper tracks. 
Must Guess at Much. 
Pverybody is more or less familiar with 
wertain of these abbreviations. Some parts 
of them are formed according to rules which 
hold good anywhere. Mountain is reduced 
to Mt. and creek to Ck., as they are on the 
maps, But the abbreviation does not stop 
here. It makes “ Head ” wherever the sylla- 
ble occurs appear as “ hd ”’ and “ wood ”’ as
